Anyways, on the back of the March 15, 1995, Bulletin, the article on Barley 
stating it as a training feed for the Tipplers. Also, this person wanted 
to know where Barley could be bought. We have in our area a farmer that 
grows Barley for seed and for the beer companies. The Barley is de-bearded 
and air-cleaned, and it is the best I have ever seen. 

It is bagged in 48 pound paper bags. It has the nice cream color 
to it. When I raised Homing pigeons, I used to bag 500 pounds at a time. 
But since I had to quit racing two years ago due to the pigeon lung 
disease.

When I did buy the Barley from him, nearly all of the Racing Club 
members from the East Side Racing Club from St. Clair bought Barley 
by the Pickup load. He does ship Barley all over the USA. His price 
used to be $6.75 per 48 lb. bag. 

Well on October 12, 1996, I finally flew my Tippler squeakers. They 
went to a medium height for 2j hours. I was really proud of them, a nice 
tight kit and small circle. These birds are Dale Peters from Dale Peters' 
cock birds I bought from him some years back. The hens were from Nathan 
Benner, and were originally from Dale Peters stock. Then the other 
youngsters were from Udo Begert's Tipplers stock birds. Sure am pleased. 

In 1997 I’ll have a pure Dale Peters MacClesfields. These I will fly 
by themselves being that Dale sold me a bunch of hens. Thank you again, 

Dale. I sure like those flying wings on Dales' birds. I have 2 youngsters 
in the fly pen now; they are only 28 days old and they are beauties. What's 
the sense of keeping pigeons if you can't brag about them, HA HA.

Tales of Yesteryear . .. 



THE WINCOBANK GHOST BUSTERS 

Wincobank Hill overlooks the River Don valley and the east end of 
Sheffield. It is a familiar landmark - the Romans occuoiea the hill during 
their time in England, almost 2.000 years ago (a little before my time*). 

Various items have been excavated from Wincobank Hill and some of 
these are on display in our Western Park Museum. Part of this hill is known 
as the Roman Ridues. 

During the 1930s the hill was a barren, desolate place: there were, 
however, a few allotments at the base of the hill. It so happened that the 
hill was ideal for Tipplers - it .aced south and our prevailing south and 
south-westerly winds cause an updraught. 

Two brothers who lived at Bubwith Road lock over an allotment and did 
very well with Tipplers They won the Whitsuntide Fly with fourteen hours 
ten minutes in 1934 Sixteen contestants took part with the hers 
winning a cash prize of £4. a brass trophy, several sponsored priz , Irom 
local tradespeople, including 56 lbs of barley. 28 lbs of potatoes a 27, lb 
joint of beef, one pair of boots and 20 Woodbines 

Training a kit of seven into darkness and using two paraffin storm 
lanterns, along with two Cumulet x Fantail droppers, it came to pass that 
the two lads were on the hill at 11 pm Suddenly, a white shape was seen 
and the two lads fled 

The following night, at 11 pm. the white shape appeared. The two lads 
stood their ground as the white shape approached, down the path They 
fled, however, being convinced that a ghost was present. 

After a discussion and four nights later, three other men joined in the 
surveillance, but nothing was seen A few nights later, however, all five 
ghost-watchers saw the ghost and fled. Haviif§ gamed some courage a 
more organised project was launched on the following night. The two 
young b'others. two ex-soldiers and another young fellow, set up an 
ambush They lay in wait, in cover with several missiles

I have noticed that (here is an 
appallingly economical distribution of good sense and a most liberal 
distribution of stupidity among the pigeon fraternity of Sheffield Case 
dismissed

Tales of Yesteryear ... 

Bv JACK PRESCOTT 

TIPPLER HISTORY 

Easter Monday 1902 - five members of the Club at Carbrook took part in 
the contest. Initially only referees and members were present, but by noon 
about forty men joined the observation of the five kits. Being lofted rather 
close to each other, it was possible to maintain surveillance from the fields 
at the rear of the Pheasant Inn. 

No one will suggest that there is much excitement watching Tipplers for 
many hours . this is what happened - the crowd, including referees and 
owners, began a game of pitch and toss. This game was illegal and a 
problem in Sheffield due to the fighting and hooliganism that prevailed 
along with this coin-spinning activity. 

A constable attempted to disperse the crowd, with no success. Later, 
a police sergeant and three constables arrived and waited nearby. The 
situation became ugly and the local militia were called lo the scene. A 
captain, a sergeant and twenty-one men of the King's Own Yorkshire Liqht 
Infantry arrived and the police, along with the soldiers, moved in. 

Someone threw beer bottles at the soldiers. The captain spoke to his 
sergeant who then called the squad to attention and gave the order: 
'Squad. Fix bayonets.' After a few scuffles everyone concerned was 
arrested and marched to the barracks. Forty-five men were charged and 
these included the referees Result: seven shillings each in fines. 

The Tippler contest obviously was abandoned, due to the detention of 
referees. Then up spoke Ben Stamp, who was the overall President of 
local clubs: 'The whole affair is a disgrace. I must insist that referees and 
contestants keep well clear of such spectators and especially when 
gambling is clearly taking place '

CONDITION (25 pts) Hard, firmly muscled. Light in weight for size. Clean 
and alert. 

WINGS (12 pts) Stress the importance of secondaries. Broad flexible, overlapping 
feathers should be present, no gaps in the wings. Flights should be carried 
atop the tail, and give every sign of strength. Top line smooth and without 
"sail" or "sideboards". 

TAIL (6 pts) Noteably narrow, but capable of great expansion. Strong but resilient 
feathers. In entirety, small and light in weight. 

KEEL (6 pts) Shallow and long, for a Tippler not a Homer. Coming quite close to 
the "fork" (vent end). 

FORK (6 pts) Firm and close (to each other and to the keel). 

BACK (6 pts) Broad at the shoulders, it tapers to a trim, strong rump to achieve 
the breed’s powerful wedge shape. 

CHEST (6 pts) Broad and capacious, to accommodate the heart and lungs of a sporting 
pigeon. It should be big from side to side rather than projecting forward. 

CUTTING - If any of the foregoing utility features are "cut" to as low as 2/3 of 

the maximum number of points that are allowed to them (for example, 16 out of 
the 25 points for condition) then disqualification is automatic. 

Total points for Utility Features (67). Total points for Beauty Features (33). 


BEAUTY FEATURES 

HEAD (3 pts) Small with refined shape and appointments. Gracefully rising from 
the beak, but with no frontal bulge. Flatness on top permitted. 

NECK (3 pts) Medium short, sharply tapered. Broad at shoulders, narrow at head. 
Tight and clean in front, no gullet. 

EYE (3 pts) The "white" ("pearl", "gravel", etc.) type rather than the "color" 
(yellow, orange, red, etc.) series is desired. 

CERE (3 pts) Fine and dark on intense colored birds, lighter on dilute birds. 

BEAK (3 pts) Stout and medium small. Very dark on intense colored birds, horn 
colored on dilute birds. 

WATTLE (3 pts) Small, smooth and white. 

LEGS (3 pts) Short, red, free of feathers. Fairly wide-set with a rear placement. 

FEET (3 pts) Small but strong. Red with dark nails on intense colored birds, 
horn colored on dilutes, white permitted on pied birds. 

COLOR AND PATTERN (3 pts) In this sporting breed less importance is attached to 
this category than to any other. With no preference given to any color or 
pattern, credit should be accorded to the success evident in approaching 
pattern definition and achieving richness of color. Tipplers are permitted 
to any color, pattern or marking. 

STATION (3 pts) Pronouncedly vertical rather than horizonal. Head up and back. 
More is to be expected of cocks in this matter. 

EXPRESSION (3 pts) Smartness, eagerness, but not wildness should be dominant with 
no suggestion of dullness or lack of interest. 

CUTTING - Beauty features, having no great effect upon the working ability of the 
pigeon, may be cut severely without disqualification.

I would like to thank you for the good response to the last Officers' Communication. 

Nine of the eleven listed above replied. 

I will start off with a tally of the results from the ballot from the O.C. 

WINTER SERIES DATES - were picked based upon Richard Kehrer's 
suggestion that they start the first weekend of March. Vote was unanimous to go with 
those dates, with a couple suggesting that we consider matching whatever dates the FTS 
came up with. I have since called David Fuller and discovered that the FTS dates for the 
early flys are. .. 

Jan 25/26, Feb 8/9, Feb 22/23, Mar 8/9, Mar 22/23, Apr 12/13 

Based on that I have made a dictatorial decision. For the 1997 fly season the FTA 
Winter Series dates will be March 8/9, March 22/23 and April 12/13. 

Any age birds may be flown in this series. Being on the same dates as the FTS should 
enhance the probability of FTA entries from southern FTA members who will be flying 
in FTS contests. And due to the brief amount of time between now and the first fly the 
extra week to get the word out will help. Please let anyone that you know of who mav be 
interested in living in Winter Series tlvs that the dates are those noted above. 

The rest of our fly schedule is as was listed in the last O.C. 

SPRING SERIES - Apr 26/27, May 10/11, May 24/25 

SUMMER SERIES - June 7/8, June 21/22, July 5/6 

FALL SERIES - Sept 13/14, Sept 27/28, Oct 11/12, Oct 25,26 (Stock) 

I have learned that these dates coincide with those of the FTS so hopefully now that our 
rebase times are the same we may pick up some more participation. 












SEASON PASS Fly entry rate - $15 ( 1), $20 ( 7 ), $25 ( 2 ) 

The fee for the season fly entry pass will be S20.00 This will give the entrant 
unlimited abilitv to enter FTA competition flys throughout that year. Jerry has designed a 
card that will be sent to those who nave elected to pre-enter for the season. 

YOUNG BIRD FLYS The balloting was quite split on the timing of young bird flys. 

Summer Series - 7 Fall Series - 6 

Some voted for both series, some for doing two YB tlvs in the Summer like now and add 
one more the first Fall fly and there is some support for allowing young birds in any fly 
and keeping the records separate. 

We still have some time to wrap this up before the 1997 youngsters are ready for the air. 

I will attach the comments that were submitted and hopefully we will be able to distill it 
down to a consensus before long. 

Balloting on rule 25 - Our Board results were heavily in favor ( 8 to 2 ) to go with 
the wording that allows the time to continue as long as the kit can be verified as flying no 
matter how far apart. But the comments that Michael Beat sent in brought a whole new 
light to the discrepancy than I had considered previously. The wording in the 
membership ballot did not say that, under rule 25 we were talking about night flying. It 
actually said "split kit in daylight" and gave the options to leave as is or change. If one 
voted to leave it as is they should have voted no on the change. Is Micheal reading too 
much into the ballot? Did I make it unclear? Our last Officers' Communication tells me 
that most of you thought that it was clear that we want to change the split rule and that 
the kits living in the night are to comply with the same rules as those flving in the day 
But I will ask vou all again at the end of this O.C. to make sure we are in sync before the 
new Rules get published. 

Speaking of which - no one has volunteered to retype the Constitution and Fly Rules to 
incorporate the chanses. Unless there is a volunteer soon I will have my secretary do it 
and will have her biil the club for her time. 

Non-FTA banded young birds - Up front registration (.4) Higher llv entry fee (7) 
We will charge a higher entry fee for young bird kits that are not FTA banded. Mow we 
need to decide how much higher entry fee we want to collect. The current fly entry is 
$3.00 per fly. I doubt that c will be able to charge enough to offset lost revenues to 
band sales without going so high that we will loose fly entrants. So it probably ought to 
be only a dollar or two more to fly a non-FTA banded kit per fly.

I will indude information that has been gathered on ribbon prices, available ripes i 
Both Howard and Jerry have gotten some pricing. Since the membership has - .1 . 

give the ribbons in lieu of the cash paid to the winning kits I think that we nei give 
the first place kits something more than a plain ribbon. Howard says that the rosettes run 
about $2.00 each. I do not think that this is out of line when you consider that we were 
sending out checks of S8-16.00 for each winning kit. Many of these were re-donated to 
the club. The winning kit deserves something more than a 25 cent ribbon I also think 
that the ribbons ought to have the FTA Tippler logo. Make them something that a 
member would be proud to have and display. Jerry, maybe you and Howard can get 
together and develop something that would work. Try to keep in mind the amount of 
income we get from fly entries, costs of diplomas. Central Timer postage, etc. and 
determine a budget that we can afford to spend. Remember that we basically can use 
whatever we were spending in fly winnings money and be even with what we have been 
doing. If we come in at less then we may actually start making some money from the flys 
and be able to invest it in other things - dressier Bulletins, special mailings, other awards, 
etc. 

Pigeon Debut ad — Last year I placed the FTA ad at my expense. Do we want to 
continue it? The Pigeon Debut is the only general pigeon press that is still going. It 
needs the support of the various clubs and subscribers to be able to stay in business. The 
ad gets us much needed exposure for the FTA and hopefully has generated some new 
members. At worst it has gotten our name out there to anyone who has looked in the 
Tippler section of the Debut's classified ads. Hopefully they will fix seme of the typos 
that have been run lately "romoting endurance Flying Tipplers through lying 
competitions..." Somehow I don't think that such looks good in the same paragraph as 
"informative Bulletins" and "awards in Official and Honor Systems". Assuming an 
affirmative vote from the Board I will ask Jerry to renew the ad. 

On a personal note I made it out to the NPA Grand National show in Lancaster, PA. 

There were about 6300 birds shown in about 150 breeds by 500 or so exhibitors. The 
ATU sponsored the Flying Tippler competition and had about 90 birds. 1 think. I did not 
catch all the judging, and do not recall who won. Hope that Joe or Ed will do something 
for the Bulletin summarizing the show. There were plenty of nice looking birds in a 
variety of colors. I had a great time after getting through the hassle of getting birds and 
myself there. Northwest would not allow me to take the birds on as excess luggage as I 
have done so numerous times in the past and then on me way out they canceiled my flight 
from Detroit to Harrisburg making me a few hours later than wanted. And sending the 
birds out by mail took a day longer than expected, but the Fantail and Indian Fantail clubs 
adjusted their class orders to accommodate me, did not show any Flying Tipplers.

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Some aspects of air pollution.

Several years ago in Sheffield, a certain man was hired to take local club racing 
pigeons for evening or ate afternoon 'raining releases. On two particular occasions, 
tnese trainees refusea to fly from the area and ttmpiy came down close to the van that 
had been used to taxe several baskets of trainees to the release location, just 60 miies 
from Sheffield. 

in ail cases, t ,-cok some time to get the pigeons into the nr and awav towards 
nome. in the Sherfieia cases, :t vas discovered that a lioie in the exhaust ivstem vas 
causing fumes to get into tile old t an. The pigeons therefore had been suoiected to 
carbon monoxide poisoning. Some of the trainees die not arrive home at ail. others 
arrived on the next day with no ill effects. 

When I was asked for my opinion on the race point problem. 1 gave a parallel 
conclusion that somehow these pigeons had been subjected to carbon monoxide an 
route or wmie awaiting liberation at the race point. A traffic hoia up oerhaps? Did the 
driver leave the engine running while awaiting liberation count down? The 
atmosphere on that day was ery snil anc humid. 

i was never informed whether or not mv explanation vas accepted. I am not too 
surprised because : ao get a lot of these stonev silences after verv keen and 
enthusiastic original cnuuiries. 

On the same subject 1 wouid like to bring attention to the upper air pollution. Such 
pollution from Britain aas caused acid rain which aas killed risri :n Scandinavian 
lakes, and therefore I suggest that such pollution must be severe. 

In certain atmospheric conditions large belts of these gasses are trapped in the upper 
air. [ submit that tipplers and other high flying pigeons couid be affected. Birds are 
very highly susceptible and couid become distressed and lost. With millions of cars 
on our roads what can we expect?

As everyone knows, Mr. Shannon is 
the World Record Holder for flying Tipplers with a time of 22:05. 

COMMENT 

Another season looms with all our expectations in prospect. 

We had hoped to open 1997 with a "special" newsletter with 
pictures etc., unfortunately the eternal problem of a lack of contributors 
makes this a non-starter. We felt the few articles we have, would be 
better held until we can produce something that lives up to a special. 

The very cold spells since the beginning of the year did not stop 
many fanciers putting birds together. I myself find, that providing a bitter 
east wind isn't blowing, birds are keen to go ^est. This year I paired on 
I st Feb uary, with luck this can give a choice of 2 rounds of youngsters 
approximately 14 to 18 weeks respectively, for the first national fly on 6th 
Juiy v 'til iosses, faults, etc. not to mention the high predatory rate in 
some ai • \ 20 plus young birds can soon be whittled down to half a 
dozen that can be relied on to give their best. 

The breeding loft is, I feel the place where success is either gained 
or lost. Those of us who have preconceived ideas of what our birds 
should look like regarding colour etc. and forget the other seen and 
unseen ; (tributes that are necessary, can go down blind alleys and end up 
with not always the best birds, either for future breeding or the best Hying 
specimens. 

1 here is of course no substitute for perfect health and vitality, su a 
this must lie the base prerequisite. Those of us who have produced birds 
that have given us everything we desire know what lias to be maintained 
or even improved upon I think a fault of those, new and not so new, 
breeding pigeons or anything else for that matter, is that they continue to 
attempt 'o breed what they "think" the previous owner would have bred, 
particularly if he is, or has been a very successful fancier. We still hear of 
those who say they are breeding Mr. so and so's birds, even though the 
men credited with forming the breed has not bred tipplers for 20 years, or 
died many years previously. The best we can say is the type of bird we 
are breeding. The problem here being, if a bird is produced that looks 
true to type of a past successful fancier other things go out the window 
and the bird may or may not be a key to their success. After even one 
generation of breeding we can't really say, other than the results, that 
success i i ours alone, because the previous owner may never have mated 
birds tog :ther that we do It's much better to select the best bird or birds 
we have produced until we get a standard for the future. If we don't see 
some potential in the first or second generation, then maybe another 
intelligent opinion will help. Remember success does not come without 
some effort. Give and get the best from your birds.

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Histoplasmosis 

Histoplasmosis is a disease caused by 
the t'ungus Histopiasma consulate. The 
plant-like t'ungus gives off microscopic 
spores—its counterpart of seeds—that 
are light enough to float in the air. 

Once inhaled, these spores take root in 
the lungs, growing and multiplying 
rapidly and causing symptoms that 
range from mild to life threatening, 
depending on the number ot spores 
innaled and the persons general health. 
In rare cases, months or even years 
after the original infection, the disease 
meets the eyes, producing ocular 
listoplasmosis syndrome. 

Histooiasmosis spores are most Irc- 
ouentlv round in the droppings irom 
bats, chickens, and pigeons and other 
birds. They iburish in the warm, 
moist, dark places where these drop¬ 
pings accumulate: bams, pigeon roosts, 
chicken houses, bellnes. caves, ana me

whereas the remaining two-thirds tend 
to worsen gradual Iv. 

Disseminated histopiasmosis occurs 
when a iarge number ot spores have 
sDread bevona the lungs, settling m 


undergrowth oi city paries where star¬ 
lings are abundant. 

Four types oi histoplasmosis exist: 
Mild histopiasmosis nas svmDtoms 
similar to those of a benign case oi the 
flu—fatigue, a slight lever, and occa¬ 
sional coughing. Many intected peede 
don't even notice tnem. This is the least 
serious of the tour forms ot histoplas¬ 
mosis. and it commonlv disappears 
liter a few days without the need lor 
anv treatment. ' 

Acute pulmonary histopiasmosis pro¬ 
duces laoorea breathing, recurring 
fever and chills, and persistent cough¬ 
ing. It is confined to the lungs and is 
usuailv self-limiting. Even without

various organs, including the aver. 
iDieen. gastrointestinal tract, bone 
: marrow, iymph nodes, eyes, and in 
' rare cases, the brain. This ;orm usuailv 
; affects onfv people with immune svs- 
. terns weakened by immunosuppressive 
: drugs, or by AIDS, cancer, or some 
other disease. Without treatment. 10 
to 30 percent of patients with dissemi¬ 
nated histopiasmosis die within A to 
10 months of contracting the disease. 
Diagnostic Studies and Procedures 
The goal of diagnostic procedures is to 
1 differentiate histooiasmosis from other 
:j diseases. In addition to chest X-rays, 
j studies may include skin and blood 
I tests. Laboratory examinations of spu- 
. turn. unne. bone marrow, and a liver 
j biopsy may also be ordered. 

Medical Treatments 
Depending on the extent of the infec¬ 
tion. the medication of choice is either 
of two antifungal agents: keiocona- 
i zole (Nizoral), which is given by 
\ mouth, or amphotericin B 
I (Fungizone), which is adminis- 

r tered intravenously. If the infec¬ 

tion has reached the central 
nervous system, as might 
\ happen in people who 
have AIDS, amphoteri¬ 
cin B is injected into 
the spinal column. 

While the adverse 
side effects of ceto- 
conazole—rr.usea, 
diarrhea, abdominal 




pair., and itching—are minor when 
compared with those of amphoteri¬ 
cin B—weight loss, anemia, fever, and 
kidney disorders—both of these drugs 
must be monitored closely because of 
their potential to produce liver toxicity. 

Antifungal medications are not effec¬ 
tive for treating the histoplasmosis syn¬ 
drome that affects the eyes. In these 
instances, treatment consists of a 
combination of corticosteroids, laser 
surgery, and radiation therapy, all 
directed to the retina. 

In cases of extensive lung damage, 
the affected portions of the lung may 
be surgically removed. 

Alternative Therapies 
The chief roie of alternative therapies in 
treating these diseases is the strengtn- 
emng of the immune system to heip 
fight the infection. 

Herbal Medicine. Herbalists recom¬ 
mend echinacea ipuroie conedower.' 
tea. black wainut extract, or pau o'arco. 
available as capsules, extract, and tea. 
Sutntion Therapy. A nutritionist may 
recommend a diet nen m vitamin A 
and beta carotene to ooost immunity; 
vitamin C, which is said to increase 
levels of interferon, a group of proteins 
that fight infections: vitamin B, vpyn- 
doxme). to maintain a proper ievei 
of antibody production: and rare sup¬ 
plements. which are also tnougnt to 
strengthen the immune system. 

Seif-Treatment 

Vliider forms of histopiasmosis are 
treated with bed rest, extra Quids, 
abstaining from smoking, and avoid¬ 
ance of second-hand smoxe. 

To reduce the possibility of infection, 
city dwellers should avoid pigeon and 
starling roosts. Rural residents have a 
more difficult prooiem because they are 
likely to be surrounded by the airborne 
spores. The American Lung .Association 
recommends taking the following pre¬ 
ventive measures: 

► Keep farm buildings, especially 
chicken houses, as clean and dry as 
possible. Before sweeping them out. 
wet down the floor to reduce dust. 
►Wear a facial mask to keep from in¬ 
haling spores in areas where there are 
bat or bird dropping*. 

►Keep sterm cellars dean and dry. 
Other Causes of Long Symptoms 
Mild forms of the disease are often 
attributed to a cold or flu. Various 
other fungal infections can also be 
confused with histoplasmosis.

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OFFICIAL CONSTITUTION 
OF THE 

FLYING TIPPLER ASSOCIATION OF AMERICA 


ARTICLE I 

Name 

Section 1. Tins association shall be known as the "Flying Tippler Association rf Amenca ” Wlierever 
used in these documents the acronym "FTA” or the single word "Association, when capitalized, shall 
stand for the full name of the organization. 

Section 2. The subordinate units of this Association shall be known as "Local Clubs.' 

ARTICLE n 

Purposes 

Section 1. The pnmarv purposes of this Association shall be as follows: :o provide a centralized 
organization for the flying tippler fancier and Local Clubs: to promote and regulate the sport in 
Association competition: to encourage by promotion of competitions, eslubcons and by the general 
management and control of the tippler fancy shall thereby further the interest * all fanciers in Hying 
tippler pigeon. 

ARTICLE ID 

Membership 

Section 1. Any person regardless of race, color, sex, creed or national agin, shall be eligible tor active 
membership in this Association. 

Section 2. Any misconduct on the part of a member, or chare of dishonorable dealing, shall be 
investigated and if found guilty, he or she will be expelled from the iociation. 

Section 3. (a) Any person less than eighteen years of age will be .stgnated as a junior member with no 

rights to vote. „ 

,b) A junior member at any age may compete in otf ai competition if the member can secure 

Qualified Timer as defined in Article V, Sec. 

(c) A junior member who has reached the age of may act as a Timer for another junior 
member or a senior member in Official Flyi- ompetutons. tf the member can fulfill the 
requirements for Timer. Article V. Sec. 1. 

Section 4. Ail senior members shall have the right to te and hold office, provtded the requ.rcments of 
Section 1 of Article VI are satisfied with respect n *gibility for election or appointment to national 

office. 

Section 5. Local Club Membership - The A: tation rill accept a Local Club membership after 
receiving a petition signed bv three FTA mcmb of that Local club. Upon acceptance, the Local Club 
shall be subject to the Constitution. Fly Rule policies as set down by the Association its long as the 

Local Club remains active. Activity requn least an annual meeting ol the Local Club, and hat at 
least three Association members be among acal club membership. Should the Local C ub not have a 
representative on the Association Execm Board by way of the Association's bi-annual election said 
Local Club may select one of its Association members to be designated as the Local Club representative to 
the FTA. 
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Section 6. The Association shall award no more than one designation or appointment as Life Member in 
any two calendar years. This award will be made at the time of our bi-annual election. To be eligible the 
nominated member must have been a member in good standing for a minimum of ten (10) consecutive 
yer.»s. 


ARTICLE IV 
Dues 

Section 1. Annual dues for senior and junior members to be set by the Executive Board and reviewed as 
needed for the financial stability of the Association. 

Section 2. The membership will be effective for the January 1, through December 31, calendar year. 
Dues are received by Treasurer. The Secretary or Treasurer will notify each member in advance for 
renewal before the expiration date. 


ARTICLE V 
Flying Systems 

Section I. Official System. A FTA member may fly under the Official system by securing a Timer or 
Judge. It will no longer be necessary for a flyer to have a Local Club in the area. It is only necessary that 
the Timer or Judge be known as a Tippler Fancier, and a member of the FTA in good standing but not 
related to the flyer by blood or mamage or his or her loft partner. Non FTA members are permitted to be 
Timers in the Association’s Official System contests if reviewed and accepted by a recognized Tippler 
organization as a Timer and notification of such acceptance is forwarded to the Association President and 
Central Timer prior to the fly. 

Section 2. Honor System. Any member who cannot secure the services of qualified 'Timer” may 
compete under the Honor System. Times flown in the Honor System shall be kept separate from the 
Official System. Also any record flown under this system may not be iionorcd as club, nationai or world 
record, with the exception of the FTA Honor System record. 

ARTICLE VI 
Officers 

Section 1. Any member of this Association is eligible for election or appointment to National OfTice if 
said member has been a member in good standing of this Association during the one (1) calendar year 
immediately preceding the calendar year in which said member is elected or appointed to national otficc. 

Section 2. Duly elected officers shall assume their duties on the first day of January and the term of 
Offices shall be for two (2) years. 

Section 3. The elected officers of this Association shall be: 

(a) A National President. 

(b) A Secretary. 

(c) A Treasurer. 

(d) Two (2) Vice-Presidents: an Eastern and Western Vice-President without designation of 
rank. 

(c) Board of Directors—Five FTA members elected at large. 

(0 Local Club Rcprcscntative-An FTA member elected by Local Club. 

(g) Publicity Director.

Section 4. Duties of Office. 

(a) National President - It shall be the duty of the National President to preside at all 
Association meetings and to govern the Association and exercise the usual functions of 
the presiding officer, he shall cast the deciding vote in all cases of a tie in Executive 
Board decisions. 

(b) Secretary - It shall be the duty of the Secretary to furnish a receipt to the National 
President for such funds as are turned over to liim by outgoing officers, and execute an 
inventory for such property as he may receive from his predecessor upon entering 
officer. He shall keep copy ot the minutes of all association meeting and conduct all 
correspondence of the Association. He shall edit and publish the FTA Bulletin and 
distribute it to all members. Secretary may receive a salary of 10% of the year end book 
balance plus dues and bands paid. 

(c) Treasurer - It shall be the duty of the Treasurer to furnish a receipt to the National 
President for such funds as are turned over to him by outgoing officers and execute an 
inventory for such property as he may receive from his predecessor upon entering office. 
He shall be custodian of all funds and properties belonging to the Association, pay all 
bills and expenses of same when authorized to do so. He shall order all bands and issue 
seamless bands on January 10 of every year, also throughout the year (unless sold out) 
until November of said year as ordered. There will be a charge set by the Executive 
Board for FTA seamless bands which shall be sold in multiples of twenty-five (25) only. 
HE SHALL SELL BANDS TO FTA MEMBERS ONLY. He shall keep an accurate 
record of all bands sold and to whom the bands are sold. He shall at the end of each 
year (December 31) prepare a financial statement showing income, expenditures, book 
balance, amount of deposit in bank, and any cash assets. He shall be prepared to present 
all receipts and documents relating to such financial statement. He should also take 
inventory of ail FTA belongings. The complete financial and inventory report is to be 
published in the first quarter FTA Bulletin. He shall also submit a report to the Execute 
Board semiannually. Treasurer may receive a salary' of up to 10% of the year end book 
balance pius dues and bands paid. 

The offices of Secretary and Treasurer may be filled by one individual if the need arises. 

(d) Eastern Vice-President — In the absence of the National President, or in the event of 
lus inability to act, the Eastern Vice President will act as the presiding officer at any 
Association meeting or functions east of the Mississippi River. 

Western Vice President -- In the absence of the National President, or in the event of 
his inability to act. the Western Vice-President will act as the presiding officer at any 
Association meeting club functions west of the Mississippi River. 

(c) Board of Directors — There shall be a Board of Directors made up of five (5) elected 
members of the Association who shall assist in all decisions made by the Executive 
Board in regard to Association business ind functions. 

(0 Publicity Director - It shall be the duties of the Publicity Director to publish 
articles of interest in the various pigeon publications to make the Association better 
known to its members and also potential future members. Should the Publicity Director 
not be elected to one of the other offices on the Executive Board, he shall be sent a copy 
of all Executive Board communications to be kept abreast of Association activities. 

(g) Central Timer — It shall be an appointed position: this appointment is done by the 

Executive Board. Said person may be a non-flyer, but a member of the Association in 
good standing and of honest repute. All correspondence concerning Association 
participation in flying competitions shall be the Central Timer's duty. The Central 
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Timer shall keep a record of all entry fees received and forward such lo die Treasurer. 
Central Timer will receive Timer's Report Forms from fly participants and. in a timely 
manner, compile fly results and report such results to the participating flyers after the 
competition of each fly; send ail fees received to the Treasurer, send entrant's Timer’s 
Report Forms and a complete flying report to the Secretary; and furnish a flying report 
to the Publicity Director. 

Section 5. Executive Board. - The Executive Board shall be made up of the following officers: the 
National President. Eastern Vice-President Western Vice-President Secretary. Treasurer. Board of 
Directors. Local Club Representatives. Tire duty of the Executive Board shall be to decide upon all 
Association policies until the next bi-annual Election. 

ARTICLE VH 

Flying Competition 

Flying Competition - The Association shall set dales for 13 cotnpeutions consisting of both a Saturday 
and Sunday. These 13 flying dates shall be broken down into four living senes. 

Weekday Hying - Those who cannot participate in the weekend FTA compeutions may petition the Board 
to be allowed to choose consecutive weekdays during the week prior to the lly weekend. 

Flying Competition: Winter Senes - Any age kits 
Spring Senes - Old bird kits 
Summer Scries - Any age kits 

Fall Senes - Young bird kits only, followed by a Stock Fly made up of eight 
or more any age birds. 

Entry Fees - There shall be a fee for each flying competition set by the Executive Board. 

Awards - There shall be a recognition awarded lo the winner of each Flying Competition who Hvs 
according lo the Flying Rules of the Association, provided such fly has reached six (6) hours or more. 
Diplomas are awarded to all kits which Hv eight (8) or more hours in FTA competition. 

Aggregate time - The FTA Aggregate diplomas are awarded to the flyer with the highest summation of 
lime flown in three of the four senes in each competition year. 

ARTICLE Vin 

Affiliations 

The FTA shall be affiliated with the National Pigeon Association and the American Pigeon Fanciers 
Council. 

ARTICLE IX 

Exhibitions 

The Association shall hold one official meeting open to all members in conjunction vith the NPA Grand 
National Pigeon Show. The National Show shall always be held in conjunction with the Grand National 
Pigeon Show, when said show is held in an area in which as Association member is willing to coordinate 
the FTA meet and meeting. 

ARTICLE X 

Amendments 

Section 1. All amendments to eithe* «‘ie Constitution or Fly Rules must be accepted by a majority vote of 
the Association membership during the time of the bi-annual election or a special election if deemed 
warranted by the Executive Board. 
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Section 2. Procedure. 

(a) Proposed amendment must be submitted in writing to the Association President and 
Secretary. 

(b) During Officers’ Communications, the Executive Board will discuss the merit of the 
proposed amendment and, no sooner than two communications later, they will ballot as 
to whether the proposal merits general membership consideration. 

(c) By majority vote, if the Executive Board decides the proposal warrants membership 
consideration, the proposed amendment will be carried with a brief discussion of its 
ramifications in the FT A bulletin. 

(d) Membership will be allowed until the next bulletin to forward their comments to the 
President and Secretary for publication in the bulletin. 

(e) The proposed amendment will be listed on the next general membership ballot, issued 
no sooner than the bulletin after proposal introduction, and the decision rendered by a 
majority vote of ballots returned. 
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FLYING TIPPLER ASSOCIATION OF AMERICA 
FLYING RULES 

1. Each flyer to fly minimum of three (3) to a maximum of seven (7) Tipplers in FTA competition 
excluding the Stock Fly where a minimum of eight (8) birds are required. Stock kits may be 
flown in any scheduled competition and compete on par with regular sized kits. 

2. The kit longest on wing to win, providing that there are no objections made against them (kit 
and/or flyer) and that the kit flies to the following rules. 

3. The FTA will not designate an official starting tin.e, but will leave this up to the option of the 
Local Club or flyer. However, the Timer must be on hand to check the band numbers of each kit 
bird and to observe the release. 

4. All competing birds must be banded with a reputable aize ‘A’ seamless band showing the year, 
number and organization thereon, i.e., FTA. NT A APC. UPF. or Local Club. 

5. In Young Bird Series, only youngsters band?-:. ' ''gnized Tippler organization (i.e., - FTA, 

FTS. ATU. OTU, etc.) bands are eligible, v o. nay compete in old bird contests. 

6. In any Association competition a flyer found jlyji . etched or tampered bands shall 

be disqualified. 

7. Record Flys 

a. A record may be established either in a scheduled oi in a prearranged fly. The flyer is 
required to have one qualified Timer. If a record is accomplished, it must pass a two 
thirds majority vote of the Executive Board before being accepted as a club record. 

b. In a prearranged fly, the flyer must inform the Central Timer and Secretary of the flyer’s 
intentions a minimum of five (5) days poor to the fly date, and submit the name of the 
Timer and the date of fly. 

c. If a record is broken, a detailed flying report must be turned into the Local Club, and 
copies mailed to the FTA Central Timer and the Secrctarv within 24 hours following the 
fly. 

3. Kit to be liberated no earlier than one hour prior to sunrise as stated in the local newspaper in 
that area, and released no later than ten A.M. on the morning of the fly, and at the termination of 
the fly settled within the Flyer’s boundary, trapped and checked in by the Timer. In checking in. 
Timer must compare the band numbers of each kit bird with those numbers taken at the time of 
release. 

9. Kit still on the wing at 12:00 midnight will be considered still on die same fly day until dropped 
and trapped, or disqualified for infractions of the flying rules. 

10. Time i to be taken when; bird drops from kit without inducement, droppers put out, or dropping 
lights put on. Elapsed flying time determined by die difference bet.veen earliest of these times 
and the time of liberation. 

11. Timer is free to judge from whatever location he considers best to verity that the kit is performing 
in compliance with the competition rules. 

12. When first bird drops without inducement, droppe r s put out or dropping lights turned on, flyer 
lias (1) hour to settle and trap the entire kit or be disqualified. 
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13. Non-Kit Birds 

a. DROPPER RULE - Any breed other than Tippler may be used as a dropper working 
outside of a wire confinement or exposed directly to the flying kit. Tippler may be used 
in a wire confinement but not exposed directly to the flying kit at anytime during 
dropping and trapping period or anytime thereafter until band numbers are checked. 

b. RETURNING BIRD - Should any bird(s) return to flyer’s loft during the flying penod. 
time shall be noted, a description given, band number taken, and matter decided by the 
Executive Board. 

14. Kit must be released within the flyer's boundary. 

15. Flyer’s boundary is 100 feet radius from center of flying loft. 

16. Any bird settling within fiver's boundary at starting time, five (5) minutes irom stalling time 
shall be allowed flyer to get it on the wing again, should lie fail to do so in the time limit, lie shall 
be disqualified. 

17. Birds dropping outside of liver’s boundary, time is to be taken and flyer is to be disqualified. 

IS. Any flyer’s birds raking awav from the sight ot the Timer during the first 2 1/2 hours of the fly. 

shall be allowed the remainder of the first 2 1/2 hours or one hour, whichever longer, for birds to 
reappear m sight. Thereafter kit must be seen at least once an hour until the conclusion of the 
fly. 

19. Should the Timer see just cause for disqualification, the Timer must acquaint the flyer of the 
reason, before leaving. 

20. If a Timer refuses to sign a Timer’s report, the flyer may submit it to the Central Timer with a 
complete report by both the flyer and the Timer and the fly will be taken under consideration by 
the Executive Board if the Central Timer feels it ments their consideration. 

21. The Timer is to have access to any location he is appointed to judge. 

22. Any Flyer insulting or hindering the Timer in the execution of his duUes shall be disqualified. A 

report of the incident tiled with the Executive Board by the Timer involved. 

23. Anyone who is a FTA member, known as a Tippler fancier, not related to the flyer by blood or 
marriage, and not the flyer's partner, may act as a Timer if familiar with the Flying Rules and 
not barred from flying or being a Timer by the FTA or other Tippler organizations. Any pigeon 
fancier, preferably a Tippler Fancier who is approved by the recognized Tippler organization, 
may serve as a Timer for any FTA member. He does not have to be a member of the FTA. His 
Tippler organization acceptance must be sent to the FTA President and Central Timer. 

24 A Timer may be relieved at any time during the day, but he must not leave un’il file relief Timer 
has arrived and been briefed and the band numbers of the kit given to that person. Both Timers 
must sign the Flying Report and stale time that the relief Timer took over. 

25. If the kit is on a split, not able >o all be seen by the Timer at Die same time, the flyer has thirty 
minutes to decide whether he will drop his kit or take a charor on their getting together. If he 
drops them within [he hour limit, lie gets credit for the ume flown up to the time dropper is 
released. If the kit does not drop, flyer is disqualified. Should the flyer opt not to drop the kit 
and they can ail be verified as flying, no matter how far apart they may be. time is allowed to 
continue until termination of the fly. 
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26. Should flyer decide to drop the kit, he should inform the Timer of his intentions to do so. and 
method of the drop. If eligible to drop kit, time is to be taken when method of drop is acted upon. 

27. No gadgets or whistles are to be attached to birds in competition. 

28. No one is allowed near the flying loft while the kit is flying, except with the permission of the 
Timer. 

29. No flyer is to alter the appearance of the loft in any way within the seven (7) day period prior to 
the competition date. 

30. Any nuisance belonging to the premises must not be allowed in the area during the competition. 

31. The flying report must contain the following information - Date, name and address of flv^r. age 
and sex of kit birds, starting and finishing times, number of birds in kit. band numbers of kit 
birds, time flown, summary of weather conditions and general remarks. Report must be complete 
and accurate, containing all the required information. 

32. A copy of the flying report should be submitted to the Local Club, and the Timer’s report to the 
FTA Central Timer. Submit in person or by mail within 24 hours after the fly. 

33 Any circamstances arising that are not governed by the foregoing rules, the Executive 3oard 
shall have lull power to act thereon, and their decisions in all matters will be final. 

34. Band numbers of kit birds to be noted on flying report by the Timer before releasing the kit. 

35. Upon being dropped and trapped, band numbers to be compared with aforementioned 'ist. If not 
identical, flyer disqualified. 

36. DRIVING BIRDS - Any person frightening birds or causing them to be frightened or chased, 
either directly or indirectly, the Timer shall satisfy himself that the flyer did not personally 
frighten his kit. or induce outsiders to do so. Otherwise, tune shall be noted on flying report, and 
a complete report of die incident shall be submitted to the Central Timer. The Timer however, 
continues to time until the kit drops. Both times to be shown on flying report. Executive Board 
to rule on the matter and decide whether the kit is to be disqualified at the time of the incident or 
fly credited to the time of normal termination. 

37 Lights may be used prior to release, to handle of kit. to verify band numbers, etc., but all artificial 
lighting in loft must be extinguished before the kit is released. 

38. The use of artificial lighting when dropping the kit after dark will be permitted under the 
following rules: 

a. Arty competitor’s kit flying until dark (dark will be considered that period of time 
falling ten (10) minutes after official local weather bureau designated time for sunset) 
may continue to fly in competition as long as they can be seen at least once each hour. 

b. Birds are termed as still being a kit if they can all be seen in the dark at the same time, 
regardless of how far apart they are flying. No artificial lighting may be used for this 
task. Kit must be seen • ncc each hour during dark flying. 

c. If the kit is seen to be split up after dark refer 'o rule #25. 

d. When flyer wishes to drop kit, he must inform the Timer that he is going to turn on 
dropping lights and the Timer will take time. 
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38. (Continued) 


The flyer will have one (1) hour from the time lights are turned on to drop and trap kit. 
Flyer may catch any bird actually roosting within the boundary. If not done in time 
limit, flyer will be disqualified. 

If the whole kit is seen together after the lights have been put on. time is to be taken 
when lights were first hown. even though birds have not been seen within the hour 
allowed. 
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As I write this, early February, the weather is mild and I have thoughts of pairing up the 
Tipplers for the 1998 breeding season. Actually, here in Minnesota we have had very little 
of "real" winter, at least by Minnesota standards. Could probably have put the birds together 
weeks ago. Actually have had the rare colored Homers together all through the winter and 
have a few youngsters to show for it. 

Hope that all members have had their birds come through the winter well and that you are off 
to a good start to the 1998 breeding season. If you kept a few extra birds over hope that they 
settle well and you are able to make a decent old bird kit for the upcoming fly season. If 
you are able to get them ready early, remember we have a Winter Series that you can 
compete in starting in March. Any age birds can be flown in the Winter Series. The old bird 
flys start in the Spring Series, the end of April. But remember that we allow young birds to 
compete against old birds now in Id bird competitions. So if you do not have old birds and 
are fortunate enough to have early youngsters you are welcome to put them up and see how 
they fare against the other kits. We would much rather you fly young birds in an old bird 
competition than not fly at all. The Summer Series is for any aged birds. And now the Fall 
series is reserved for young birds only, until the Stock Fly the end of October, in which any 
age birds are allowed. If you have any questions on how to get involved get in touch with the 
Central Timer, Jerry O'Rourke. 

Jerry and I are in the process of going over the Top Twenty times and will be publishing 
them in the future. We plan to have records for each fly - Spring L Spring H, etc. and then 
overall top twenty for both old bird and young bird kits in both Official System and Honor 
System. Now that large kits can be flown in any competition we will start a top twenty for 
Stock Kits too in addition to those for the Fall IV fly. 

Lynn and I when out to San Bernardino, CA for the XPA Grand National show in early 
January. Had a great time. When I talked of going back in August Lynn said something 

like."California.January.I'm coming too" thinking dial it would be a way to escape 

some Minnesota wmter. Well as mentioned above we had not had any to speak of by then, 
but we returned to fresh snow, after snow, after snow. Got two feet of it in week and a half, 
never more than 5 - 6" at a lime. But still no real cold. The show had just under 9000 
pigeons. 1 entered Fantails and Indian Fantails, There were about 25 Flying Tipplers shown 
by six exhibitors, ail from California. Eddie Peveriil of Clovis, Norman Reynolds - West 
Covina, Madgid Harirchi - Chino, Bob Nolan - Dana Point, Charles Brunk - Perris and 
Daniel Calvert - Crestline. Had the opportunity to meet both Charles and Madgid. They and 
Eddie had birds entered that looked to be nice flying pigeons. The others were more show 
type birds. Sorry do not know how the judging went. Micheal Beat was there too, spent 
some pleasant time visiting with him. 

Time to remember your FTA dues renewal. If you haven't done so already send 
them in to Jerry, ASAP. This might be your last Bulletin if you do not renew. There are 
plenty of FTA bands available too. Again contact Jerry. There club treasury is not flush with 
money, but in good enough shape that we, by popular demand, are bringing back the colored 
cover page. Joe did a great job of putting it together a year or so ago. Really dresses up the 
Bulletin. Tell a friend about the FTA. Invite them to join.

Tim 
Kvidera has some old records and he will endeavor to help me out on the years 
before 1991. I will now have to list in each Series the ages of the birds 
flown, and while I am at it, I will list the sex of the birds. 

For example, in the Fall I,II and III Series (YBs only) the new record times 
will be listed in what was once a Series for oBs only. Through attrition, 
the YB records will eventually wipe out the OB records , however, the OB 
records in the Top 20 Overall will not be changed unless beaten by an OB 
record fly. This is also true for YB records. The Any Age bird records 
do create a problem and I will need some help from Tim on these in order 
to list them in the right age category. I hope I have not confused you 
on this ( I am confused myself), however, when the records are complete I 
will have them published in the Bulletin and the picture should be clearer.

FROM FAR AWAY INDIA 

I have received a letter from a Mr. C. Murugesh of the Madras Tippler 
XTumbler Pigeon Fancier's Association, Tamilmadu, South India. He stated 
that he saw our ad in the FTA Bulletin (he must mean the Pigeon Debut), 
and he wanted to know all about the FTA. 

Mr. Murugesh is the Sectetary of the Madras Tippler Club and he said that 
in their competitions, only a single bird is flown "in very, very, highest 
hot summer session, minimum 105 ‘.o above 110 Degrees and continues for 5 
days daily 8AM to 2PM or 4PM. His Tippler best flying times was 1st day 
at 8:30, 2nd day at 8:45, 3rd day at 9:00, 4th day at 7:45 and 5th day at 
9:30 and he won the competition." (I do not know if he means he flew one 
bird for 5 straight days in that hot temperature, or a different bird each 
day. I doubt if one bird could handle that flying never mind the heat.) 

I sent Mr. Murugesh some material about the FTA including some of 
our flying times. He sent me the pictures below. I assume he is the 
gentleman receiving the award and those are his trophies. (He did not mark 
them for me. Our reputation is getting world wide as is the love for 
Tipplers.)

From our English Correspondent

To the novice: If he accepts speci¬ 
mens of a good flying strain, from a success¬ 
ful Tippler fancier and he follows instructions 
strictly to the letter, then such a novice will 
get good results in all but geographically 
hopeless places. 

Basically and in theory, a kit of 3 to 5 
is selected and trained. The theory being that 
such pigeons will fly until "droppers" are 
fluttered on the loft top. Then ideally, the kit 
is supposed to realize that permission to drop 
is given and drop with little delay. Also 
ideally, is the kit that is too well trained or 
too nervous to drop without the appearance of 
the droppers (usually a few white or 1/2 
white pigeons specially kept for that job). In 
extremes, the kit can be flown into darkness 
before some form of loft top lights combined 
with droppers gives clearance for the kit to 
drop. It seems that the fluttering action of 
droppers is what entices the kit to drop. 

These ideals, however, have failures. 1) 
Sometimes the kit will not respond to drop¬ 
pers due to being too nervous, too full of en¬ 
ergy, too stupid or not correctly trained. 

-rv. —"...-liiing method is to produce 
about ten young Tipplers and from the age of 
three weeks old start to put them out on the 
loft top for initial loft training. Before they 
are able to fly, such young ones are trained to 
be familiar with the loft surroundings and are 
in fact basically iort trained. At the same 
time such youngsters are also trained to be at 
ease in the company of a few "droppers." 
Droppers usually being white or mostly white 
pigeons that are of limited flying ability. 

The best droppers will fly a few laps 
around the loft area and then drop with confi¬ 
dence on the loft top and nowhere else but the 
loft top. Such droppers will tolerate being 
"buzzed” from the loft top to fly their few 
laps time aid time again, but they will only 


drop on the loft. Such droppers are of great 
importance. Such droppers were used by the 
stray pigeon catchers during the 1930's. It is 
a definite fact that a very tired, hungry, 
thirsty, lost and/or very nervous pigeon will 
respond to any group of pigeons that displays 
confidence in the way that they circle and 
drop to any given area. 

The operating of a few droppers is a 
work of an. They must be of correct temper¬ 
ament and hungry enough to want to scram¬ 
ble for a few grains of seed. Therefore the 
gregarious nature of all young pigeons is ex¬ 
ploited. In the initial stages of flying, the 
young Tipplers can be held in check by such 
droppers. Therefore, between the age of 3 
and 7 weeks old the aim is to loft train the 
young Tipplers and prevent them from flying 
by the intense use of these very valuable 
droppers. 

The last thing I ever wanted to see, 
was my own young Tipplers up to 1,000 feet 
plus and minin g out of signt of my loft at 7 
weeks old or less. In fact my own statistics 
indicate that up to 13 weeks old, pigeons are 
extremely vulnerable and most likely to get 
themselves lost. During this crucial period, 
dropper trained Tipplers are at a severe dis¬ 
advantage for the very simple reason that 
they will respond to any flutterin g pigeons if 
they become the least bit disorientated, tired 
or generally upset. The numcier of very weil 
beard Tipplers lost between 7 and 13 weeks 
old is unbelievable. 

During 1955 to 1960,1 used the fol¬ 
lowing system. I trained several old hen 
Tipplers to fly every day. This obviously cut 
their time and excessive range right down. 
These hens would do a couple of hours, never 
ranging too far and always they were allowed 
to drop with confidence when ever they were 
readv

Now these hens were my schoolteach¬ 
ers. At 7 weeks old, I would encourage my 
young Tipplers to join up with these hens, 
just for a few minutes before the hens looked 
like dropping. Gradually, I would increase 
the time and finally would put out all of the 
schoolteachers hens, plus all of my young 
Tipplers to fly as a kit. I knew that the time 
and range and height would not be too ex¬ 
cessive. Of course. I'd put up the droppers as 
a mere formality, just as the hens and young 
were "looking," ready to drop. This I would 
do until the young ones were 13 weeks old, 
then I'd fly the young ones without then' 
teachers. My losses were very few indeed. 
Subsequent flying results were excellent. 

High flying, range and style were not affected 
by this initial control. 

In passing, I will also mention that I 
could fly "something" all the year round, if 
only for my own pleasure. These 
schoolteachers or my adult Tipplers that were 
not intended for the marathon selective long 
time attempts could be flown for pleasure all 
the year round. 

1 did learn that strict dropper training 
will cause trouble with regular flying. The 
reason for this is that dropper training also 
creates a fear of dropping to the loft top un¬ 
less droppers are present. After a while, such 
regularly flown Tipplers always drop else¬ 
where, mostly out of sight of their loft. That 
is why regulars, MUST ALWAYS be al¬ 
lowed to drop whenever they wish to drop. 

Td even encourage them to drop, no matter 
how little time they flew. In conducive 
weather such Tipplers would always give a 
couple of hours of excellent high flying. In 
these cases I did not want more.

important postscript 

My young Tipplers were placed in the 
same loft as my schoolteachers as soon as 
they look able to pick up their feed sffii 
cientlv . From 3 weeks of age, my youngsters 
were trained to be very familiar with the 
hens. The youngsters had watched the hens 
during exercise, they had seen the hens drop, 
they had scrambled into the loft along with 
the hens, they had fed and perched up alone 
side the hens. The loft was a 5 foot cubf ,vl 
about 20 inverted Vee perches. When ie 
youngsters were 13 weeks old the 
schoolteachers were lofted separately ah tl 
youngsters were then flown as a young h 
a conventional manner and trained strictly - 
the droppers and into the late dusk of 
evening. I never gave them longer than 7 
hours flying (the final 7 hours o f davlieht per 
fly) . Then on the selected marathon fly day, I 
would throw them up at dawn. On this sys¬ 
tem, I had very few culls, hardly any losses 
and highly satisfactory times, plus good style.

The 150 Solution 

by JOHN HANSON, Minneapolis, Minn. 

Reading over my April 1992 API. I came 
across an article by Anne Ellis. East Moline. 

HL I found this article very refreshing and 
interesting, at it applies to all pigeon breed¬ 
ers. These are the kind of articles I buy the 
APJ for. to read about the different problems 
md solutions other breeders have and how 
they solve them. 

I thought that it was quite ingenious the 
way Anne Ellis solved this problem with a 
loaf pan. We need more articles written by 
the female fanciers, as they may see things in 
a different light. 

Some years ago, I the same problem 
that Anne Ellis had, splay-legged (Fig. #1) 
youngsters. 1 would get one or two a year. It 
always seemed to come out of my best pair or 
a young one that I really wanted to raise. Left 
unattended the baby would grow into an 
adult that would be deformed and could 
never breed. 

What we use to do was to double band 
them. Then connect the two bands with a 
rubber binder (Fig.«)- This would keep the 
legs in place while the baby is growing. At 
the same time it will allow the youngsters 
legs to move and get stronger as it grows. 

When the bird gets old enough to leave the 
nest, just cut the rubber binder (Fig. #3). If 
t— w you can put the rubber band back on 
again. After a few days if all is well cut off 
me of tl> *nds. What I use is one band of 
the current year and one of a previous year. 

I put the band of the previous year on the 
splay-leg. That way I can see how it has 
healed. Only be sure to cut off the band from 
the previous year, not the one from the cur¬ 
rent year.

My life is too complicated at present to fly my birds in FTA flys—even 
under the honor system. But I do fly them regularly and enjoy having them 
as much as I ever did. 


My two best birds are two males hatched in 1985 (now thirteen years old) 
that I got from Stanley Ogozalek. All of my birds are related to those two 
males, both of which are still fertile and have fathered some very nice 
young birds this season. One especially attractive young bird is pure white 
with a black tail. In all my years of raising Tipplers, I have never hatched a 
bird of that color. Very attractive. It's father is one of those 1985 males (a 
blue bar), mated to one of his great great granddaughters (a dark grizzle).

Do you want me to tell you what this was all about. . ? 

Well, this is the way it was - Maurice had lifted his elder broth¬ 
er's best jacket and waistcoat and had pawned them at the estab¬ 
lishment of Mr Henry Fieldsend. pawnbroker, jeweller and clock 
dealer, of Stanmforth Road. Sheffield, for the princely sum of half- 
a-crown - a half-crown being one eighth of a pound, or in present- 
day coinage, 12'A pence. The money was required urgently for 
the purchase of one pair of grey Mac Tipplers, from the Sheaf 
market, also in Sheffield. 

All would have been well, but Maurice had lost the pawn ticket 
and the clerk would not !et Maurice redeem the jacket and waist¬ 
coat without the ticket. So, of course, the brother had to be told. 
Saia th; clerk: The items have to be kept under bond for a year 
and a aay that is the law, and then you may buy such items, at 
whatever price Mr Fieldsend decides to charge.’ 

To add to the delight of all the neighbours, both of the Tipplers 
escaped. A frantic etfort was made to get the two Tipplers to re¬ 
turn and several droppers were launched. At one stage the two 
Macs came down, almost to the loft top, but became nervous and 
soared away, one of them towards Wincobank and the other to¬ 
wards Brightside. 

The brother was heard ;o say, There goes my best jacket' and 
There goes my waistcoat!' 

The tale went round the district, of course. Another Maurice 
Burke episode. Those were the days. 

However, it didn't turn out so bad. I forget whether the ticket 
was found or whether Mr Fieldsend decided to be lenient, but the 
jacket and waistcoat were redeemed very soon. That was 1935. 

The pawnbroker's shop sustained a direct hit from a bomb in 
the 1940 blitz - but Maurice Burke was not to blame for that. 


I have received a very impressive report, written by a gentleman of 
Middle Eastern origin, but now living in England. He claims a special¬ 
ised dedication on the subject of precise and correct rolling action that 
is found in certain specimens of Roller pigeon issue. Such specimens 
that are capable of prolonged and perfectly executed bouts of uninter¬ 
rupted roll series, at inconceivable rate, are extremely rare. It is also on 
recent record that such specimens, usually end up killing themselves. 

However, this report states that a Roller pigeon that is performing 
well, but inclined to one side, can be corrected by clipping the wing 
feathers on the high side to restore the aerodynamical balance. There 
is mention of certain drugs that can be used to intensify the roll or to 
prevent any kind of performing. 

I have written in answer ana expressed my doubts. It is obvious that 
the initial burst of energy that oropels the pigeon into a somersauit, or 
series of somersaults, must be correctly and equally balanced and ap¬ 
plied. If there is a lack of boost, on one wing or in the peripheral neuro¬ 
muscular spasms on one side, the result will be a tilted spin. These two 
aspects have to be perfectly balanced in order to produce a perfect 
spin. 

If we were simply dealing with some device that rotates due tc its 
free fall, as many objects do, such as wing nuts, leaves and scraps of 
paper, then there would be ways to alter the spin. Let us suppose that a 
Roller pigeon just gets one initial boost and then depends on its mo¬ 
mentum and air flow dunng the fall, to maintain the spin. I suggest that 
unless the initial boost is evenly applied, then the spin will not be cor¬ 
rected during the few seconds of free fall. Certain winds will cause a 
correct roll to become lopsided. 

What a clipped wing will do is to cause an imbalanced flight and the 
pigeon will alter the beat and presentation of the wing, in order to cor¬ 
rect its 'flight 1 not its 'roll'. Therefore I have rejected this report and I 
have objected to the use of drugs. My answer has met with complete 
silence, as expected. 


It is a matter for senous conjecture whether or not high flying is con¬ 
ducive to long times being flown. Another aspect is that if the contesting 
kit of Tipplers are flying excessively high they may very well get them¬ 
selves disqualified For example, a kit of three belonging to the well- 
known Jack Heaton of Sheffield, was flying extremely high and ranging 
away for long periods. During the day the referee failed to see them for 
more than one hour, therefore he disqualified the kit. 

However, three minutes’ later the kit was seen at great height; they 
could not possibly have been down, but the referee's decision and the 
rule had to remain in force. A lower flying kit, lacking the high flying 
actually beat the high-flying conspecifics 

Yet the gentry around Sheffield kept the true Macs, just for pleasure 
Two Sheffield doctors and a dentist were involved. I also knew of a 
wealthy undertaker who was a respected Mac-man. Being an under¬ 
taker earned him the distinguished status - as the last man who would 
‘let you down'. 

Right up until the mid-1960s there were men in Sheffield, and else¬ 
where, who preferred to fly the true Macs. One very famous man was 
Mr Guise of London, who created a strain of these Macs. Two Sheffield 
men kept them - Percy Fox and Percy Lee, who lived in the Graves 
Park district. 

Percy Fox developed a strain of self whites that were, at best, an 
absolute dream for style. Percy Lee had the Guise strain said by Ken 
Brown, of Tippler fame, to be the very best of the Mac type. The late 
Percy Lee, sort of went to seed after his wife died in 1960 

At that time I bought several specimens from Percy Lee and sent, 
later, quite a few to the late Tom Lewis of Dinas Powis, South Wales. He 
in turn passed some to Tom Beechinor, also of South Wales. Some 
were exported to the USA many years ago 

Who was it that said 'It's a small world 1 ? 

Due to my writing, and my latest book. I contacted Mr John Kleis of 
Richfield Springs. New York, USA. John is devoted to the Macs. The 
photo indicates specimens that are identical to what I had and that I 
sent to South Wales. 

John Kleis is even older than I am. After the loss of his wife, his Macs 
ha'-e had to become his main brace. I have never known a man who 
keeps pigeons more respectably. If I have given John support, encour¬ 
agement and understanding, then my time has not be wasted. John flys 
on the honor system' and referees his own birds. He also shows se¬ 
lected specimens and is doing extremely well; his photr< indicate a 
really nice issue of Mac Tipplers. 

There is a chain between Macclesfield and New York and, perhaps. 

I have been just one of the links. 

Macclesfield, in the heart of the Pennine Peak Distnct, famous not 
only for Mac Tipplers but for silk, in years gone by. The infamous Al 
Capone and many of his notorious adversaries a id supporters used to 
wear their traditional silk scarves - imported specially from Macclesfield 
Now the silk industry has gone from Macclesfield, and so have the Tip¬ 
plers. 

John Kleis has a reminder, and I used to have a long white Mac 
scarf. It has vanished, no one knows where to, along with a million 
dreams. 


The Mac Tippler in the USA 

Macclesfield, being only twenty-five miles from Sheffield, made it easy 
for Tippler fanciers who lived in these areas of dedicated Flying Tippler 
interest, to visit each other. Even in the last century there was a regular 
and very efficient rail service that prevailed until the motor car made the 
local railways redundant. 

Joe Hall, of Macclesfield, and later of nearby Congleton, and several 
other dedicated men, developed a very fine, high-flying form of Tippler. 
I have absolutely no doubt that the mountainous terrain was conducive 
to high flying. 

The ancestors of Tipplers came from India or the northern areas, 
which are mountainous Ornithological records do indicate that several 
species of birds tend to fly higher than their conspecifics that exist on 
the plains. 

By chance it came to pass that certain men, around Macclesfield, 
decided to cultivate what had already been established in northern In¬ 
dia - and what is now Pakistan, or Bangladesh, or even Afghanistan - 
for centunes. The Sheffielders introduced certain crosses to produce a 
longer flying type that was more inclined to fly into the darkness. The 
contests were essentially about time flown and no extra points were 
awarded for high-flying style.

Our t hanks to Heinz Kaupscfaafer, for all 
his efforts to promote our sport:- 
19hrs 23 mins, the new Continental 
European young tippler record 1997. On 
this long day competition, a three pigeon 
young tippler team front the loft of S.A.A. 
Chenarie, Hardetwijk, Ho lland, a member 
of the Dutch tippler club, achieved a new 
record for young tippler pigeons, which 
previously the same breeder had held with 
18hrs 49mins, in 1993. This same team 
had already achieved a new world record 
with 19hrs 01 mins at the international 
young pigeons flight on the 5th July 1997. 
I have managed to organise an informal 
interview for our programme and we have 
also managed to get hold of film material 
that we could show at our next AGM on 
the first October weekend in Dorsten, 
Westphalen. 

Interview with the Breeder 
S.AA Chenarie 

Q. How many pairs are you 
breeding? 

A. This year I have four breeding 
pairs, from these I have three broods and 
out of this 1 have raised 18 young. 

Q How long have you been involved 
m the tippler sport? 

A I have always been involved with 
pigeons. However, since I was 13 years I 
have been flying pigeons. 

Q How do your best times compare 
between your young and old tipplers? 

A My record time with young 
tipplers at home is 19hrs 23 mins and in 
competition is also 19hrs 23mins and for 
my old tipplers at home is 19hrs 56mins 
and in competition is 19hrs 04mins. 

Q. We would like to know 
something about the position and nature 
of your loft. 

A At the back of our garden I have 
a big loft which is divided into three 


different parts. 

Q. How do you train your pigeons? 

A. After takin g the pigeons away from 
their parents, first of all I bind their wings 
for seven days so as they cannot fly, then 
they don't receive any food for 48 hours and 
ihen they are obviously hungry, then I bring 
in their training. 

Q. Do you use droppers and light for 
training? 

A I own five white doves which do 
the dropper work. These help me to train 
the young pigeons and I scatter food over 
the ground so therefore I need light and 
have three large lamps in the loft. 

Q. Do you keep your flying pigeons 
separate? 

A No, I don't put my competition 
pigeons on their own, they get fed and 
watered with the other pigeons, also before 
competition. 

Q. We are very interested in how you 
train your young birds e.g. How you have 
trained a young record breaking pigeon, 
which has flown over 19 hours. 

A. I let them train in a team for 6 - 10 
hours of flying time, then I let them have 
five days to rest before entering the 
competition. For food, I find the Belgian 
Ma ri man, and White Molen 2000 from 
Holland very good. I always feed 
competition pigeons at 20.00 hours. 

Q. Do you train and feed your young 
and old birds differently? 

A No, I do everything fairly similar ly 
for old and young. I don't make any 
difference. 

Q. How do you feed the pigeons the 
week before a-competition? 

A Exactly the same. The same food, 
the same feeding time, at 20.00 hours, there 
is no difference there either. 

Q. Do you think the colour of your 
tipplers is important, and are you able to 
give birds which have made mistakes 



another chance? 

A. The colour does matter, as I have 
already mentioned, in my breeding of 
tipplers, they have to have white feet and 
tails. I also like a bit of grey. If a bird has 
made a mistake in flying, it gets done away 
with without delay, no such bird gets a 
second c han ce with me. 

Q. What about yourself? 

A. I was bom and raised in the town 
of Babol in modem day Iran (previously 
Persia). Our famil y has been involved in 
flying tippler pigeons for many 
generations. In Iran, many people fly 
tipplers, but there is no organisation which 
promotes or regulates this hobby. Two of 
my brothers who still live in Iran, practice 
tippler flying, apart from that, there are a 
further four members of my family. One 
brother who is a year older than me has a 
loft of 7oo pigeons. Another brother who 
is a "'ear younger, has about 300 pigeons in 
his lofts in Iran. The four other members 
of my family own about 100 pigeons all 
together, I own all of these birds. When I 
still lived in Iran and took part in a 
competition there, I called many people to 
come to this occasion. Around 200 - 300 
people came to experience the whole thing. 
Of course there were only men. in Iran you 
don't invite women. The guests who came 
from far away, came a day earlier to be 
there in the early morning when the birds 
were released, then they slept in our house. 
Q. Could you please tell us 
something about the three birds who have 
just set the new record for Holland, and for 
the whole European continent? 

A. The colour of the three birds is 
grey, like a tiger, I can't say what sex they 
are because they are too young. They were 
bom on the 15th March 1997 and these 
three record breakers are descended from 
the birds which set a record with 18 hours 
49 minutes. 


q A little more about yourself and your 
experiences. 

A I am married to Enzy and have 4 
children, 3 daughters and a son. My two 
eldest daughters and my wife look after my 
pigeons when I'm not at home. I have lived 
in Holland for 9 years and sell tapes, videos 
and C.Ds from Iran and all over Europe. 
This "playing" with pigeons is my greatest 
joy, and competition isn't just a celebration 
for me, but also for my whole family. I wish 
all of you good luck in your flying. 

Summary of Judges Report 
21st June 1997 birds released at 04:15hrs. 

One bird flew alone for 42 mins., before 
finding the other two. Flying well and often 
flew out of sight for 15 mins at a time (20:30 
hrs). At 21:30 hrs people were sitting in the 
garden behind the loft waiting for the dark. 
At 23:25 hrs Chenarie decided to drop them 
using light because they were in good position 
over the loft which would mean the end of the 
competition. At 23:38 hrs, the lights were 
switched on. The first pigeon came down at 
23:56, the second at 24:07 and the third at 
24:08 hrs and then it panicked them because 
number three decided to fly off, he came back 
at 24:30hrs and came into the loft A new 
record.

San Francisco has set up emergency “pigeon pa¬ 
trols” after dozens of birds were found poisoned this 

“The city’s domestic pigeons are not ‘flying rats,’ as 
iome claim,” the San Francisco Chronicle said in an 
angry editorial yesterday. “Rather they are street¬ 
wise doves with the skills needed to survive in an 
urban jungle, like many of us.” 

At least 40 pigeons were fc and dead alter eating 
birdseed laced with strychnine. Animal control offi¬ 
cers have tracked the poisoned pellets to at least one 
vacant lot in the city 

• The patrols are hoping to track down whoever is 
responsible for the killings.

The nocturnal vision of pigeons is inferior to that of humans. 1: an go into the loft at 
night and pick my pigeons off their perches, rather like I can go and pick goods from 
the super-store shelves. I can see them - but they cannot see me. In daylight, I could 
not catch my pigeons with such ease. Having a large loft with plenty of perches, in 
daylight, I have to be very quick if I want to catch them. They are escape artists... 

After a fly into darkness my pigeons have difficulty in locating their own perches - 
where as I can see them very well and in some cases I have had to catch them on the 
floor and place them on perches. Otherwise they would spend the night on the floor. 
My perches, by the way, are between 4 and 5 feet from the floor. 

Very often my pigeons have flown right into darkness - too dark tor them to enter 
the loft and to be fed. I have no artificial lighting. Left out all night on top of my loft 1 
know that they would be vulnerable. Some owl, some tox, cat or some rat could so 
easily catch one in the dark - or at least spook them into flying in the dark. Pigeons 
flying in the darkness or in dense fog become totally disorientated. They could drift 
for miles, they could strike wires, trees, etc., to be injured and therefore prevented 
from returning home on the next morning. Never forget that an injured pigeon is a 
very easy target for an a cat, fox, rat, owl or any person who wants to grab it. 

I do not believe that any man has studied night flying pigeons more than I have. For 
many years I flew on most days right into darkness, October to March. I had to do 
this. I worked until 4.30pm and in England in October to March, there is not much 
daylight after 5pm. But I had to have my daily fly and 1 could not possibly endure life 
without my daily fly. On countless evenings, October to March 1969 to 1984,1 flew 
pigeons right into darkness on most days. So don't tell me that 1 don't know about 
pigeons in the dark. 24 years - 6 months of each years spent on dark flying - often 4 
times a week. By my reckoning at least 2.450 individual experiences of pigeons of 
pigeons flying into darkness. I HAD NO NERVES - IN THOSE DAYS. 

My conclusions are that it is a dicey game. They get used to it - but it takes a lot ot 
time and a lot of patience. The time to dark tram is when the days are relatively short. 
I'd prefer to dark train at 7pm rather than midnight. Hugh Coulter of Northern Ireland 
is on record - flying and training in December when it's dark by 4.30pm. As 1 say, they 
get used to it and to artificial loft top lighting, and the droppers and the luring. 

° In the fading light, after a days work, I have watched. My kits have .appeared and 
then drifted and then reappeared, time and time again. I have stood mere and cursed 
and maybe come close to a prayer. Eventually, I have got them down, very nervous 
and likely to explode again into flight. Many times I had them down, but I could not 
get them inside without a real lot of trying. No use getting nasty. I found that my bad 
temper and frustration was detected by my pigeons and this only made things worse. 
Mv own father and my grandfather were more patient than me. That is why they were 
better pigeon men and better human beings - than I am. 

In the dark, one of the kit or more, may, for a few seconds drop in a tree, or a house, 
or a T V. aerial, only to take off again nervously. It takes so very much intense 
observation every minute of the dark flying caper. One cannot relax. They do drop 
elsewhere - if only for a few seconds, that means disqualification - but only if it is 
seea It's a nerve wrecking experience keeping them under observation in the dark. 
One hour of it and I am already a nervous wreck. Two hours of it and I am fit to be 
tied.

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THE NORTH AMERICAN YOUNG BIRD RECORD 
SUMMER SERIES I 


On the morning of the Summer Series I, after checking the bands with my 
timer David Dean, I took the birds out in the backyard and waited until 4:37 
A.M. to release them. The sky was cloudy and we could see the birds flying 
as a kit and going to North. 

At 5:50 A.M. the birds showed up and from then on they passed by every 
15-20 min. making it an easy kit to time. It was an unusually cold day (40 
degrees) for the Summer Series I, but the birds loved it. 

At 11 A.M. Walter Wiechec came by, he stayed for a few minutes and 
noted that it was "a nice kit of young birds". 

By noon it was not as cold (50 degrees) when Harry Smith came. The 
birds were high and Harry remarked -chat "the kit is flying in a beautiful 
style". Harry was impressed with the height they flew at this point. 

By 3 o'clock in the afternoon the temperature was around 60 degrees, 
still cloudy with occasional showers or sprinkles with a light wind from the 
North at up to 10MPH. The kit was in a flying mode and did not even once 
"look or break". 

At 13.5 hours on the wings, Walter came back with Bobby Dunseith. 
Bobby's one of the top Irish Tipriermen visiting relatives in the Toronto 
area. Bobby taped the kit for a few minutes and observed that "it is a 
strong kit of youngsters". 

At 15 hrs on the wings, raking was shorter (5-10 min.) but they still 
were not "looking". 

Irish birds are rather d fficult to drop. They were not trained to the 
dark. I had to release the oppers as soon as possible in order to get them 
before the dark. At 8:41 PM -t was "time" to release the droppers but I had 
to wait until 8:43 PM for t birds to show up. 

The first bird (the S ver cock) came down after 7 minutes, the second 
bird (the Dun hen) came de after 12 min. and the third bird (the Blue 
Barred cock) came down af r a very long 14 min. The bands were checked and I 
thanked David Dean for hi kindness. My son video taped the last hour of the 
fly; a wonderful event. It is very interesting to watch the birds come to 
the coop one by one. A 73 days old , after flying 16 hours and 6 minutes, a 
new North American Your Bird Record, the physical and mental condition of 
these birds was amazin 

These birds are ed through Harry Shannon's strain. They are mostly 
Blue Barred, Duns, S rer Grizzles, Blue Checks, Dun Checks and Bronzes. In 
August of 1996, I gr 4 pairs from Tom Rankin. They were bred directly from 
the imports. "Your Tippler Training and Feeding" by Harry Shannon V'as 
published in the C J, FTA, FTS and DTU. This is the program that I used.

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THE NORTH AMERICAN YOUNG BIRD RECORD 
SUMMER SB RISS-I 


On the morning of the Summer Series I, after checking the bands with my 
timer David Dean, I took tha birds out in the backyard and waited until 4:37 
A.M. to release them. The sky was cloudy and we could see the birds flying 
as a kit and going to North. 

At 5:50 A.M. the birds showed up and from then on they passed by every 
15-20 min. making it an easy kit to time. It was an unusually cold day (40 
degrees) for the Summer Series I, but the birds loved it. 

At 11 A.M. Walter WJechec came by, he stayed for a few minutes and 
noted that it was "a nice kit of young birds". 

By noon it was not as cold (50 degrees) when Harry Smith came. The 
birds were high and Harry remarked that "the kit is flying in a beautiful 
style". Harry was impressed with the height they flew at this point. 

By 3 o'clock in the afternoon the temperature was around 60 degrees, 
still cloudy with occasional showers or sprinkles with a light wind from the 
North at up to 10MPH. The kit was in a flying mode and did not even once 
"look or break". 

At 13.5 hours on the wings, Walter came back with Bobby Dunseith.

The Qualification of Referees. 

t have always said that correct supervision of a contest flying kit of tipplers is a job 
for someone with great practical knowledge of the breed and wide experiences of 
what such pigeons will actually do. I could quote many examples, where men of long 
standing dedication to Tipplers have failed to realise that their birds are dropping 
away from the loft during training. 

In 1960 a kit of my own was doing very well in training and I would have sworn on 
oath that they had not defaulted. They had put in their regular appearances and their 
style of flying indicated no possible defect. You may understand my shock, when I 
found clay on their feet after such a training fly. They had been down, but except for 
the evidence of clay, I swear that no one would have known. 

In an article, first published in the June 1998 F.T.A. Bulletin, I openly declared that I 
was not qualified to judge a kit of tipplers that had flown for 18 hours and terminating 
in about 3 hours of flying in the dark. 

Then came an objection from our World champion Harry Shannon who flew 22 hours 
5 minutes for his title. He gives evidence of really excellent refereeing in Belfast. 
Northern Ireland, and the district thereabouts. Evidence of relief referees, racing 
across trouble tom Belfast at night risking trouble from police and soldiers. Some 
such men were stopped and questioned by those heavily armed and often very nervous 
soldiers and police. All highly dangerous. Then Harry says that sometimes there were 
8 pairs of eyes watching his kit in the dark, and probably for much of the day. In the 
light of such overwhelming evidence, I had to conceded that no better form of 
refereeing is possible and that I absolutely accept all records that are made in such 
locations. For in such locations, there is a hostile quality of refereeing and "spectator 
quarterbacking". Such locations are confined to just a few areas of Ireland, The 
Midlands of England and the North East of England with a possibility of a few more 
pockets. I can, however, give no details about these because no English Tippler man 
will write and tell us. 

What I do know is that there has not been any hostile refereeing and spectator 
quarterbacking for about 20 years, in Sheffield. 

A claim from Madras, India, is that one pigeon is flown in contests that are over 5 
consecutive days. That 5 day total has added up to more that 40 hours and the ground 
temperature in Madras at that time was over 100 degrees Fahrenheit. Now this is a 
staggering result. Just the one pigeon and the champion is Mr Murugesh of Madras 
district. Refereeing? - This remarkable man has provided me with evidence that there 
is intense interest and supervision, equal to that of Belfast and England. I have had to 
accept this and I do firmly believe what the Indians report. 

Readers who have seen the N.T.U Newsletters will see evidence of refereeing that is 
not up to such a high standard in the more isolated areas of Britain, outside of the hot 
bed areas. Predictably, this had led to a great deal of trouble when and if a really good 
time has teen recorded and which includes considerable dark flying. 
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Such claimants can expect hostility, criticism, fault finding errands and complaints 
about doubtful capabilities of their referees. For such are no match for the supervision 
earned out in these hot bed districts. I have said that I could not referee on my own 
foi well over 18 hours and with 3 hours of dark flying. It would not be fair.

The Letters fro m Harry. 

During June, 1998, I deliberately launched a campaign to get Harry Shannon to write 
and tell me things that 1 wanted to know. Any conversationalist will tell us that the 
way to provoke discussion is to make a few sweeping remarks. I did this and the 
result was that "Our Harry" took the bait and responded. 

A concluding sentence in one of Harry's letters says "Jack, you have certainly found a 
way Jo get me motivated, haven't you?" 


Well, that says it all. You see Harty does no like to write and a letter from Harry is 
rather like finding a pearl in an oyster. Nevertheless, I found a way as I usually do. 
Harry tells me about the days in the late I940's when there were 8 or 9 Irish Clubs, 
mostly around the Catholic Falls Road Area and the Shankill Road Area of Belfast 
Northern Ireland. These two distinct areas separated the Catholics from 

the Protestants. The two populations had a long-standing mistrust of each other, and I 
reckon that they had a mutual hatred. This mistrust even extended into the Tippler 
sport in those days. However, I am very pleased to see that some degree of absence of 
sectarianism prevails now. The make up of the Irish Tippler fraternity is about 50% 
Catholic and 50% Protestant. But, you see, we English have never understood the 
trouble. We English are notoriously devoid of religious enthusiasm and are nut given 
to very much church going. 

I have known a lot of tippler men, racing pigeon men, show pigeon-men and 
neighbours, but it has not occurred to me, to ask them if they are Catholic or 
Protestant. In the words of Clark Gable "FRANKL V MY DEAR, I DON'T GIVE A 
DAMN.” 
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Looking at these recent letters and the ones from earlier dates, it is quite plain that 
Harry has to endure a fail rate. Not all of his young ones respond. Now, after years of 
selective breading and such vast experience, one would think that all of Harry's young 
ones would respond and conform. Reasons for such failures are unknown, but in a 
hawk infested area such as Harry's, one is lucky to avoid losses, not only from kills, 
but due to specimens being frightened and chased right out of the area, to be lost 
forever. Howevtr, Harry has a fail rate and he has to maintain his standards and the 
ongoing evolution of his stock. This is the mam reason why the best of British 
Tipplers, exported to the USA and Canada have not achieved the times that could be 
expected, YET. Every youngster that is fledged, from these valuable imports is 
regarded as a potential champion and propagator of the originators ideals. It is clear 
that Hairy does not entirely go along with that. I am certain, that he will tell you that 
there is work to be done. With the best of stock it is never easy, with inferior stock it 
is impossible.

A Letter from Harry. 

Harry Shannon of Lisburn, in the Belfast area of Northern Ireland, is the top man with 
Tipplers. I have tned very hard to get him to write to me and 1 have succeeded. June, 
1998 -1 exchanged several letters with Harry and the information contained will in 
time be assembled, by me and written up for my fellow members, or readers, in the 3 
US clubs. 

On the subject of nocturnal vision, about which 1 have written extensively, Harry was 
inclined to disagree that pigeons nocturnal vision was inferior to that of humans. My 
own evidence was based on experiences of vulnerability in the dark, when pigeons 
can be taken off the loft top, by cats, or foxes, or kids. 

Losses of pigeons that disappeared into the night, are quite staggering and any pigeon 
that is not safely inside, when the night comes, is a t senous risk. Dark time flying 
often results in extreme nervousness and reluctance to drop to the actual loft top. The 
use of droppers and lighting becomes essential, but even so, it is not always easy to 
get the kit down from a dark sky. I found, as many people did, fiat if the droppers 
remain still, the kit doesn't seem to see them. However, if such droppers are caused to 
flutter, then the kit clearly responds, even if the kit does not drop so quickly. The one 
hour allowance i; all too often not enough and this calls for disqualification. This 
seems to prove my p-v-.t that their eye sight is not as good as my own in the dark. 

However, Harry lias some very interesting comments. He deplores the strains, or 
individuals, that become so nervous at night that they will drop anywhere but on the 
loft, even into the trees. Such as these, he says, are quite useless. However, with 
selective breeding, Harry says, a more efficient type can be produced in a sort of 
accelerated form of evolution, as long as such specimens are used as dark flyers in all 
of the subsequent generations. 





He goes on to give me examples of excellent results and uncanny, but obviously good 
nocturnal vision, even with young trainees. Harry has heard the kit overhead, but has 
been unable to see them. Their clapping, recognition signals, indicated that they had 
seen their master, even though he could not see them. 

I fully accept this because I have had similar experiences, but I am also aware that 
such pigeons have a certain magnetic pull to the loft area, not just vision. The old 
timers used to say that they were on the elastics at night. A sort of elastic, long lead 
that kept them in check. I suppose that the direction finding instinct of pigeons is a 
sense that human beings do not have. Therefore, it is not just a case of flying by 
eyesight, it also involves a certain sense that pigeons have and we do not. Oh!, but 
how often this elastic breaks! How many thousands of pigeons get lost, even those 
pigeons that are bred for racing home and their special navigational abilities. But, of 
course, Harry is right - it is possible to create strains that do excel in the dark if they 
are trained to do so, notwithstanding the culls. 


He points to the fact that 1 never really flew deliberately in the dark. Such dark flying 
that I did was unintentional, but 1 found that 1 was doing it an awful lot, whether 1 
liked it or not. The difference between Harry and myself is that he pushed his pigeons 
to fly for some hours in the dark. Me? -1 found my own pigeons flying after darkness 
and was only concerned in getting them down and inside as soon as possible. A caper 
that extended well into the night, not to my delight, but to my own discomfort and 
rage. 

Like Harry, gradually and with selective breeding, I produced pigeons that had the 
capabilities to flv and home in the dark, but only as long as they were used for that 
purpose. Pigeons do inherit a lot of things when selectively bred for those things. 
Nevertheless, 1 am sure that there are some failures and that unless such selective 
pressures and such uses are kept up, then the strain will deteriorate very fast. This is 
to say that a consignment of Irish delights or something else of great reputation, is the 
best material possible. However, there is work to be done with such valuable 
foundation birds and one must follow the way of Harry. 

1 certainly would obey instructions from Harry, if I accepted his birds. You see, he is 
not a believer in pedigrees, he is not holding on to the shirt tails of some long dead 
fancier. Harry's Tipplers are his own. He has said that he mates the best to his best and 
I know that he does not go loft hopping, chopping and changing. Even with the very 
best stock, a man will finish up with a loft full of paper tige rs, as the Chinese say, 
unless he works them and selects them as their creator did and still does. 

From these June letters, I have had to concede several points to Harry, but the main 
thing is that he has provided scope for several articles for the future.

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Another Letter from Harry. 

Again, I refer to the cultivated system by which 1 inspired our excellent friend Harr/ 
Shannon to write to me in June, 1998. SUBJECT - The transportation of eggs. It 
seems that Harry has exported Tipplers and eggs. He has also had eggs sent over from 
Canada and reports a 100% hatch rate from those eggs. Two Canadians mentioned -

WORMS IN PIGEONS 

I have been asked by the NPA Management Committee to write series of arti¬ 
cles for your ’fancy’ magazine the 'Feathered World’ since unlike many 
veterinarians in this country I have developed 3 special interest in pigeons and 
readers of 'The Homing World' may v»v *• be familiar with my twice monthly 'Vet¬ 
erinary Corner 1 Whilst the demands put on the show pigeon are very different 
from those expected if the racing homer, I think we can be safe assuming that 
the two types of pigeon suifer from very similar ailments and diseases. If the 
show pigeon fraternity share the same characteristics as the racing boys then I 
feel sure you will find the information I provide interesting, if not contentious and 
I would welcome any phone calls to dis uss problems if you feel this might be of 
assistance. Please try me on 01924 462449 but be patient. I might be out! 

So, I have eight articles to write and this is the first. 

PIGEONS ARE HOSTS TO TAPEWORMS 
AND ROUNDWORMS 


Tapeworms 

The presence of taoeworms is detected in the 
living bird by noticing small off-wmte or rreamy 
segments about the size of a grain of rice in 
the oird's droppings. 

These segments are merely the end seg¬ 
ments orf the tapeworm whicn is still firmly at- 
tacned inside me bird's gut. These segments 
are crammed full cf taceworm eggs, which must 
find their way in 0 the intermediate nost of the 
tapeworm befor? being 1 eaten bv the bird to 
comDlete tf.e cycle of infection. T here are sev¬ 
eral species of tapeworm eacn with its jwn 
intermediate nost. but you can be safe ascum- 
ing that any invertebrate life form, eg snail, slug, 
fly, beetle, ant will pose a riSK. 

It really is one of the wcr.ders of nature that 
every higher life form has its own species of 
tapeworm which is specifically designed to 
spend half its life cycle in another creature that 
is at some stage going to be swallowed by that 
higher life form. Thus we have dogs and cats 
eating fleas, foxes eating rabbits, humans eat¬ 
ing pigs and cattle, horses sating pasture mites, 
dogs eating sheep and even polar bears eat¬ 
ing fish. 

The actual clinical significance of tapeworm 
infection in show pigeons is deoatable but I 
think most of you would prefer not to be feed¬ 
ing taoeworms along with your biros. Control 
of the oroblem obviously depends on prevent¬ 
ing access to the intermediate host or prevent¬ 
ing access of the intermediate nost to the pi¬ 
geon droppings. 

The treatment with drugs to remove tape¬ 
worm requires a very soecific cat taoewormer, 
which since no product is licensed against tape¬ 
worm in pigeons is only available rrom a vet. 
Do not be tempted to eliminate all the local 
slugs with slug pellets since these pellets are 
attractive to pigeons, being cereal based, and 
are highly toxic if eaten either inside a dead 
slug or off the flower bed 1 

Roundworms are of much greater signifi¬ 
cance to pigeons. You can be pretty sure your 
pigeon has roundworms unless of course you 
have just wormed it. The level of infestation 
can be assessed by actually counting the worm 
eggs in a dropping sample under a microscope. 
Such a diagnostic technique is often performed 
by the pigeon owner but is easily and inex¬ 
pensively arranged by a commercial laboratory 
(several of which advertise in the B.H.W. and 
othei mcy press papers.) It is debatable 
whether n not you need to confirm this diag¬ 
nosis since it mally would be quite remarkable 
if the birds w»"** free of a worm burden It might 
also be suggested that a show pigeon should 
be able to tolerate a mild worm burden and be 
able to keep the situation under control with its 
own immune system The opposite argument 
would of course think that any class of animal 
or bird would look better and perfoim to a higher 
standard if it wasn’t carrying any roundworm 
burden. 

There are two classes of round worm that 
ought to receive your consideration in the Brit¬ 
ish pigeon. 

May 


(1) Ascarids (large roundworms) 

(2) Capillaria (hairworms) 

Ascarid 

The ascarid worm is known as the large round- 
worm as it can be up to 3 inches long and may 
be seen in the droppings, especially after a 
worming dose, it undergoes wnat is known as 
a direct life-cycle, which means the adult worms 
ir. the bird's gut lay eggs whicn are passed out 
and after a oeriod of maturation (at least 14 
days) are eaten by another bird to set up a 
new infection (compare this with the taoe¬ 
worms. which have an indirect life-cycle, as the 
eggs need to pass via the intermediate host of 
slug, snail or insect before starling a new in¬ 
fection). 

These eggs, oassed in the droppings, are 
micros ;op;c "v.j consequently not seen with 
the naked eye. 

The eggs are also incredibly resistant to 
external influences like freezing, drying and 
disinfection and will remain viable on the floor 
for many months. Since between being passed 
out of the bird and maturing to an infective stage 
on the floor takes about fourteen days, it fol¬ 
low. 0 that if all the droppings are cleared by thor¬ 
ough scraping at least weeKly it cannot be pos¬ 
sible for ascarid eggs to be oassed on. We, of 
course, do net live in this idoal world where 
eggs don't get scraped down cracks and into 
corners. Many people give their floors a regu¬ 
lar blow-iamDing and provided the eggs aren t 
beirg protected by a coating of dried droppings 
this is effective at killing the eggs. 

There is no shortage of effective wormers 
on the market and despite desirable hygiene 
there is bound to be some worms that sneak 
through your defences, so six monthly worm¬ 
ing routine is often regarded as necessary. Pi¬ 
geons con be wormed by tablets or capsule eg 
panacur ,'spanakon avicas or oy water medi¬ 
cation. eg biozine A vet. mignt be inclined to 
give water medication with .evamisole or 
ivermectn since these wormers are highly ef¬ 
fective but are restricted to vets' use only since 
the water miscible preparations have to be used 
off licence 

Ascarids do not have sufficient time to start 
producing eggs before about six weeks of age 
and so weaners of about this age will show no 
eggs (under the microscope) and yet may have 
a large burden of immature worms inside then 
guts just waiting to mature and cause trouble 

Hairworms 

The Latin name for hairworms is capillaria and 
these are much smaller and much more com¬ 
mon than ascarids They are rarely seen in 
droppings and even at post-mortem they are 
easily missed being no thicker than a cotton 
thread and only an inch or so long. They are 
the most significant of pigeon worms and how¬ 
ever clean you keep your loft, this internal oara- 
site will be present m a good percentage of 
your birds. The life cycle of all but one species 
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of hair worm is direct and this means that worm 
eggs are oassed out with the birds' droopmgs 
on to the floor ana neea to undergo a period of 
maturation of approx one week before being 
caoaole of initiating a new infection in the bird 
that inadvertently swallows the egg. The one 
capillaria that has an indirect life-cycle utilises 
the common earthworm as its intermediate nest 
and I have come across a lady who was worm¬ 
ing her cirds until blue in the race and said 
her floe. s were so clean ner husDana couK 4 eat 
ms tea off them, but after the full inquisition 
sne admitted the birds fielded and conse¬ 
quently ate earthworms and quickly reinfested 
themselves. It was quite a relief really as she 
was ready to pronounce levamisole as ineffec¬ 
tive. Diagnosis in the live bird is made by no¬ 
ticing the distinctive bipoiar lemon shaped eggs 
in a dropping sample looked at under a micro¬ 
scope. 

The modern wormers of levamisole 
fspartakon ). fenbendazole ('panacur gran¬ 
ules ) and ivermectin (unlicensed in pigeons) 
are al! readily available for pigeons and it is 
recommended they are used routinely - at least 
twice a year especially if your loft floor is not 
kept spotless! 

The clinical significance of hairworm will ob- 
vioi sly depend on the degree of infection, age 
of the oird and also on the strength of the indi¬ 
vidual affected. A light mfec’ion will cause at 
least a mild mucoid -'rhoea (green and sticky) 
but a more significant infection may cause 
anaemia (the worms suck blood), weigh* less 
and severe debility. It is possible for the guts 
to block completely with a massive infestation 
of ascarids or hairworm and penetration of the 
gut wall with resultant peritonitis and death has 
been reported. 


Conclusion 

So we must all assume that like every other 
warm-olooded domestic animal, pigeons will 
have worms despite our best efforts to provide 
living conditions that are unfavourable for worm 
survival. Our defence against worms must in¬ 
clude regular and effective removal of drop¬ 
pings. maintenance of dry floors (worm eggs, 
bacteria, viruses and coccidial oocysts all sur¬ 
vive longer in warm, damp conditions) and regu¬ 
lar worming routine if the debilitating effects of 
a worm burden are to be minimised

COCCIDIOSIS 

I hope you enjoyed my article on worms in the last issue. This week I am 
going to tell you about another certainty found in all living pigeons. I am 
sure all pigeon owners are aware of the disease caused by coccidial 
infection which is variously called ‘going light’ or ‘coxy’ 


The cause 

Coccidiosis is a d.sease of the intestine caused 
by a protozoal organism. 

Coccidiosis is a disease common to many 
species of animal, eg pigs, calves, dogs, sneeD 
and particularly chickens and turkeys. 
Coccidiosis is so rife in broiler chickens that 
drugs are automatically included in the rations, 
to KeeD coccidial infection to a minimum and 
thus allow optimum growth rate. Pigeons are 
luckier than broilers in that they are only host 
to two species of coccidia which are clinically 
similar wnereas chickens have many more 
soecies. each of which attacks a different por¬ 
tion of gut and thus has a different clinical sig¬ 
nificance. In other species coccidia are a cause 
of diarrnoea but the treatment for coccidiosis 
is somewnat different than that for bacterial 
enteritis and consequently a definitive diagno¬ 
sis is needed if coccidiosis is going to be treated 
effectively. 

E.. 'h animal is host to its own variety of 
coccidia and there is no mter-soecies ex¬ 
change. Thus dog muck, calf diarrnoea. duck 
oroDPings or chicken mess Dose no risx to pi¬ 
geons as far as cocci, is concerned. 

The life cycle and 
Disease 

Let’s start with a bird eating an oocyst whicn 
has been passed in the droppings from an in¬ 
fected bird. 

Within a day this oocyst can rupture and 
release many sporozoites, each of which en¬ 
ters a celi lining the intestine. These sporozoites 
divide end multiply within the cell and cause 
further rupture and release of more merozoites 
i very similar to sporozoites i which invade yet 
more gut wall cells. It is this fast damage done 
to the gut lining (one ingested oocyst can pro¬ 
duce in excess of 2 million merozoites in 24 
hrs.) that is responsible for the acute and se¬ 
vere diarrnoea seen in young birds. The ores- 
ence of a Dartially damaged gut wall means 
that absorption of digested nutrients is impaired 
and the gut wall barrier to infection, eg salmo¬ 
nella and e.coli is compromised. 

After a few days of this multiplying and in¬ 
vading the gut wall cells the coccidia decide to 
get down to sexua. multiplication, and this re¬ 
sults m oocysts being passed out in the drop¬ 
pings. 

' hese oocysts are characteristic to look at 
oown the microscope being thicx wailed, spnen- 
cal and unlike air bubbles, containing a granu¬ 
lar material Like worm eggs they are extremely 
resistant to drying, freezing, and certain disin¬ 
fectants. and as a consequence they can sur¬ 
vive on the ground for many months and pos¬ 
sibly years. A warm, moist environment encour¬ 
ages the survival of oocysts as well as that of 
worm eggs, trichomonacs (canker), bacteria 
and viruses. Under ideal conditions a voided 
oocyst can initiate a new infection wnen eaten 
after only three days on the floor 

Since the infection of coccidiosis is spread 
by infected birds passing out oocysts in their 
droppings and these oocysts mature to infec¬ 
tive oocystsm about three days and their sur¬ 
vival is encouraged by damp or wet conditions 
it is essential that floors are scraped clean at 
least every two days and spilt water is not al- 
lowr d to stand around or droppmes are pre¬ 
vented from contaminating drinkers and feed¬ 
ing troughs. Just remember that cleanliness is 
next to Godliness ano so are pigeons! 

Having suggested that all pigeons will have 
a certain degree of coccidiosis, why is it that 


they don’t show it and do we need to do any¬ 
thing about it? 

The nastiest form of coccidiosis affects 
young birds at the weaning stage. Here the 
youngsters are going throuon a stressful time, 
temporarily deprived of sustenance and with 
an immature immune system that is not fully 
competent at fighting off the challenge of 
coccidiosis that has inadvertently been pro¬ 
vided by the parents The invading sporozoites 
and merozoites destroy the lining of the gut 
wall and consequently prevent the efficient ab¬ 
sorption of nutrients, allow the invasion into the 
blood stream and hence major organs of gut 
bacterr like e.coli and salmonella, cause tis¬ 
sue d.image and hence bleeding, cause gut 
wall in tation and hence mucous production, 
no douut gut pain. All in all this results in a very 
poorly biro that loses weight (goes light) ano 
passes loose oroppmgs that are prooablv siimv 
(full of mucous) and possibly blood stained. A 
situation that needs to be avoided! 

Older birds seem to possess a certain 
amount of immunity to coccidial infection as a 
consequence of their age. but almost certainiv 
any degree of coccidial infection will be caus¬ 
ing damage to the gut lining and of course tnese 
immune older birds will act as a reservoir of 
infection for any bird that hasn't attained this 
age immunity or is pernaps immune incompe¬ 
tent for some other reason. The gut damage 
will pernaps be so minimal as to allow the biros 
to appear and perform as normal but wno 
knows wnat is going on inside? At the very least 
this bird will be expending energy in combat¬ 
ing the potential disease hazard and this en¬ 
ergy would surely be better employed else- 
wnere? 

So I hope you have all realised that you need 
to be thinking about the possibility of coccidiosis 
in your flock and as is usual with disease situ¬ 
ations the healthiest type of control is based 
on prevention and only wnen this has failed 
snouid we go onto therapeutic (drug) control 

Prevention 

As I have already stated, food should be main¬ 
tained free from droppings and dry, floors 
snouid be Kept clean by scraping at least every 
three days and it is essential that wet oatenes 
are avoided. Drinking trougns should be de¬ 
signed so that they cannot be soiled by drop¬ 
pings or else the water should be changed fre¬ 
quently. Of course the overall stocking level 
snouid be kept to sensible levels to minimise 
stress and reduce the possibilities of cross 
contamination (one bird per half a cudic yard 
is suitable for non-performance pigeons.) 

Treatment 

There are many effective and suitable prod¬ 
ucts available for treating pigeons with 
coccidiosis. Many of the products are those 
used effectively in other species and conse¬ 
quently have not been licensed for use in pi¬ 
geons and this fact means that only a vet. is 
permitted to prescribe them to a soecies that 
is off licence There are many products suit¬ 
ably effective and officially licensed for treat¬ 
ment of coccidiosis in pigeons and available 
from non-vetermary sources and either as a 
tablet for one day (appertex-Harkersi or per¬ 
haps as drinking water treatment jcoxoid- 
Harkers) but as a vet. I obviously have no re¬ 
strictions put on what I can dispense and so 
compromise on grounds of convenience, avail¬ 
ability, cost and of course effectiveness. 

My personal preference is sulphadimidine 
which is put in the drinking water for five days 
as a preventative routine or three days on. three 
days off. three days on as a treatment The 
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commonest form of sulphadimidine used to be 
solo under the trace name of sulpnamezathine 
but this is no longer in the market place. The 
important ingredient is of course the 
sulpnadimidme and this is still readily available 
from your ve». on prescription as Vesadin , 
’Sulfoxme 333’. Bimaome or Intradme. Do 
also remember that a vet. when prescnbing any 
licensed proouct will need to examine the biro 
prior to the prescription. This rule is a statutory 
requirement of being a member of the Royal 
College of Veterinary Surgeons and is not some 
personal scheme dreamed up by your vet. in 
an attempt to justify cnarging you a consulta¬ 
tion fee. Other drugs useo successfully in poul¬ 
try and transferreo effectively to pigeons include 
Baycox but I still keep faith with the old fa¬ 
vourite of sulphadimidine since it is always ef¬ 
fective. has a popular reputation and also has 
a useful effect against the secondary bacteria 
that frequently complicate a case of 
Coccidiosis. 

When faced with a case of pigeon diarrnoea 
that has been diagnosed as coccidiosis and 
hasn t responded to a previously tried and 
tested treatment for coccidiosis I automatically 
look for other reasons for the drug failure other 
than the reason that most commonly springs 
to the mind of the fancier, wmch usually is drug 
resistance. My prime suspicion is a mis-diag- 
nosis and therefore a wrong prescription. The 
drugs that are effective against coccidia are 
very specific so coccidiosis will not respond to 
antibiotics, canker treatment orwormers. Simi¬ 
larly there are many different causes of diar¬ 
rhoea in pigeons. Worms, bacteria, viruses, 
diet, poisons ano moulds need to be thougnt 
about as all these need specific treatment, just 
like coccidiosis. 


Conclusion 

So. as with my last article about worms, we 
can come to a very similar conclusion and de¬ 
spite the risk of being boring and repeating 
myself I will (if I can keen the Women's Insti¬ 
tute interested for twenty minutes with a talk 
about pigeon diarrhoea I should manage you 
lot!) 

if the loft is kept uncrowded, dry and scraped 
clean at least every other day and there are no 
nooks and crannies to hide droppings, you 
should be able to rely on your non-performance 
biros keeping their level of coccidial infection 
down at .an acceptable level. 

If you fail in these areas (and who isn't likely 
to) then there is always a wide variety of highly 
effective medicines to fall back on.

KEMO BASIC'S BUILDING

Directly after an article concerning the Madras (India) Tippler and Tumbler 
Association appeared in the Flying Tippler Association (USA) bulletin in March. 

1998. the secretary of the FT A, Joe Russo, gave me the job of investigating the affairs 
of this Indian organisation. I wrote to the secretary, MrC. Murugesh. The job called 
for a man with a brain, a badge, a gun and a shabby raincoat. Well, at least 1 had the 
rain coat. The evidence is that they have 2 separate contests - one for Tipplers and one 
for Tumblers. Several forms of contests take place, but the outstanding one is the 
single bird contest. Just one pigeon being flown on 5 consecutive days. An example is 
the result of such a fly that took place on My 6th -10th inclusive. The daily release 
time was 8.00am. (Note that the same pigeon is used on all 5 days.) 

8 hrs 7 mins - 8 hrs 12 mins - 8 hrs 5 mins - 8 hrs 23 mins - 8 hrs 27 mins. 

Total time : 41 hours and 14 minutes. 

This is a fantastic result. The temperature at ground level was 100 degrees plus. No 
doubt an early morning launch is essential, before the heat develops. Being launched 
into the cool upper air, a continued style of high flying is the only way that such 
pigeons could endure. There is a vast difference in these Indian pigeons, and their 
British counterparts. The Indian birds will not even fly in the lightest of rain. Bntish 
Tipplers and Tumblers will fly in the rain. Mr Murugesh tells me that sometimes 
these 5 day wonders suffer severe effects and die from digestive and respiratory 
problems directly after the competition. I have suggested that upper air pollution and 
digestive inefficiency is the cause. 1 have sent some tablets that may help. 

Furthermore, they have a disease problem, and Mr Murugesh describes a sickness that 
could be PARAMYXO VIRUS, COCCIDIOSIS or SALMONELLA. 

He asked my advice and all I could offer was a system of daily cleaning out of the 
loft, no overcrowding and extreme caution with the water supply. Extreme caution is 
essential when new birds are introduced. It has been my experience that the mixing of 
birds at shows, races, exchanges, purchases and loft visiting, etc. is responsible for 
most epidemics. Nevertheless, we could all do better with hygiene and the exclusion 
of mice and mites etc.. Mice carry salmonella, you know. The timing and supervision 
of flying out there is as good as any in Britain or the USA. 

The Indian job has been a slowjob because air mail letters take 2 months to be 
exchanged. Anyhow, this is ail I have for now. Several questions are still unanswered. 
Nevertheless, these Indians have already won my deepest respect in August, 1998.

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On August 18th, 1998.1 received another letter from India on behalf of the Madras 
Tippler and Tumbler Association. This was to thank me for my book, "My Way with 
Pigeons" that I sent as a small present to Mr Murugesh. 

Little by little, I am getting a better picture of how things are in India. The pigeon 
fanciers out there feel extremely isolated and have great difficulty in getting involved 
with the European and American fancy. I have been totally disarmed by the frankness 
of these people. The impact of my several long letters, several photo copies of my 
published articles and finally my book has been a surprise to me. 1 learn that they 
cannot get rings - they have to send for them from ether countries. I am asked to 
supply the address of a British ring firm because the Madras fanciers club, including 
the racing pigeon men, do not know where to buy rings. Anyway, 1 have sent the 
address. 

Pigeon literature is not available in India and that is why Mr Murugesh freely 
admits that he was absolutely unaware that the presence of mice and rats was a health 
hazard to his birds. Therefore, my several letters and articles on basic husbandry have 
been well received. They are making arrangements to get this material translated into 
several regional languages. 

There is information about several forms of competition flying. A certain MR 
SHANMUGAM of TAMIL NADU claims 18 hours-30 minutes on a one day fly with 
2 pigeons. British tipplers are flown in kits of not less than 3. The Indian rule is that 
time is taken when the last pigeon drops, not the first. To fly IS and a half hours they 
have to do at least 4 hours in the dark, due to shorter daylight. Now, this is fantastic. 
Very few people in Britain have flown 4 hours in the dark. 

These Indians have some great knowledge and some great pigeons. The fact that 
thev do not think like British fanciers is of no importance. 1 shall do my best to keep 
contact and tell the Indian fanciers what is happening in Britain, the USA and 
Canada. 

A sort of public relations man -1 no longer feel like a detective.

The pigeon fancy in India is rather like it was around Sheffield, England, one hundred 
years ago. In many respects a certain primitive realism runs parallel. The involvement 
with showing had not been established in England 100 years ago. and it certainly has 
not been established in India - yet. The literature, the vast range of products and the 
scientific knowledge was absent in England and to this day such things are absent in 
India. Nevertheless, there was no shortage of enthusiasm and dedication in England 
100 years ago, and certainly the Indians are dedicated to their flying' in various 
complicated forms. 

Another similar aspect is a good relationship and co-operation between men who 
race pigeons and the Tippler and Tumbler men. These days in England, the 
relationship between show pigeon men and flying men is not very good. However, the 
evidence is that a great understanding prevails between the racing pigeon men and the 
Tippler and Tumbler men of India, rather like it was in England 100 years ago. It is 
not unusual to find racing pigeon men acting as referees or timers in Tippler contests 
and Tumbler contests in India. Why not? All are pigeon men. All are responsible and 
subject to scrutiny. I do not want to say too much here, but in Britain right up until 
late 1998 it is known that in some cases a man's girlfriend could act as his "OFFICIAL 
REFEREE" provided that she did not actually live in the same house as the 
flver/owner. PLEASE DO NOT LAUGH -1 AM BEING SERIOUS. This ridiculous 
state of affairs may come to an end in Britain in 1999 due to much protesting. 
However, such a ridiculous state of affairs has not taken place in India, and it 
certainly did not take place in England 100 years ago. 

As in those early years in England, the Indian's cannot get rings. This was never a 
probiem in England because there are ways and means of marking pigeons effectively 
even without rings. Of course such contestants were always within close knit and 
local societies, and all of the contestants knew each other and each others pigeons. It 
is the same in India today. 

At this time 1 am the link between India, America and England. So far, 1 have 
gained nothing but respect either to or from the Indians.

The Flying Tippler Association of America (The FTA) was established in 
1938 to promote the hobby of endurance flying of the Flying Tippler pigeon 
in North America. It sponsors flying competitions throughout the year in two 
categories - Official System and Honor System. Both systems require kits 
to perform according to the same FTA fly rules and compete for equal 
awards, but competition and records are separate. In the Official System the 
entrant must secure a Timer that fulfills the requirements set forth in the fly 
rules. If one is unable to get such a qualified Timer the flyer may time his 
own kit, by the same rules, and compete against other Honor System entrants. 

In this publication you will find FTA related information including — club

In the July 1976 FT A Bulletin we published the early history of the Flying Tippler Association as recalled 
by the late Bob Funk Bob was a long time Flying Tippler breeder and very active in the FTA for a long 
period, holding a variety of offices over the years. Below you is the early Flying Tippler Association 
history and some autobiographical information from Bob Funk. 

“I was bom in Ft. Pierce. FL. July 3.1921. Parents divorced when I was between 4 and 5 years mother 
took me to Arkansas. Little rock ..where she had relatives. 

“There was a neighbor kid who brought home a pair of common pigeons, and I was sunk I had to have a 
pair. I could not be satisfied - there was a milk or dairy farm across the Arkansas River whose kid had a 
beautiful selection of pure bred birds. My first pair of silver grizzle Tipplers came from the farm. 

"Then, the Tipplers fascinated me more than anything else and I started reading up on them There was 
an ad in the Journal from the Bums Brothers of Toronto, so in 1934.1 sent off to Canada for four pairs. I 
believe it was. 

“At this time I started to concentrate on the Tipplers, and got rid of everything else. At the age of 14 1 
had a kit in Little Rock that went over 14 hours for me. Strictly the Honor System, as there was only one 
other fancier in Little Rock, by then, that knew more about Tipplers than me That was Bill Harvey Bill 
was mainly a Birmingham Roller man. with a few Modenas for show. But before Bill went away to learn 
to be a pharmacist, he had obtained some Tipplers of the then famous George Storey strain. 

"When Bill returned from school is when I met him He saw how interested I was in the Tipplers, so he 
gave me his remaining Storey birds. It is the Storey bird the we chose as our FTA trademark, the bird on 
our letterheads This was Storey’s pigeon ...we never had him in America 

“In the fall of 1936, momma sold out her business and returned to Florida. This was Miami...the birds 
came along in a large electnc transformer crate, shipper REA rail. In those days it cost less than ten 
dollars We lived in an apartment house managed by my mother's sister 

"In 1939, my uncle had managed to build up his stature in Miami as was appointed as barber and beauty 
culture inspector for the city It was at this time he told me they were buying a new house and the birds 
just could not come along to this fancy area. Since I was in heavy correspondence with two men and by 
this time writing articles for the APJ, I shipped my birds off to these two men. They were Frank Hagen 
I said Frank Hagen, not Percy Hagan Frank lived in Philadelphia and was a Club organizer for 
Tipplers ..and I was appointed President of the then ’Associated Fanciers Flying Tippler Club’, the 
AFFTC. He later reorganized it into the 'Flying Tippler Union’, the FTU. The other man was our FTA 
club organizer. Erv Grubc. Erv got what was left of the Storeys and some black/white mottled Canadians 
out of the Bums strain. 

“In my association with Grubc in 1938 he started to ‘knocking’ Frank Hagen as a huckster' which 
proved to be right. Erv told me that he wanted to start up a new club and call it the Flying Tippler 
Association of America, and would I be in: •rested in being appointed President I was. This is contrary 
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“to the information ‘fed’ to Mr. Levi for his book ‘The Pigeon’ But that part does not matter. I was 
drafted into the armed forces and Bill Hoffman of Baltimore was appointed President and remained in that 
position for a long time. 

“About 1947 or 1948 Erv Grube was falling off as Secretary/Treasurer. Hoffman kept after him for a 
treasury report and finally he sent in a pencilled list on a tablet paper of dues received and expenses 
paid.. .with this the club was in debt. 

“This was the first official election the FTA ever had. Hoffman wanted me to run against Grube for 
Secretary/Treasurer. I won. I held this job for quite some years, until my personal work load made me 
give it up. Besides putting in a five day work week I was doing the wash, the grocery shopping, the yard 
work, paying the bills on top of the Club work of getting out the Bulletin, handling the treasury end of it, 
ordering the bands, mailing the bands, and answering correspondence....! had a breakdown and the doctor 
told my wife I had to cut out some of the load. . .she took over the bills, and I unloaded the Club work. 

“So in October of 1953 by mutual officer agreement I passed the records and a treasury balance of $104.12 
to Harold Doellinger of Marysville, Ohio. Then on January 20, 1956 Harold had to give up due to 
business commitments and returned the workload to me with a treasury balance of $142.16. I kept it 
again until January 1964, and again by mutual officer agreement, I passed the records and a treasury- 
balance of $128.38 to Perc Hagan. 

“From here on in, for a while, I had no position in the Club, and am not fully aware of just what 
happened, except that two different Baltimore men wound up as President after Hoffman had to give up 
his birds, and refused to answer even my let'ers to him. Not a word, until his wife wrote me a short note 
when Bill died. 

“It was in this transition period, when I was out of Club touch, did not even get a Bulletin, even though 1 
was a life member. Until, one night I received a call from Jack Ehli out in Oregon. Ehli wanted to 
reorganize the Club with me as President, if I’d take it. I forget just what oate in time this happened, but 
Dave Jordan was then Secretary/Treasurer, and I won the election for President defeating Bob Hinz of 
Baltimore. 

“Soon after that as you may possibly know, Jordan danged near lost the Club and the Tippler Special. He 
lost his job. his wife, and later it develops he skipped town leaving a garage full of dead and starving 
birds. The police were after him...I don't know if they' ever caught him or not. 

“Meantime, Nasser Shirakbari was located and took over as Secretary/Treasurer. This through the 
auspices of Jack Ehli. But, the Club records and all the Tippler Special materials were so to say missing, 
and Nasser started with a -0- treasury. 

“Some of us kicked in some substantial cash to get the Club back on a financial basis.. .a drive for 
membership was started.. .and Hagan and I kept on Ehli’s back so much, he finally contacted the 
police.. .found out the story on Jordan, got the Tippler Special materials from the deserted home of 
Jordan ...but to my knowledge no Club records. Nasser pulled the Tippler Special off by the skin of his 
teeth. 

“Then along comes Tim Kvidera to take the load off Nasser's back. That is the story to date.” 

The Tippler Special refered to by Bob Funk was the September, 1971 American Pigeon Journal issue 
wh’ch has long since been a collectors item. Nasser did a great job coordinating it and pulling the FTA 
back together. By 1975 Nasser, a pharmacist, decided to purchase a drug store and go into business for 
himself. That, along with a young family , left little time for the FTA or Tipplers Tim Kvidera was 
asked, and accepted the position of FTA Secretary/Treasurer 
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The growth of the Club initiated by Funk/Shirakbari continued into the mid 1980’s. FTA membership 
swelled to almost 150 and there were some FTA flying contests with over two dozen entrants. Two Flying 
Tippler special issues were published in the now defunct Pigeon Review magazine. They were both 
coordinated by Stanley Ogozalek, with help from Wayne Tomsic on the first one. and contain a wealth of 
Tippler information with many photographs Again they quickly became collectors items. If you can find 
either the May, 1980 or May, 1983 issues of the Pigeon Review they would be well worth the effort. 

After ten years of service as Secretary/Treasurer Tim Kvidera opted for a less participatory office and was 
elected to the Board of Directors while Bill Kahlert won the Secretary/Treasurer position About That 
time numerous proposals were submitted to the presidency for consideration as amendments to the FTA 
Constitution and Fly Rules. These were sporadically discussed via Officers' Communications, but before 
any conclusions were achieved or proposals submitted to the membership for action the President 
withdrew from active FTA participa'ion and started another club 

Stanley Ogozalek took over the Secretary/Treasurer position from Kahlert and tried to pull things together 
for a couple years without much help. Direction in the FTA faltered for a while until Felix Kahn took 
over from Stan as Secretary/Treasurer. Felix brought professionalism to the publication of the FTA 
Bulletin, and included a lot of biochemical and physiological science to many of the articles published in 
the Bulletins Felix also knew where he wanted the FTA to go and made and published numerous 
changes on his own without consultation with the Board, let alone approval When called on it, he 
resigned in mid-term 

Somehow S Robert Powell was found in early 1990 to fill in as Secretary and Walter Weichec to assume 
the Treasurer’s duties. Powell did a fantastic job of pic king up the pieces, maintaining the orga. ization 
and publishing informative Bulletins. 

In the December. 1990 elections Tim Kvidera vas nominated for numerous offices and wrote to decline 
all but the Board of Directors. Somehow the letter never got to Powell and Kvidera got elected to FTA 
President. Not wanting to interfere with Divine providence, he accepted the position 

In 1994 Jerry O'Rourke, who hid been doing a great job as Central Timer, assumed the Treasurer’s 
position. By 1995 a career change and associated demands required Powell to step down and Joe Russo 
stepped forward to be FTA Secretary . Jerry and Joe work very well as a team and combine thei. efforts to 
publish informative quarterly Bulletins 

In 1997, after years of evaluation, debate and balloting a tho-ough re-write of the Ffrt Constitution and 
Fly Rules was published. Ribbons have been purchased to award to first, second and IhiiJ placing kits in 
our FTA flying contests. A Winter Series of competition has been added to compliment the traditional 
Spring, Summer and Fall Scries flys Season pass fly entry is in place. Participation in FTA activities is 
improving. The club is on the move ~ and in a positive direction

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OFFICIAL CONSTITUTION 
OF THE 

FLYING TIPPLER ASSOCIATION OF AMERICA 




ARTICLE I 
Name 

Section 1. This association shall be known as the “Flying Tippler Association of America.” Wherever 
used in these documents the acronym “FTA” or the single word “Association,” when capitalized, shall 
stand for the full name of the organization. 

Section 2. The subordinate units of this Association shall be known as “Local Clubs ” 

ARTICLE H 

Purposes 

Section 1. The primary pu’poses of this Association shall be as follows: to provide a centralized 
organization for the fixing tippler fancier and Loca. Clubs: to promote and regulate the sport in 
Association competition: to encourage by promotion of competitions, exhibitions, and by the general 
management and control of the tippler fancy shall thereby further the interest of all fanciers in the flying 
tippler pigeon. 


ARTICLE ID 

Membership 

Section 1. Any person regardless of race, color sex, creed or national origin, shall be eligible for active 
memoership in this Association. 

Section 2. Any misconduct on the part a member, or charge of dishonorable dealing, shall be 
investigated and if found guilty, he or she w be expelled from the Association. 

Sect: on 3. (a) Any person less than eigh n years of age will be designated as a junior member with no 
rights to vote. 

(b) A junior member at any ,e may compete in official competition if the member can secure 
Qualified Timer as def.' d in Article V, Sec. 1. 

(c) A junior member who s reached the age of 13, may act as a Timer for another junior 
member or a senior ber in Official Flying Competitions, if the member can fulfill the 
requirements for T Article V. Sec. 1. 

Section 4. All senior member all have the right to vote and hold office, provided the requirements of 
Sea ion 1 of Article VI are .ied with respect to eligibility for election or appointment to national 
office. 

Sea ion 5. Local Club ibership - The Association will accept a Local Club membership after 
receiving a petition sign< jy three FTA members of that Local club. Upon acceptance, the Local Club 
shall be subject to the C .utution, Fly Rules and policies as set .own by the Association as long as the 
Local Club remains ac Activity requires at least an annual meeting of the Local Club, and that at 
least three Associa' .embers be among the local club membership. Should the Local Club not have a 

representative on ssociation Executive Board by way of the Association’s bi-annual election said 

Local Club may r one of its Association members to be designated as the Local Club representative to 
the FTA. 
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Section 6. The Association shall award no more than one designation or appointment as Life Member in 
any two calendar years. This award will be made at the time of our bi-annual election. To be eligible the 
nominated member must have been a member in good standing for a minimum of ten (10) consecutive 
years. 


ARTICLE IV 

Dues 

Section 1. Annual dues for senior and junior members to be set by the Executive Board and reviewed as 
needed for the financial stability of the Association. 

Section 2. The membership will be effective for the January l, through December 31, calendar year. 
Dues are received by Treasurer. The Secretary or Treasurer will notify each member in advance for 
renewal before the expiration date. 


ARTICLE V 
Flying Systems 

Section 1. Official System. A FTA member may fly under the Official system by securing a Timer or 
Judge. It will no longer be necessary for a flyer to have a Local Club in the area. It is only necessary that 
the Timer or Judge be known as a Tippler Fancier, and a member of tne FTA in good standing but not 
related to the flyer by blood or marriage or his or her loft partner. Non FTA members are permitted to be 
Timers in the Association’s Official System contests if reviewed and accepted by a recognized Tippler 
organization as a Timer and notification of such acceptance is forwarded to the Association President and 
Central Timer prior to the fly. 

Section 2. Honor System. Any member who cannot secure the services of qualified “Timer” may 
compete under the Honor System. Times flown in the Honor System shall be kept separate from the 
Official System. Also any record flown under lliis system may not be honored as club, national or world 
record, with the exception of the FTA Honor System record. 

ARTICLE VI 
Officers 

Section 1. Any member of this Association is eligible for election or appointment to National Office if 
said member has been a member in good standing of this Association during the one (1) calendar year 
immediately preceding the calendar year in which said member is elected or appointed to national office. 

Section 2. Duly elected officers shall assume their duties on the first day of January and the term of 
Offices shall be for two (2) years. 

Section 3. The elected officers of this Association shall be: 

(a) A National President. 

(b) A Secretary. 

(c) A Treasurer. 

(d) Two (2) Vice-President, an Eastern and Western Vice-President without designation of 
rank. 

(e) Board of Dircctors-Five FTA members elected at large. 

(0 Local Club Representative-An FTA member elected by Local Club. 

(g) Publicity Director. 
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Section 4. Duties of Office. 

(a) National President - It shall be the duty of the National President to preside at all 
Association meetings and to govern the Association and exercise the usual functions of 
the presiding officer; he shall cast the deciding vote in all cases of a tie in Executive 
Board decisions. 


(b) Secretary - It shall be the duty of the Secretary to furnish a receipt to the National 
President for such funds as are turned over to him by outgoing officers, and execute an 
inventory for such property as he may receive from his predecessor upon entering 
officer. He shall keep copy of the minutes of all association meeting and conduct all 
correspondence of the Assocration. He shall edit and publish the FTA Bulletin and 
distribute it to all members. Secretary may receive a salary of 10% of the year end book 
balance plus dues and bands paid. 

(c) Treasurer - It shall be the duty of the Treasurer to furnish a receipt to the National 
President for such funds as are turned over to him by outgoing officers and execute an 
inventory for such property as he may receive from his predecessor upon entering office. 
He shall be custodian of all funds and properties belonging to the Association, pay all 
bills and expenses of same when authorized to do so. He shall order all bands and issue 
seamless bands on January 10 of every year, also throughout the year (unless sold out) 
until November of said year as ordered. There will be a charge set by the Executive 
Board for FTA seamless bands which shall be sold in multiples of twenty-five (25) only. 
HE SHALL SELL BANDS TO FTA MEMBERS ONLY. He shall keep an accurate 
record of all bands sold and to whom the bands are sold. He shall at the end of each 
year (December 31) prepare a financial statement showing income, expenditures, book 
balance, amount of deposit in bank, and any cash assets He shall be prepared to present 
all receipts and documents relating to such financial statement. He should also take 
inventory of all FTA belongings. The complete financial and inventory report is to be 
published in the first quarter FTA Bulletin. He shall also submit a report to the Execute 
Board semiannually. Treasurer may receive a salary of up to 10% of the year end book 
balance plus dues and bands paid. 

The offices of Secretary and Treasurer may be filled by one individual if the need arises 

(d) Eastern Vice-President - In the absence of the National President, or in the event of 
his inability to act, the Eastern Vice President will act as the presiding officer at any 
Association meeting or functions east of the Mississippi River. 

Western Vice President - In the absence of the National President, or in the event of 
his inability to act, the Western Vice-President will act as the presiding officer at any 
Association meeting club functions west of the Mississippi River. 

(e) Board of Directors -- There shall be a Board of Directors made up of five (5) elected 
members of the Association who shall assist in all decisions made by the Executive 
Board in regard to Associatron business and functions.

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Publicity Director - It shall be the duties of the Publicity Director to publish 
articles of interest in the various pigeon publications to make the Association better 
known to its members and also potential future members. Should the Publicity Director 
not be elected to one of the other offices on the Executive Board, he shall be sent a copy 
of all Executive Board communications to be kept abreast of Association activities. 
Central Timer - It shall be an appointed position: this appointment is done by the 
Executive Board Said person may be a non-flyer, but a member of the Association in 
good standing and of honest repute. All correspondence concerning Association 
participation in flying competitions shall be the Central Timer’s duty The Central 
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Timer shall keep a record of all entry fees received and forward such to the Treasurer. 
Central Timer will receive Timer’s Report Forms from fly participants and, in a timely 
manner, compile fly results and report such results to the participating flyers after the 
competition of each fly; send all fees received to the Treasurer, send entrant’s Timer’s 
Report Forms and a complete flying report to the Secretary; and furnish a flying report 
to the Publicity Director. 

Section 5. Executive Board. - The Executive Board shall be made up of the following officers: the 
National President, Eastern Vice-President, Western Vice-President, Secretary, Treasurer, Board of 
Directors, Local Club Representatives. The duty of the Executive Board shall be to decide upon all 
Association policies until the next bi-annual Election. 

ARTICLE Vn 
Flying Competition 

Flying Competition - The Association shall set dates for 13 competitions consisting of both a Saturday 
and Sunday. These 13 flying dates shall be broken down into four flying series. 

Weekday flying - Those who cannot participate in the weekend FTA competitions may petition the Board 
to be allowed to choose consecutive weekdays during the week prior to the fly weekend. 

Flying Competition: Winter Series - Any age kits 
Spring Series - Old bird kits 
Summer Series - Any age kits 

Fall Series - Young bird kits only, followed by a Stock Fly made up of eight 
or more any age birds. 

Entry Fees - There shall be a fee for each flying competition set by the Executive Board. 

Awards - There shall be a recognition awarded to the winner of each Flying Competition who flys 
according to the Flying Rules of the Association, provided such fly has reached six (6) hours or more. 
Diplomas are awarded to all kits which fly eight (8) or more hours in FTA competition. 

Aggregate time - The FTA Aggregate diplomas are awarded to the flyer with the highest summation of 
time flown in three of the four series in each competition year. 

ARTICLE Vm 
Affiliations 

The FTA shall be affiliated with the National Pigeon Association and the American Pigeon Fanciers 
Council. 


ARTICLE IX 
Exhibitions 

The Association shall hold one official meeting open to all members in conjunction with the NPA Grand 
National Pigeon Show. T. e National Shew shall always be heid in conjunction with the Grand National 
Pigeon Show, when said show is held in an area in which as Association member is willing to coordinate 
the FTA meet and meeting. 


ARTICLE X 
Amendments 

Section 1. All amendments to either the Constitution or Fly Rules mus. be accepted by a majority vote of 
the Association membership dunng the time of the bi-annual election or a special election if deemed 
warranted by h’ Executive Board. 
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Section 2. Procedure. 

(a) Proposed amendment must be submitted in writing to the Association President and 
Secretary. 

(b) During Officers’ Communications, the Executive Board will discuss the merit of the 
proposed amendment and, no sooner than two communications later, they will ballot as 
to whether the proposal merits general membership consideration. 

(c) By majority vote, if the Executive Board decides the proposal warrants membership 
consideration, the proposed amendment will be carried with a brief discussion of its 
ramifications in the FT A bulletin. 

(d) Membership will be allowed until the next bulletin to forward their comments to the 
President and Secretary for publication in the bulletin. 

(e) The proposed amendment will be listed on the next general membership ballot, issued 
no sooner than the bulletin after proposal introduction, and the dec.sion rendered by a 
majority vote of ballots returned. 
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FLYING TIPPLER ASSOCIATION OF AMERICA 

FLYING RULES 

1. 

Each flyer to fly minimum of three (3) to a maximum of seven (7) Tipplers in FTA competition 
excluding the Stock Fly where a minimum of eight (8) birds are required. Stock kits may be 
flown in any scheduled competition and compete on par with regular sized kits. 

2. 

The kit longest on wing to win, providing that there are no objections made against them (kit 
and/or flyer) and that the kit flies to the following rules. 

3. 

The FTA will not designate an official starting time, but will leave this up to the option of the 

Local Club or flyer. However, the Timer must be on hand to check the band numbers of each kit 
bird and to observe the release. 

4. 

All competing birds must be banded with a reputable size 'A' seamless band showing the year, 
number and organization thereon, i.e., FTA, NPA, APC, UPF, or Local Club. 

5. 

In Young Bird Series, only youngsters banded with recognized Tippler organization (i.e., - FTA, 

FTS, ATU, OTU, etc.) bands are eligible.. Young birds may compete in old bird contests. 

6. 

In any Association competiuon a flyer found flying birds with stretched or tampered bands shall 
be disqualified. 

7. 

Record Flys 

a. A record may b, .. ..ijier in a scheduled or in a prearranged fly. The flyer is 

required to have r . Timer. If a record is accomplished, it must pass a two 

thirds majority vote ■ ■ c Board before being accepted as a club record. 


b. In a prearranged fly, the i . . m irm the Central Timer and Secretary of the flyer’s 

intentions a minimum of ! wc ; . davs prior to the fly date, and submit the name of the 

Timer and the date of fly. 


c. If a record is broken, a detailed flying report must be turned into the Local Club, and 

copies mailed to the FTA Central Timer and the Secretary within 24 hours following the 
fly. 

8. 

Kit to be liberated no earlier than one hour prior to sunrise as stated in the local newspaper in 
that area, and released no later than ten A M. on the morning of the fly, and at the termination of 
the fly settled within the Flyer's boundary, trapped and checked in by the Timer. In checking in. 

Timer must compare the band numbers of each kit bird with those numbers taken at die time of 
release. 

9. 

Kit still on the wing at 12:00 midnight will be considered still on the same fly day until dropped 
and trapped, or disqualified for infractions of the flying rules. 

10. 

Time is to be taken when; bird drops from kit without inducement, droppers put out, or dropping 
lights put on. Elapsed flying bme determii ed by the difference between earliest of these times 
and the lime of liberation. 

11. 

Timer is free to judge from whatever location he considers best to verify that the kit is performing 
in compliance with the competition rules. 

12. 

When first bird drops without inducement droppers put out or dropping lights turned on, flyer 
has (1) hour to settle and trap the entire kit or be disqualified. 
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13. Non-Kit Birds 

a. DROPPER RULE - Any breed other than Tipple r may be used as a dropper working 
outside of a wire confinement or exposed directly '.o the flying kiL Tippler may be used 
in a wire confinement but not exposed directly to the flying kit at anytime during 
dropping and trapping period or anytime thereafter until band numbers are checked. 

b. RETURNING BIRD - Should any bird(s) return to flyer’s loft during the flyinp period, 
time shall be noted, a description given, band number taken, and matter deci by the 
Executive Board. 

14. Kit must be released within the flyer’s boundary. 

15. Flyer’s boundary is 100 feet radius from center of flying loft. 

16. Any bird settling within flyer’s boundiry at starting time, five (5) minutes from starting time 
shall be allowed flyer to get it on the wing again, should he fail to do so in the time limit, he shall 
be disqualified. 

17. Birds dropping outside of flyer’s boundary, time is to be taken and flyer is to be disqualified. 

18. Any flyer’s birds raking away from the sight of the Timer during the first 2 1/2 hours of the fly, 
shall be allowed the remainder of the first 2 1/2 hours or one hour, whichever longer, for birds to 
reappear in sight. Thereafter kit must be seen at least once an hour until the conclusion of the 
fly. 

19. Should the Timer see just cause for disqualification, the Timer must acquaint the flyer of the 
reason, befo'e leaving. 

20. If a Timer refuses to sign a Timer’s report, the flyer may submit it to the Central Timer with a 
complete report by both the flyer and the Timer and the fly will be taken under consideration by 
tiie Executive Board if the Central Timer feels it merits their consideration. 

21. The Timer is to have access to any location he is appointed to judge. 

22. Any Flyer insulting or hindering the Timer in the execution of his duties shall be disqualified. A 
report of the incident filed with the Executive Board by the Tinier involved. 

23. Anyone who is a FTA member, known as a Tippler fancier, not related to the flyer by blood or 
marriage, and not the flyer’s partner, may act as a Timer if familiar with the Flying Rules and 
not barred from flying or being a Timer by the FTA or other Tippler organizations. Any pigeon 
fancier, preferably a Tippler Fancier who is approved by the recognized Tippler organization, 
may serve as a Timer for any FTA member. He does not have to be a member of the FTA. His 
Tippler organization acceptance must be sent to the FTA President and Central Timer. 

24. A Timer may be relieved at any time during the day, but he must not leave until the relief Timer 
has arrived and been briefed and the band numbers of the kit given to that person. Both Timers 
must sign the Flying Report and state time that the relief Timer took over. 

25. If the kit is on a split, not able to all be seen by the Timer at the same time, the flyer has thirty 
minutes to decide whether he will dm,, ’as kit or take a chance on their getting together. If he 
drops them within the hour limit, he gets credit for the time flown up to the time dropper is 
released. If the kit does not drop, flyer is disqualified. Should the flyer opt not to drop the kit 
and they can all be verified as flying, no matter how far apart they may be, time is allowed to 
continue until termination of the fly. 
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Should flyer decide to drop the kit, he should inform the Timer of his intentions to do so, and 
method of the drop. If eligible to drop kit, time is to be taken when method of drop is acted upoa 

27. No gadgets or whistles are to be attached to birds in competition. 

28. No one is allowed near the flying loft while the kit is flying, except with the permission of the 
Timer. 

29. No flyer is to alter the appearance of the loft in any way within the seven (7) day period prior to 
the competition date. 

30. Any nuisance belonging to the premises must not be allowed in the area during the competition. 

31. The flying report must contain the following information: Date, name and address of flyer, age 
and sex of kit birds, starting and finishing times, number of birds in idt, band numbers of kit 
birds, time flown, summary of weather conditions and general remarks. Repori must be .omplete 
and accurate, containing all the required information. 

32. A copy of the flying report should be submitted to the Local Club, and the Timer’s report to the 
Fl'A Central Timer. Submit in person or by mail within 24 hours after the fly. 

33. Any circumstances arising that are not governed by the foregoing rules, the Executive Board 
shall have full power to act thereon, and their decisions in all matters will be final. 

34. Band numbers of kit birds to be noted on flying report by the T mer before releasing the kit. 

35. Upon being dropped and trapped, band numbers to be compar A with aforementioned list. If not 
identical, flyer disqualified. 

36. DPIV1NG BIRDS - Any person Tightening birds or causing them to be frightened or chased, 
either directly or indirectly, the Timer shall satisfy himself that the flyer did not personally 
frighten his kit, or induce outsiders to do so Otherwise, time shall be noted on flying report, and 
a complete report of the incident shall be submitted to the Central Timer. The Timer however, 
conunues to time until the kit drops. Both times to be shown on flying report. Executive Board 
to rule on the matter and decide whether the kit is to be disqualified at the time of the incident or 
fly credited to ti e time of normal termination. 

37. Lights may be used prior to release, to handle of kit, to verily band numDers, etc , but all artificial 
lighting in loft must be extinguished before the kit is released. 

38. The use of artificial lighting when dropping the kit after dark will be permitted under flu. 
following rules: 

a. Any competitor's kit flying until dark (dark will be considered that period of time 
falling ten (10) minutes after official local weather bureau designated lime for sunset) 
may continue to fly in compeuuon as long as they can be seen at least once each hour. 

b. Birds are termed as still being a kit if they can all be seen in the dark at the same rime, 
regardless of how far apart they are flying. No artificial lighting may be used for this 
task. Kit must be seen once each hour during dark flying. 

c. If the kit is seen to be split up aftc' dark refer to rale #25. 

d. When flyer wishes lo drop kit he must inform the Timer that he is going to turn on 
dropping lights and the Timer will taka le. 
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e. The flyer will have one (1) hour from the time lights are turned on to drop and trap kit. 
Flyer may catch any bird actually roosting within the boundary. If not done in time 
limit, flyer will be disqualified. 

f. If the whole kit is seen together after the lights have been put on, time is to be taken 
when lights were first shown, even though birds have not been seen within the hour 
allowed.

INTRODUCTION 


The FTA Hall of Fame Flys are a tabulation of the twenty best flying times flown in the 
respective contests in recent times, since late !960’s, for which we have FTA Bulletin 
evidence to support The basis of this record was initiated in 1982 by the research of 
Omer Ogren, a dairy farmer in Texas, who wanted something to keep busy with during the 
“slow” time of the winter Omer not only suggested the project, he was willing to do the 
work, and in the February, 1983 FTA Bulletin the results, an article titled “Stats ‘N Stuff,” 
were published listing the top ten times flown in each FTA fly, both Official and Honor 
Systems. Omer suggested that these Honor Rolls be kept and updated annually. 

In 1987, S. Robert Powell added the “Honorable Mention” list to the Honor Rolls which 
tabulated the 11th through 20th best times for each contest too. Since the August, 1991 
FTA Bulletin these two lists have been combined and issued by Jerry O’Rourke as the 
“Twenty Best Times” for each contest. 

In 1998, Jerry O’Rourke and Tim Kvidera took on the task of thoroughly auditing the 
current listings and including more information, as attainable -- kit bird band numbers 
and sex. The finished result has gone through another name metamorphosis and is 
presented herein as the Hall of Fame Flys

The Plying Tippler Association of America was organized In the year 
1938 for the advancement of pure bred Plying Tipplers. In doing so the 
usual by-laws and flying rules were drawn up, but more important, a sign, 
a trade mark, a mark of distinction was chosen. 

The Storey tells the story. The Storey is the picture of the Plying 
Tippler light print cock appearing on the Association's letterheads and 
membership cards et cetera. This claslc bird Is "Westering Prince", winner 
of eight ists Including Crystal Palace bred and owned by Mr. Geo. H. Storey, 
"".festering", Kenton Road, Gesforth, Uewcastle-on-Tyne, England. Westering 
Prince Is of the Macclesfield variety and naturally Storey In strain. 

The Storey appears on page 169 of Pigeons of To-Day by various leading 
authorities through Pancy Press Ltd., Idle - Bradford - lorks, England, and 
made available by the American Pigeon Journal In 193T. Westering Prince 
was chosen to Illustrate the apex of the breed In the covering section of 
the book. 

The Storey strain was imported Into Canada and the United States both 
directly from England and through Canada. The blood lines have poured over 
into many of our States and positive records trace them not only to Hew 
Tork but Arkansas and Florida as well. Plying and Show records of this 
strain have been enviable. Of course, a strain ends with its originator 
and is blended in with other strains of the Individual breeder. Many have 
sought out the pure Macclesfield which is a culmination of the breeders 
of that area of England. 

The Storey Is the most perfect engraved Image of a Plying Tippler 
that I have ever seen. He is the basis for all standards that have ever 
been agreed upon in the Plying Tippler.

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ORIGINOFTHE TIPPLER

A number of people have asked me the origin of the 
Flying Tippler and in answer I am offering the following ar¬ 
ticle for what it is worth. I am not an expen but in conver¬ 
sation with fanciers of more experience and what I have 
read. I think that what I can tell you on the subject may give 
you a fair idea of how the Flying Tippler originated. 

According to Fulton's "Book of Pigeons , the Rollers. 
Tipplers and Tumblers all descended from the Flying Tum¬ 
blers which were flown in England about one hundred years 
ago. Following is a quotation from this book on the differen¬ 
ces between Rollers and Tipplers. 

-Rollers are those which at every exhibition of their 
rolling powers pass through an unaccountable number of 
backward revolutions or somersaults, in such quick suc¬ 
cession as to appear like a falling ball. A good Roller should 
fairly roll twenty feet. 

Tipplers shoulo nearly throw a single somersault, and 
this very frequently; buy any more is sufficient to cause him 
to be plucked at the earliest opportunity. 

Some prefer the highflyer, and make a selection as to 
incorporate in one flock only such birds as can traverse the 
realms of space for half a day or more. Others consisder that 
a flock of high and long fliers, even if slow workers, affords 
the full enjoyment which such display can afford, if only 
they will ‘scrape the sky' for half an hour; still other prefer a 
well chosen flight of 30 good and true acrobats, brilliant 
workers, composed of three-fourths good strong-flying mid¬ 
sky workers, and the remaining fourth long rollers of 
superlative merit as leaders. Then there are others who 
believe the nearest realization of merit is that a flight of 
good Tipplers, such as perform in a compact mass, their 
single revolutions with perfect accuracy and uniformity, 
such as fly high, are always busy and endure long flights 
with comparative ease. 

Now you will see by the foregoing, that the Tippler was 
originally a bird with tumbling instincts, hence the name 
“Tippler” to designate a single tumbling bird. 

In other books I have read, they tell about English Fan¬ 
ciers and their tumbling birds. Some fancies wished their 
birds to do a series of tumbles or rolls, but only fly for an 
hour or two. These fanciers therefore bred from birds which 
did the most rolling, and in time developed the Roller as we 
know it today. Other fanciers did not care about tumbling in 
their birds, but wanted birds to fly a long time. The longer 
the birds flew and the less tumbling they did. the better their 
owners liked them. In time these fanciers developed a bird 
which would not tumble and used it's energy to fly longer. 
As they put it. "would fly the clock around". 

The fanciers who lived in the vicinity of Birmingham, 
England and went In for the roller type of bird, hence today 
you ail know about the "Birmingham Roller”. On the other 
hand, fanciers in the vicinity of Sheffield and Lincoln went in 
for the long flying birds, and these became famous for the 
"Tipplers” or long flyers. I have a book written by George 
Smith of Sheffield about 40 years ago, and in it he tells about 
the fanciers in the different districts and the type of birds 
they flew. 

The Tippler, as we know it today, has a longer face 
than the Roller or Tumbler and I believe, some time during 
the making of the breed, that the "Cumulet" was crossed 
with the Flying Tumblers to give the birds better flying 
ability and to check the tumbling tendancy. Some strains of 
Tipplers have a definite resemblance to Cumulets in their 
heads, also seem to fly higher than the ones who do not 
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have this characteristic. Apparently the Cumulet derived its 
name from the word "cumulus”, which means "clouds , and 
its' ability to fly high in the clouds. George Smith, in his 
book, said that they were imported from Germany and that 
they had plenty of muscle and brain power. They also had a 
liking to ramble for miles from home, returning only at inter¬ 


vals, then going away again. 

As a boy I flew Rollers and I know that they never did 
any rambling while flying, so that is why I think that the Tip- 


my Tipplers once or twice an hour. 

Now to sum up the evidence, as the judge would say, 
think the Tippler really started from the flying Tumbler and 
later the fancier added a Cumulet cross to try to eradicate 
the tumbling habit and also add stamina and long flying 
powers. _ 

There is quite a difference between strains of Tipplers. 
As George Smith puts it. "Some fly because they like to fly, 
others because you make them fly". I have noticed the dif- 
ference myself. 

Tipplers come in quite a variety of colors, the most 
common being Prints and Mottles. The Prints have white 
bodies, with dark tails and wing tips and dark markings on 
the neck. The mottles are . ^ same as prints, with the light 
and dark feathers alternating on the side of the wings. 

I have had nearly every color except solid Black and 
pure White. I bred a Black Chequer last year and a white with 
only a few yellow markings on the head. There are numbers 
of other colors and the following is the list of colors I have 
bred myself: Dark Print, Mottles. Braonzes, Blue, Blue Griz¬ 
zle, Silver, Silver Grizzle, Duns in Solids, Grizzles, Mottles 
and Prints. Reds in solids, mottles and prints, Yellows in 
solids, mottles and prints. Black Chequer and Blue Chequer. 
As to flying acility, I have found that one color flies equally 
as well as another in my birds. 

Now you will understand that the Tippler as we know it 
today is a bird with the most graceful wing action and won¬ 
derful stamina. He seems to move along with very little ex¬ 
ertion and certainly must be able to do so when we expect 
him to fly from dawn to dusk. I think he is the most 
fascinating of the flying varieties and many happy hours can 
be spent by watching him soar in the clouds, even while the 
owner works in his garden or does other chores about his 


IIUIMC. 

Cocks and hens fly equally as well, but I like the style 
of the hens better. They seem to have a more graceful wing 
action and fly steadier. Cocks are inclined to do some clap¬ 
ping of the wings and this tends to break up the kit. I flew a 
kit of 10 hens last tall and believe me they were a treat to 
watch as they soared along, seemingly without any effort at 
all. The only trouble with hens is that when training for a 
long fly they must be put in individual pens or they will mate 
up and lay, which would be disastrous from a long flying 
angle. I even found at time 't necessary to pen cocks 
separately, as they mate up and cause trouble with the 
others. 

I always mate up my birds in February and separate 
them in June, putting cocks in one pen and hens in another. 
However, a number of cocks always mate up about this time 
of the year and also a number of the hens, which shows that 
they are lively and full of vigour. 

I hope this little article will be a help to some of the 
boys and will clear up some doubts and misunderstandings.

SHOWING THE FLYING TIPPLER 


As vou may or may not know, there are dlffereirt styles 
of flying amongst the strains of Flyinq Tipplers. You've 
probably read about or heard from other fanciers about the 
"butterfly wing action" of one strain and the "bow and 
arrow" style of another and that some fly slower than others 
while there are those that "rake" or "ramble" quite far. But 
let us concern ourselves now with that part of style that I en¬ 
joy most — Height. Flying height with Tipplers and other 
pigeons is affected by weather (thermals, wind speed and 
direction, humidity) and the body structure of the birds. The 
true Tippler fancier pays attention to the local weather 
forecasts during the flying season and especially to those 
few days just prior to a competition whereby the use of the 
wrong ingredients could affect their long performance. If 
you have been studying your flying kit in various types of 
weather during their training, you'll soon learn what their 
best wind direction is for long time flying and pray that you 
have the same on the big dav. 

Some strains are well known for their high-flying 
ability, that is not to say that they are knocking their heads 
against the clouds for the entire day though, in some cases, 
for the better part of it. High flying, with emphasis on the 
high, on a contest day with a clear blue sky and a helpful 
wind can and at times does cause a fancier to suffer 
disqualification being that the kit couldn't be located during 
either the two and one half hour or the one hour oeriod. I 
have refered kits, on contest days, that flew at great r eights 
and had to almost strain my eyes following them (a good pair 
of sun glasses is a must) and forget about blinking your 
eyes with them up so high because you'll surely lose them! 
During one contest, while acting as a refree, a certain ‘ancier 
was almost disqualified six times during the day for being 
out of sight for an hour, but luck was with him as together 
we located the kit just in time! It's always a pleasure for me 
to have witnessed a kit that had been flying “In the top” (as 
the English fanciers put it) on Contest Day and more so 
when the kit is my own! 

As for the second type, the style of flying can varv 
from slightly higher than roof-top level to the "pin-point”. As 
one Canadian flyer, who commented on his own Tipplers' 
style, said, "One minute you can see them above the roof 
tops and shortly thereafter they're like diamonds in the sky". 
While another top flyer from Toronto has said to me that on 
Contest day, his kit would stay low for a couple of hours un¬ 
til they settled down and would then go on the "rambles" for 
the better part of each hour. With favorable weather con¬ 
ditions, his kit would “bury" themselves in the blue whlh 
caused him to be concerned. 

As for the third type, which I classify as low to medium 
flyers, are rarely seen “up in the blue" but prefer to do most 
of their flying at or near the rooftop level. As youngsters, 
they may climb to a medlum’helght and remain for a brief 
period, but then lower and continue at a low working height. 
Unless you really know their flying style, they could keep 
you on your toes while they skim over the «oof tops where 
they could be affected by almost anything. I’ve seen them 
lower than the rooftops on occasion and instead o< looking 
up for them, I was looking down at theml This type can and 
will fly for long periods, but to watch them for that length of 
time would have me biting my nails to the quick. 

So. for all potential Tiopler fanicers, prior to pur¬ 
chasing your initial three pairs of breeding stock, be sure 
and discuss the flying style with the owner, also his method 
of training and feeding. 

In closing, jus* allow me one more comment. For a 
fancier to bs disqualified on a competition day is a heart¬ 
break because of the time spent In training the kit and the 
hopes shattered for mailing in a good tlmei's report. Nobody 
wants to be disqualified, though I would rather have my kit 
disqualified due to them enjoying themselves at such a 
great height and being out of sight for the hour period (and 
at times by just a few minutes) rather than to see them per¬ 
ched down the street doing a "high wire act” on some 
telephone cable.

A lot of planning goes into snowing a Flying Tippler or any other breed ot 
bird it is not a project that can oe accomplished in a week or two. it's a year round 
proiect 

Starting off. a clean loft with good food and dnnk is essential in breeding 
healthy youngsters Weather permitting, a bath should be given on a weekly or 
biweekly basis During the moult a bath is more important Additives such as borax 
or baking soda may be added to aid in the cleaning process. 

A lot ot time snouid be spent with the birds, especially as youngsters 
talking to them and handling them Getting them used to you will help eliminate 
wildness. Some birds require more time than others: the Lovatt and Schettieid 
strains require less time than the Gordon Hughes and Macdeslields. Being locked 
up m a show cage tor hours or sometimes days is an ordeal tor any bird, but if it is 
not properly prepared, it will be wild iri the caqe and hurt itself. Ruffled leathers or 
a broken flight teahter may occur and no matter how super the bird looked at home 
in its own iott. it will not impress the iudge m this condition 

The general appearance of a Tiooier is a Met to be considered. The bird 
should look alert and snouid have a well orooonioaed bodv it should be tree ot 
lice, pm holes and Ire* marks if detected these usually are grounds lor automatic 
disqualification The bird should be m condition — not lat or soft The average 
Tiopler weighs 8 lo 13 ounces A good indication ot the condition »s by checking 
the vent which is located at the end ot the breast bone The vent bones should be 
tight (close together) 

Fmol preparation before showing is to use a damp cloth to wipe oft any dirt 
that will detract from the appearance ot the bird If you nave earners wen separate 
compartments this would be the best to use. it not. do not mo hens wen cocks. It is 
better to lake two carriers 

Each iudge is looking basically tor ine same thing — qood body pruoonion 
good leather condition (broad pnmarv ano secondaries) and deanuness It doesn t 
matter what strain ot Tippler you snow some strains do snow bener man other 
With regard to color I have found tnat most iudges prefer colors such as light and 
dark grizzles, monies and prints rather than solid colors, blacks. ;eds and yellows 

Don t be atraid to start snowing your Tipplers It you are nesdam as to show 
quality, visit as many shows as you can gel to Talk to exhibitors, observe ludgmg 
techniques and asx the iudges wnv tney reiected or acceoted a partcutar bird 

The best way to snow is ov doing I can't emonasize this enough Not only is 
it a good wav to spend the day but you get the unique oooonumty to talk with 
experienced breeders and iudges 

The Tippler is a dual purpose breed and can be used tor long time Hying ano 
snowing Give it a chance to live uo to its lull potential 
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FLYING TIPPLER 
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UTILITY FEATURES (67 pts.) 

CONDITION (25 pts.): Hard, firmly muscled. 
Light in weight for size. Clean and alert. 

WINGS (12 pts.): Stress the importance of 
secondaries. Broad flexible, overlapping 
feathers should be present, no gaps in the 
wings. Flights should be earned atop the tail, 
and give every sign of strength. Top line 
smooth and without "sail" or "sideboards”. 

TAIL (6 pts.): Notably narrow, but capable of 
great expansion. Strong but resilient feathers. 
In entirety, small and light in weight. 

KEEL (6 pts.): shallow and long, for a Tippler 
not a Homer. Coming quite close to the "fort<" 
(vent end). 

FORK (6 pts.): Finn and close (to each other 
and to the keel). 

BACK (6 pts.): Broad at the shoulders, it tapers 
to a tnm, strong rump to achieve the breed's 
powerful wedge shape. 

CHEST (6 pts.): Broad and capacious, to 
accommodate the heart and lungs of a sporting 
pigeon. It should be big from side to side rather 
than projecting (onward. 

CUTTING: If any of the foregoing utility features 
are “cut" to as low as V* of the maximum 
number of points that are allowed to them (tor 
example, 16 out of the 25 points for condition) 
then disqualification is automatic. 

BEAUTY FEATURES (33 pts.) 

HEAD (3 Dts.): Small with refined shape and 
appointments Gracefully using from the beak, 
but with no frontal bulge. Flatness on top 
permitted. 


NECK (3 pts ): Medium short, sharply tapered 
Broad at shoulder, narrow at head. Tight and 
clean in front, no gullet. 

EYE (3 pts.): The "white” (pearl, gravel, etc.) 
type rather than the "color' 1 (yellow, orange, red, 
etc.; senes is desired. 

CERE (3 pts.): Fine and dark on intense 
colored birds, lighter on dilute birds. 

WATTLE (3 pts.): Small, smooth and white. 

LEGS (3 pts.): Short, red, free of feathers. 
Fairly wide-set with a rear placement 

FEET (3 pts.): Small but strong. Red with dark 
nails on intense colored birds, horn colored on 
dilutes, white permitted on pied birds. 

COLOR AND PATTERN (3 pts.): In this 
sporting breed less importance is attached to 
this category than to any other. With no 
preference given to any color or pattern, credit 
should be accorded to the success evident in 
approaching pattern definition and achieving 
nchness of color. Tipplers are permitted to any 
color, pattern or marking. 

STATION (3 pts.): Pronouncedly vertical rather 
than horizontal. Head up and back. More is to 
be expected of cocks in this matter. 

EXPRESSION (3 pts.): Smartness, eagerness, 
but not wildness should be dominant with no 
suggestion of dullness or lack of interest 

CUTTING: Beauty features, having no great 
effect upon the working ability of the pigeon, 
may be cut severely without disqualification. 
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The Construction of 


When constructing a loft tor Hying Tipplers several factors should be kept 
In mind before one is ready to start the actual construction of the loft 

The price of the lofl will possibly be the number one factor The cost of 
building materials has risen so much in the last few years that any fancier who 
intends to construct a loft should check building material prices 

Another factor that you should give consideration to is what sire loft you 
intend to build The size of the loft should be large enough to meet ycur needs The 
fancier should lake into consideration how many birds he intends to house in the 
lolt without over-crowding By doing this the fancier will get a pretty good idea as 
to how large a loft he will have to construct. 

Last, but by no means least, the fancier must try to picture what the loft will 
look like upon completion The loll should be a credit lo the fancier and not an 
eyescre Fanciers should take into consideration the people living around him. If 
the lolt is built well and has a nice appearance chances are none of his neighbors 
will complain On the other hand if the lolt looks like an eyesore, and is crudely 
built, you can be sure you are going to have troubles 

The construction of a flying Tippler loft should warrant consideration 
because, unlike ma p y other breeds, the Hying Tippler requires a lolt with some 
special features that other breeds do not require. Before starting to build my own 
loft I gave n a lot of serious thought. and i also made a set of plans so i would 
actually have something to follow 

The interested Tippler fancier should plan a toft which will have at least three 
partitions The reason lor this is that the fancier will be able to have a section for 
breeders, kit birds, and young birds. Also the sections will be useful when the 
sexes are separated after the breeding season 

Actual Con jtruction 

1 Where is loft to be situated on your premises This is very important 
because of the weather factor Here on the East coast we always try to face our 
front of the loft to the South Much of our bad weather comes from the North. 
Another point is that the birds gel plenty ol sunshine, which they seem to like 

2 The platlorm of Ihe loft My loft is so constructed that I have a olattorm on 
cement blocks It is a good idea to pour pillars, (which I unfortunately did not do) 

The reason tor the platform was to elevate the loft off the ground at least 
18" This allows air to circulate under the loft and helps towards a drier loft The 
platform should be built sturdy because it has lo hold a lot of weight My platform 
is 10x14 I use 2 x 6 beams and VI" longue and groove sheathing. The platform 
should be braced I placed Ihe beams 16" on center Once completed the platform 
will hold the loft you intend lo build. 

Framing the lolt When framing the loft the fancier should use a> least 2" x 
3" studs They should be placed 16" on centers In some instances heavier studs 
might be required if the fancier goes to a larger loft Windows and door openings 
should be framed before sheathing is applied 

Sheathing Tongue and groove or plywood can be used as sheathing It's up 
to the fancier which he prefers lo use I would suggest using at least Vt" plywood. 

If plywood Is lo be used it should be nailed every 6" When tongue and groove 
sheathing is used, it should be toenalled when ii is applied to the studs. 

The Rool — Perhaps the most important pari ol Ihe loti its |ob is to keep Ihe 
elements out ot the toft When the fancier has completed framing and sheathing the 
lolt. Ihe next step is the application of fhe roof Shingles may be used if the pitch of 
the roof is more than 4" Would suggest using a seal-down type ot shingle These 
are good because they will not be ripped off in high winds H the root has a pitch of 
less than 4" I would suggest that you use rolled roofing The rolls usually have a 
selvage of 17" It should be applied with liquid tar. No nails should be showing 
The way to do this is to nail the top of the sheet only

When applying the roof, the fancier should at the same time install root 
vents They are very important because they help to remove stale air in the lofl You 
should have at least two vents lo insure a proper flow ol air throughout Ihe lott 
They should be posmoned near the highest point of Ihe roof 

Siding — A wide variety of materials can be used for siding i prefer 
asbesi js but the fancier should use any ma'eriai he wishes lo Before apoiymg the 
siding ihe fancier should apply 15 oound felt II the fancier lives in a very cold 
climate i suggest he use 30 oound fen it will help keep out really cold wealher 
Fly Pens — When constructing ihe lly pens l used 2" x 2" cedar Before 
applying the screening I framed out the fly pens and applied a coal of linseed oil It 
helps to prevent the wood from deteriorating rapidly Atier this I started to apply 
Ihe screening First I app'ied the bottom of the fly pen i used 
'/?' screening The reason i used screening is that the birds walk upon this 
screening it also allows the droppings to fall through It helps to pr-. .ent sickness 
For Ihe front and sides of the fly pens I used 1" x 2" screening 

Alter this had been done I painted the whoie fly pen io give it a finished look 
Landing Screen — The Hying Tippler should have a landing screen This 
screen should be constructed so that it is higher than the roof of the lofl The 
reason behind this is that birds will use this screen to drop in on it should contain 
a set ol bobs or a trap door so they gam entrance lo Ihe lolt when they drop in The 
top ol the landing screen should be covered with 1 /8 wire screen Some fanciers 
cover the top ol the screen with plywood or longue and groove sheaihmq. but I 
prefer screening because il allows snow and ram to drop Itrough 

Interior of a Flying Tippler Loft 


Tne interior ot a Hying Tippler loft should be partitioned into three sedions: 
One lor breeders, one for young birds, one for kit birds 

Nest Boxes — The nest boxes of a flying Tippler lofl need not be very large l 
prefer a nesf box 12" x 16" Come fanciers prefer a larger nest box. and it is up lo 
the individual as to what size he prefers 

Nesf fronts give a neat appearance lo the interior ol the lofl and the birds like 
them I like them because it aids in maung-up pairs ol birds, and il affords the" 
birds a quiet pia^e in which to breed their young 

Box perches should be installed m each ol the three sections of the Tiopier 
lolt The reason tor this is that the birds have a place io perch when they a e not 
breeding in the case of the young bird section. I have installed enouqn box 
perches to insure that each bird has a place to perch The box perches should be at 
least 10" x 10" for Hying Tipplers I prefer them 12" x 12' They should be 
cons'ructed with 1" x 4" lumber 

The kit section ol <e loft should be constructed so that each bird will have a 
separate box that it can be placed m after a training flight The box should be 
constructed so that the birds cannot see one another while in the lofl The fronts 
can be made ol dowel or screening Provisions should be made on the front so that 
feed and water cups can be placed on them 

Every flying Tippler toll should have some sort ol electricity The reason tor 
this is that the flying Tippler fancier who intends to fly m competition will have to 
teed his kit birds by artificial light Also, it helps to have electricity in the loft when 
the days get snorter and the fancier returns from work in the dark By having light 
in the toft ihe fancier has Ihe opportunity to feed and water his bi.ds and spend a 
little time with them 

I hope I helped in some wav to describe how a flying Tippler loll s’lould be 
constructed If any interested fancier has any questions concerning the building of

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Kit Boxes. . .Group or Individual ?

Kit boxes that I've seen in lofts In the New York area vary In size and shape Most 
are located inside the main loft and are either in a section of their own or attached to a far 
wall. Slill others are outside ol the main loh and can be considered small lofts and/or 
"grotto" kit boxes. One ol the smallest kit boxes, that I've seen on movie Him. was two 
teet square and attached to the side of a loft. It housed 4 tipplers and the fancier flew his 
young bird kit over 13 hours from it My former referee, the late Bob Lewtn. had his kit box 
(3 ft long by 1 'h ft. high by 1 ’/; ft. deep) mounted on the inside left wall and flew his kit ol 
Old Hens lor 14 hrs 43 min from it. One of the first "group" kit boxes that I saw was 4 ft 
square and the fancier had placed il on a one-story rooftop. He housed both young and old 
tipplers m il with little or no trouble A tew other ATU members also have these outside 
"group" kit boxes and are about the same size as the one just mentioned but are used 
pnmarily (or Young Tipplers. I am told. All ot them have their own aviary mounted in tront of 
or on the root along with a trapping device. There are some that use the individual type ol 
kit boxes and these are about 14 inches square with about two or three ot them across. two 
or three tiers high The individual boxes usually have a small shell that extends the length 
and its' purpose is to hold the teed and waler containers lor each bird In front ol each door 
A separate section is required lor these boxes and other tipplers that aren t in training do 
not have access. 

The Canadian lanciers lavor the “group" kit boxes, built inside, that are about 4 tt. 
long by Vh high by 2Vi deep and house either old or young tipplers. Toronto fanciers have 
about three ot these type in a section ol their lolls 

The English fanciers have still another idea ol kit box(es| configuration. Their idea is 
to have in one section, about 8 ft long, group kit boxes, tor Ike young tipplers, on the floor 
and about 3’/» It. high. Vh ft deep, and 4 ft long These two kit boxes (side by side) 
have a retractable wall and can become one Above the group boxes are the individual 
boxes lor the Old Bird kit and there are as many as six across with two or three tiers high. 
Sometimes there are two additional large pens above Ihe individuals and can be used as the 
lancier likes Once again. Ihe individual boxes are about 15 inches square, each has a 
small block of wood lor the tippler to sit on 

There are some lanciers that have their doubts about kit boxes and claim tha t they 
can "get by" without them. Maybe they can but then why would most of the experienced 
lanciers resod to the kit boxes 7 The purpose lor the kit box (especially the individuals) is to 
keep the bird quiet and resting, conserving energy lhat will be expended only in training 
flights and also on Contest Day In a "tree" section (no kit boxes whatsoever) where 
tipplers are kept, 'hose tipplers that Ihe lancier releases as a kit waste their energy Hying 
Horn Ihe floor to the perch, out to the aviary and back again, many times every day 

Group kit boxes, as mentioned, can accomodate 8 tipplers or more but there should 
be a perch lor each, avoid overcrowding 1 It is a good idea to have the kit boxes semi-darir 
but do not block the ventilation. 

A lancier should begin to "box" his tipplers Irom Ihe start with young birds. 
Usually, t-vds never confined to kit boxes betore in their lives (Old birds mostly) lend to 
reiect the idea 

In closing. I believe that Ihe use ol kit boxes, especially the individual type. it. 
essential and correct in the training program of FLYING TIPPLERS

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FLYPENS, SETTLING CAGES AND TRAPS 


When looking at different Tippler lofts it is readily 
noticabie that fanciers have a variety of ways of accom¬ 
plishing similar ends. Not only are loft interiors designed 
differently, but so too are the exteriors. The functions which 
have to be accomplished for this flying breed are fresh air. 
familiarity with surroundings and a means of control. These 
are usually handled by ways of flypens. settling cages and 


Pigeon lofts should be constructed so as to >■« into the 
architecture of the surroundings. Although we enjoy and are 
proud of our hobby we should not be overly obtrusive. The 
loft exterior should be functional and project a positive 
image of our hobby and in no way be unsightly. 

The size of the flypen depends upon ones basic 
philosophy and location. Traditional writers suggested 
aviaries the size of the loft and more. Such can look very un¬ 
wieldy The reasoning for this large size was to allow the bir¬ 
ds plenty of room for exercise, to approximate a free flying 
environment. This is not necessary. The basic requirement 
is that the birds have access to fresh air and sunshine. This 
can be achieved with anything from a small sun porch to a 
large walk in aviary. Many fanciers supply bath pans, grit 
feeders and waterers in their fly pens in an effort to keep the 

loft interior dry and cleaner. 

When constructing the flypen, be sure to use small 
enough wire to keep out unwanted intruders, which may 
transmit disease and parasites - sparrows, starlings, etc. 
Another function of the wire to be considered is that it also 
keeps feathers from escaping. This is especially meaningful 
in the late summer and early fall when most of the birds are 
moulting heavily. If your birds are the source of a blizzard o 
feathers throughout the neighborhood you are not 
generating a good image of our hobby. I have found /« inch 
hardware cloth to be the most suitable for flypen screening. 

It is small enough to entrap most feathers and yet sturdy 
enough to keep out dogs, cats and inquizative children. 
Regular window screening Is not as durable and tends to 
"blind" with feather dust. 

What Is used for the bottom of the flypen depends on 
its size and location. Many use the ground as flooring In 
large flypens This is often covered with sand, gravel or 
sidewalk blocks If you use the ground as the bottom of your 
flypen be sure to extend the wire down a foot or so beneath 
the surface to discourage burrowing critters from tunneling 
in. If v 0 ur flypen »s up off the ground, you have the option of 
solid or wire flooring. Wire is convenient. If proper sized 
there will be minimal cleanup required inside the pen as the 
droppings will fa 1 ' through. Mesh sizes of V? x V* inch or 
larqer will work well, but do not use anyhtng larger than 1 x 
1 inch as footing will be difficult for the t-rds. Be sure that 
there is easy access to the area beneath th.s type of flypen 
to rake up droppings, feathers, etc. If you' flypen is located 
over something you do not wish to be soiled, for example 
another part of the loft, flower gardens, shrubs, etc., you will 
need to use a solid floor Construct it so that there is a slope 
away from the loft and drill some half inch or so diameter 
drain holes around the perimeter Holes this size will not 
plug too easily and will allow drainage of water from ram or 
splash from the bath pan and keep the pen dry. Solid floor 
pens require routine scraping for proper sanitation. 

A novel twist to the solid floor concept is to combine it 
with a wire floor. This brings together the superior sanitation 
enviroment of the wire floor and the containment of the solid 




Moor. There are two ways ot accomplishing this; mount a 
hinged or sliding floor beneath a wire lloor or suspend a 
removaibe wire Moor above a stationary solid floor. 

Flypens will help get the birds accustomed o the 
surroundings, but usually only tram one side ol the loth Set- 
tling cages are used to a'iow the birds limited freedom on 
the 9 roof 9 ol the loll where they can gel a better view of the 
lolt location. Settling cages are usually located so that 
the birds can also be taught how to enter the lof« through the 
trao Some allow their biros free access in and out of the set- 
tling cage from the lolt dm mg this training, others place the 
birds in the cage and call them into the lolt after a time Set- 
fling cages can be portable and lust set in Iron! ol the trap 
when in use or by a perminant part of the loft *' ruclu,e . 
Many incorporate a settling cage Into < he daal 9" °' h. a 
llypen. Settling cages should always be anchored to the o t 
and be sturdily constructed. When in use. not only are the 
birds becoming familiar with their environment but also they 
are acting as decoys lor neighborhood ca,s n ^ w ^ B1 e,c w * a a 
dltionally even a plain wire cage has appreciable wind 
resistance and can be easily toppled it not fastened down 
Perminant cages are achored as part of their construction. 
Portable cages should be hooked, clipped or tied down In 

S ° me yTsecontTf unci Ion of the settling cage is the elevation 
of the lott The cage extends the height of the lolt upward 
thereby 0 mak i n^| i t a more probable large, lor the kit to land 
on ai the termination of a tlight. It is hard to get Pigeons o 
land on a low root it there are higher spots around ShouId 
they land someplace other than on the loft, It many times Is 
tricky getting them to move to the l0 '< and uap 
hour limit. With this In mind, it Is a good Idea to make the top 
of the cage an acceptable landing surface. 

Seme system of trapping the birds is a must to achieve 
proper control over a kit. Many different designs can acoom- 
pllsh this task. Essentially the requirement is > hal ° f a °" a 
way door. Once the bird has entered it is trapped within 
the lott and not allowed tree access to the skies. The: most 
common version is that ot the wire "bobs , a row °<vertIda 
metai bars suspended from a horlzonal bar mounted so that 
they swing only inward. Assembled trap bar sets can be pur- 
chased rrom pigeon supply houses. A very inexpensive t ap 
can utilize a 'drop door", a horlzonally hinged door which 
extends a little beyond the opening so that it opens only nto 
the loft. The drop door Is left a|ar a lew lr thes and the birds 
drop ihrough the opening Into the lolt. Another trap style In 
volves making one or more holes In the root ot the llypen 
through which the entering birds can drop, but small enough 
so that a bird Inside cannot tty up and through The advan 
lages of these three systems Is that all are passive. The bir¬ 
ds can enter the lott without the aid or participation of the 

fancier. # wish ^ ge( actlve | y involved In the 

trapping ot their birds, there is a method ol <^>"9 *h' c '' 
uses a large hinged door on the llypen or cage. The tanicer 
opens the door and coaxes the birds into the cage. Once 
they are all inside and calmed down, he closes the door 
behind them, usually by means ot a rope pull. This method 
works well on birds which are skiddish at trapping Quickly 
under other methods either due to being high strung or 
having dropped before really wantmg to go intct .he lotIt. 

Position the trap in a spot easily accessable tor the 
birds Some incorporate a trap as part ot the settling cage, 
llypen or lott or a combination ol these. With lha 

birds can be taught to adapt to most setups. The simpler t ta 
the easier the task will be. 1 he key Is to get the birdsi Iam»i» 
with your routine and never vary it on tly day Irom that use 
in training. It your system is putting the d '' pda ' s 5 

caae when brinqinq the kit down ■ do not let the droppe 
free tly to get better recognition. They will spook theMl.. 
properly trained droppers Hying tree will often hit out and 
should the kit follow a disappointing disqualification 
results. 
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MACCLESFIELD TYPETIPPLERS

First ol an i must say that when we are talking about Macclesfield Tipplers 
we are really referring to the first known tipoier and not speaking about a pigeon 
that may or may not be in Macclesfield today 

As a small boy o' 8 or 9 years old. if anybody asked me what was the 
ditlecence between a tippler and a tumbler I would have replied Tipplers are 
small birds like tumblers except that they come in colors such as prints and mottles 
both intense and dilute and nearly all had bronze tinting on the feathers Tnere 
were also some blues and silvers They all had small round heads with pearly eyes 
Tumblers were ail sons ol co'ours from reds, blacks blues almonds and duns in 
various patterns ranging from seifs to those that had all white or mixed colored 
feathers called badges beards baidheads oddsides saddles grizz'es etc There 
are alS' some grizzle or grey tioolers Tumblers eyes were varied colors from pearl, 
orange and bull Tipplers could My very high for long periods, much longer than the 
tumblers " One day i voiced the latter bn of luvemte wisdom to an old tumbler man 
who then had racers He told me "You ought to go to Swansea to see the 
Tumblers Hying there " Alter all these years I can now appreciate what he meant 
You see here m Wales it is only Prints and Mottles that are called tipplers Other 
tumbler like pigeons not printed or mottles are called tumblers All pigeons of the 
tumbler type that have small round heads wdh short or medium beaks are said to 
be tipoier looking regardless ol colour Fnose that have long spindly beaks are said 
to be tumbler and also tippler like tumblers You will see all the types of tipplers at 
Swansea The old tumbler lancier in Merihvr was referring to the badges 
tatdheads. oddsides and saddles etc now and then llown as competition tipplers, 
as being tumblers As the original tipplers were crossed into the non tumbling long 
lime flying tumblers so we get these variations 

The original tippler originated in and around the town ol Macclesfield from 
which it spread around the whole of the Pottery Districts of England T hese pigeons 
were on the whole smallish according to oresent day terminology and featured not 
too long or short beaks, no' too lull toreneads though head was rather round: they 
had peart eyes good shoulders short shallow keels. well set bodies tapering down 
to the tail they also had clear short strong legs and small teet Flights were broad, 
covens well up with flights extending towards about hall inch from the end of the 
tail The colours were motlties dark and light, prints, chucks, greys bronzes 
nearly all having some bronzing showing in the colors Naturally one must expect 
that there was some variation in type but the Pottery tanciers practiced a great deal 
of inbreeding and therefore it is in order tor us to assume that eventually they 
varied according to me likes and dislikes ol the fancier breeding them At this 
stage f must say that at the lime of publication of Hepworths book, fanciers had 
not started mixing breeds to obtain the present day Exhibition Tippler though the 
Show Tippler was being bred 

There are tanciers who go around and claim that such and such a pigeon is a 
pure Macclesfield or pure Lincoln Crazy In my view there are now no longer any 
pure Macclesfield and certainly not Lincoln Crazy pigeons about We also get 
fanciers claiming they have pure so and so s pigeons Since in many cases the 
tanciers mentioned are deceased, and even il not. as the birds are not being bred 
to that fancier s ideals, i say it is a mistake to claim that one's pigeons are pure 
Lovatts or pure Joe Halt's etc Since they are being bred to the present owner's 
ideals, then they must fie considered his pigeons 

Although the origin of the original tippler (the Macc type) have not really 
been set down fully. I personally believe that this type of tippler could have only 
originated from a cross of the true almond (not dilute reds) with the mottles The 
Cumuiel may have been used in some non tumbling tumblers but in my opinion it 
could not have been used in the original tippler (the Maces) It does not have the 
right shape or size When you see a little Macc type tippler and then look at. say. 
a short laced almond tumbler, you can see a resemblance Both are smallish birds 
with broad breasts and short legs with small leet 

One guestion will always be asked about the Macclesfield Tipoier and that 
question is How are there lew il any Macclesfield Tipplers about today 7 The 
truth is that the pure Macclesfield Tippler did not meet the requirements ol the 
modern competition tippler The non tumbling tumblers of Leicester and 
Nottingham could fly lonoer than them in all weathers on the day nominated for the 
tty As a rule the pure Macclesfield tipplers were only tiown on good living days 
Also they were not as robust as the non tumbling tumbler However, tippler 
fanciers liked the style and look of the Macc They crossed them into the non 
rumbling tumbler in order to have the tumbler s strength but retain the style ol the 
tippler From these no doubt came the big strong Leicester prints We can also 
read ol the Maces having been taken to Sheflield where they were crossed into the 
Sheffield birds The great Sam Billmgham is said to have had these Macs also the 
late lack Whitely Joe Ha'l ol Stockport is also another well known old tippler flier 
that in fact Hew the Maces in competition His best lly with young birds was to win 
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the A C Cup outright While the Macc type T ippier was flown in competition it 
was some lime before they could beat the tumbler's time However I exoect there 
are lew if any people who have pure Macs today My own Macc type tipplers 
are Irom two locations I had some trom Mr Lee ot Sheffield (he had them from Mr 
L Guise of London some 40 years aao) and the ethers from Mr Travis nl Preston 
(he had them from Mr Guise of London about ten years agol Mr Guise's birds 
were in fact a blend of Joe Half's Maces . 8raceqirdies (Macc lype) and Lincoln 
Crazies Tom Beecmnor of Merthyr who was a friend of Mr Guise recollects that 
he saw badge tipplers though he also had a lot of bronzes Incidenally Mr Guise 
is said to have liked dari grey mottles Jhe best 

People well may ask why keep the Macc lype tippler’ The answer to this is 
quite simple There is no other pigeon that can llv so high with such a great style 
over a long period ol time There are few if any other flying breed that is so small 
Neat and graceful and pretty They are so pretty and nice that some old tanciers 
used to think so highly of them that they'd not put them in the oigeon shed but 
would keep them in a box of honour m their front oassage For someone that wants 
a lime Hying pigeon that llys with a beautiful wing action and whose sole ambition 
is stylish flying of periods up to and over 15 hours but not the tremendously long 
times m all weather and conditions as required ol the competition bird, then the 
Macc type is his pigeon if his pigeons do not Hy as high as he would like, then a 
cross to the Macc type hen should produce youngsters that will Hy high and with 
style of the Macc There is not a better sight than a kit ot Macc type tipplers Hying 
high in the sky on a day with high cloud and moderate breezes There are 
competition tipplers that Hy high over long periods However in my mind such 
tipplers owe their high Hying capabilities to the original Tippler "The Macclesfield

If any of you had fo sit down and come ud with an answer to the question 
' ‘What is the most important thing that has happened to the American Tippier sport 
in the oast 15 or 20 years ' I do not think that it would take much thought to come 
up with importation ol top quality flying birds from England as the maionty opinion 
This is not to say that we did not already have capable Hying pigeons on this 
continent The times that Hunt, et ai have llown m the past prove that we did. but 
in recent times we have not been able to constantly get diploma and double digit 
Itys until these recent imports had made the rounds to many of the lofts ot serious 
Tipplermen After a number of fanciers started to raise these imports and passed 
through the learning period discovering how to best handle them many 
commendable Hying times were achieved 

01 those birds that have been imported during this time span undoubtedly 
the most widespread and accepted are those that Perc Hagan brought over from the 
loft of Will Lovatt Mr Lovatt was the first to break the 20 hour barrier with a kit of 
Tipplers. Lovatt held the World Record lor Old Birds on two occasions On June 10. 
1957 he flew a kit consisting of two grizzles and a blue bar. band numbers 209. 
1006 and 706, for a time of nineteen hours and torty two minutes (19 42) Then on 
June 22. 1963 he again set the record with an even twenty hours (20:00) Down by 
three blue bars. 3156 3022 and 3033 As you know this record has since been 
broken a number of limes with the current mark being the 20 40 llown by Boden 
Not long after Mr Lovatt's record performance. Perc Hagan arranged to import 
three pair ol Lovatts birds It is from these six pigeons that all our Lovatts Stateside 
originated l had hoped to be able to carry with this article photos of these original 
Lovatt imports but unfortunately such do not exist Perc did have and was kind 
enough to lor ward photos of Lovatt's two record kits These l have reproduced and 
will accompany this article Even though we do not have photos ol the imports we 
do have descriptions The following are composites of information included on 
pedigrees provided with Hagan bred Lovatts and descriptions of the birds as Dick 
Seabridge saw them on his various trips down to Perc Hagan's. 


The six imports that Perc Hagan received from Will Lovatt included 

NTU—61—3159 A yellow hen with white feathers in her tail She had llown over 
ten hours for Mr Lovatt 

ATU—60—3380 A bronze tic hen She had some white feathering aroun* ner 
head She was llown 18 hours 57 minutes in the long day Hyot 1961 
NTU—61— 3164 A silver dun cock that had llown over 17 hours lor Lovatt 
Ntu— 6i—306 A bronze spec cock This bird had a lot ol white on him and 
probably is better described as a mottle 

NTU—63—1014 Perc had him marked down as a bronze cock. Dick describes him 
as a velvet black check, he was not a sell black This cock was flown by 
Lovatt 18 hours and 42 minutes in ti.c 1964 Whitsuntide Hy 
ntu— 63—1019 A silver dun hen that was llown over 15 hours by Lovatt. 

Cocks |306 and$l0l4 were hall brothers, both being bred from hen#3380 with 
different sires All of these original imports were closely related to the twenty hour 
record Lovatt kit ‘ ju can see trom the above that the imports were capable 
perlormers and a sound foundation for the resurgence of endurance Hying pigeons 
in America 

It is easy to arrive at the conclusion that these Lovatts were a healthy shot in 
the arm when you look at the performances ol Lovatt flyers Maybe the most 
notable being Bob Kennedy, ATU 0 B record holder • 15:04 with many 12 plus 
hour ttys Many others have done well with Lovatts Howard Carlson (ATU Y B 
record 13 47), the late Bob Lewm (lormer ATU record holder) Steve Bliszcz (FTA 
H S OB record 15:45). Dick Seabridge Perc Hagan. Jim Smith Howie Johnson. 
Joe Kelley. Wayne Tomsic and others all with many good Hying times

When Vic Jendzo, a successful Racing Homer flyer, 
decided to switch to Fly-ng Tipplers, his pigeon experience 
had taught him that years could be saved in the persuit of 
success by obtaining top quality stock from a reputable, 
established fancier. With that in mind, he chose to import 
birds from Mr Gordon Hughes of Derby, England. Hughes 
had been breeding and flying Tipplers since 1925 and during 
that time had numerous competitive flys in the upper teens 
of hours. Hughes set the World Young Bird Record of 18 
hours and 7 minutes in July 1973. (This has since been 
broken by Brian Wilson with a time of 18:10 flown July 4, 
1982.) Hughes' best old bird competition time was 20:03 
flown in 1978. A number of fanciers in England have been 
quite successful flying pigeons of the Hughes line. 

The four birds imported by Vic arrived in July 1967. 
They included three blue bar cocks: NTU-66-136. NfU-66- 
148and NTU-66-150 and one blue bar hen NTU-67-0136. (See 
F-ont Cover). To date these are the only Hughes imports 
known to have come to America. 

Vic bred and flew the Hughes birds for a few years, en¬ 
joying some success in ATU and FTA competitions. After a 
while his interest in Racing Homers was rekindled and he 
disposed of the Tipplers. The majority of them went to Henry 
Sampfield of Philadelphia, PA. Ed Buraczewski of Holbrook, 
NY and Mickey Conticchio of Jersey City, NJ also obtained a 
fev along with some other members of the American Tippler 
Union. Both the above hav - d to maintain Hughes 

birds in their lofts and hav^^^ m r mes.

From photos and accounts l, ,, < he also had a few 
blue badges and an occasional black self from some selec¬ 
ted out crosses after the time of Vic's importation. One of 
these badge crosses was in the 18:07 Yound Bird Record kit 
and she. when paired back into the basic family, produced 
the three birds in the 1978 20:03 kit. Over the years, whether 
by chance or happenstance, an occasional grizzle 
materialized in some American lofts. These were paired 
back into the blues maintaining the structural aspects of 
the Hughes family. 

The Hughes birds tend to be a little on the high strung 
side. In the couple years which I have flown them, this has 
not been much of a problem for me as I have a wide open, 
easy drop to the loft The way I have handled them in my flat 
area they have basically been a medium height flyer, but 
have put on some beautiful aerial performances at pin high. I 
have not extensively tested them in foul weather, but on a 
nice day I was fortunate enough to fly a young bird kit for 15 
hours and 32 minutes in July 1981. 

Although they are not necessarily a "beautiful" 
looking family o! Tipplers, the Hughes birds are proven en¬ 
durance fliers and have consistantly performed well in Great 
Britian. They have yet to achieve wide spread acceptance 
and support in America.

When Bob Prlsco of Moorestown, New Jersey decided 
to get seriously Into Flying Tipplers he chose to Import 
some top quality pigeons from Great Brltlan. Through the 
assistance of Arthur Davie, Bob was put In touch with Tom 
Sheppard. John Lewis and Syd Passmore, three neighbors In 
the Swansea area of Wales. These three all fly birds of 
similar heritage, essentially of Syd's making Arrangements 
were made and a shipment of ten birds came to the United 
Slates In April 1974. Seven of them from the loft of Syd 
Passmore, a long-time prominent figure In Great Brltlan s 
Tippler circles who held his area club's old bird record with a 
time of 19 hours 30 minutes. Two hens were from John 
Lewis, who set their club's young bird mark at 17 hours. 15 
minutes and one cock was from the loft of Tom Sheppard, 
the spokesman of the trio. 

The actual birds sent Included NTU-71-1 111, a blue 
cock; NTU-72 5188, a "huge" white cock; NTU-73-1126, a 
grey (blue grizzle cock; NTU-73-1134 a bronze badge cock; 
NTU-73-1113, a blue badge hen; NTU-73-1132, a blue odd 
flighted hen and NTU-73-1133, a black saddle hen al' from 
Syd Passmore. The two John Lewis hens Included NTU-73- 
1194, a dun and NTU-73-1202 a black badge hen. The Tom 
Sheppard cock was a black white tall band number NTU-72- 
1187. 

From the color descriptions listed above, you can see 
why these birds might be considered the most colorful ad¬ 
dition to the American Tippler scene In recent history. Some 
of these birds also carried recessive red, which resulted In 
some very striking red and yellow mottles for Bob. I had the 
good fortune to visit Bob a number of time while In New Jer¬ 
sey on business and was able to see and handle the Impor¬ 
ts as well as many of the offspring. The thing that most Im- 
piessed me was the wealth of quality feather Many of the 
birds had wings that lust wouldn't quit. 

Usually when one Imports pigeons, the birds take on 
the name of the originator (for example Lovatt, Hughes, 
Cullen, etc.) but In this Instance they became tagged with 
the name of the Importer, Prlsco, rather than the breeders, 
laybe this was due to the birds comln w from three different 
lofts. They were often referred to as "roller-marked" birds. 
Many times In a not so complementary manner. The Swan¬ 
sea birds never caught on in the New York, New Jersey area, 
which was and Is still heavy Into Lovatts. Bob's time was 
spread over many areas - school teaching, family, sports, 
racing thoroughbred horses, etc. • and maybe the birds never 
were given a fair shake. Although Bob flew a few ter plus 
hour competitive times, there was not much fancier Interest 
In his birds and eventually Bob lost heart and disposed of 
the birds. 

A few have given the "Prlsco's" a try and found them 
to be fairly easy to handle Most often the Imports are that 
they fly low One fancier has been known to watch his kit fly 
up and down the streets beneath his roof-top loft on a three 
story brownstone. There are many times when mine have 
had to climb to clear telephone wires, trees, etc. There are 
many things that affect the height of a kit — weather, feed, 
condition, terrain to touch on a tew — but also some strains 
prefer to fly at specific altitudes. It appears as though at 
least here In America the Swansea birds are low to medium 
height fliers. 

Through the generosity of Stan Ogozalek. I have been 
trying Pr'sco's for a couple years now Besides the feather 
quality already mentioned what has most Impressed me Is 
the steadiness of these birds In poor light I have con¬ 
sistantly had little or no problem getting even untrained kits 
to land In the semi-darkness of 15 to 40 minutes afte' sun¬ 
set I have also released them Into darker sky In the morning 
t.ian any other birds and had no problems even on the Initial 
toss In early dawn. They are good rakers, but care must be 
taken to pick birds which will kit tightly. 

If you are looking for something to add sparkle to your 
loft, variety of color and pattern, the Swansea birds may be 
for you. 
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BASIC TRAINING 

By — John Curley 
From “Showing the Flying Tippler" 

When about one month old, the birds selected for the flying kit are placed in their flying section, and after 
a few days confinement, allowed “open loft” to get to know their home inside and out. The age at which 
they can be started will differ according to strain, but it should be before they are strong enough to become 
airborne. As soon as possible, take them from the nest and play with them on the loft roof. This “open 
loft” privilege is continued for only about one week and is never again a part of their management. After 
this they will be in the loft or in the air 

During this time the birds get to know the Dropper (usually a white Fantail hen) which is later put in with 
them every time (but only when) they are fed. In the beginning, the dropper can be placed on the roof and 
a few small seeds can be thrown to keep the young kit birds from taking off if they are strong enough 

Real training begins (at about six weeks of age) by urging the squeakers to fly about by waving a flag (but 
do not frighten them) and enticing them down by placing the droppers on the roof of the loft. At this 
stage the droppers are no longer released with the kit and are shown only if needed. Get your team 
accustomed to one or several droppers and don’t expect to get results if a strange one is used. Chase them 
up if they start to land anyplace else. The “flag” can be mounted on the loft to keep them flying the 
required length of time. 

This first training fly should begin in the dusk and end before it is too dark. They are flown every 
evening, a half-hour increase each day, until the “four hour training fly” is reached, at which stage they 
are flown only every other day. 

While still in the nursery the youngsters are given all they can eat, including plenty of pellets, but during 
the “open loft” time they are placed on the “barley only” diet that will have them “dragging their feet” 
instead of being stimulated to fly too much too soon and become lost before that know the neighborhood. 
Make sure though that the youngsters do know how to eat and drink, as a setback at this critical time can 
be disastrous 

As soon as the every other day flying is started, the kit should be fed only after dark and at least an hour 
after landing from the training fly. Feeding will be done by electric light, so placed, as to throw no 
frightening shadows on the landing board. 

They should be released at a time that will enable them to finish the four hour training flight just before 
darkness sets in. During “Feed-up” week, this will be stretched out to six, or even eight hours. Dropping 
a team of high strung Flying Tipplers that has been keyed up by long flying is most difficult. Adding 
darkness to this makes it doubly so. They are actually “spooked" by their own shadows. 

Always signal the kit to drop at the appearance of the dropper. Never permit them to come down without 
this signal. If they attempt this, chase them up. and toss the dropper as soon as the kit comes over again. 
Guard against the birds tiring and toss the dropper at the first sigh of this before they drop away to rest on 
a wire or a pole, or any other location out of bounds. 

The birds on the team (three kit birds and a "spare”) are kept in “stalls," individual boxes that can be 
closed. They arc released only to be fed. bathed or flown. This is continued as long as they are to be used 
in competition It is not desirable that the birds have room to move about in these stalls so that they need 
not be more than 16 or 18 inches square Ideally, these should be so located that the birds in training 
cannot see or hear any of the other pigeons (breeders, youngsters, etc ). An exception to this is an 
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experienced, settled, Flying Tippler hen that flies the way you want your youngsters to perform. This hen 
(an added spare, actually a “leader") often prevents “flyaways”. The association of the leader hen with the 
young bird kit will be short-lived and should not continue after the youngsters know me neighborhood. 
Old birds do not have the young birds’ zest for flying and will drop the kit too soon. 

In the first week of flying, be satisfied with a flight during which they fly in a bunch a..d drop on the loft, 
because this is training, not conditioning, and you are not yet seeking sustained flight. Certainly, do not 
commit the often made error of chasing them up more than once, either to start them or to keep them from 
landing. 

Always be sure that the kit is capable of doing what you ask of it. Check the condition of pigeons and 
weather and release only if everything is “going for you.” 

If a Tippler does not follow through when you are sure he knows better (such as dropping well ahead of 
the others) there is generally a good reason Look for it and correct it before the next fly. 

Set up a definite routine so that the pigeons will know what to expect next and will anticipate it; do not 
confuse them by varying your program needlessly. 

Teaching one thing at a time and move on to the next only after the first lesson is learned. A good 
example of this is getting then to know and accept the inside of the loft, the landing board and roof of the 
loft, and then the neighborhood in sight of the loft. 

The “barley only” diet that is the ideal, might have to be stepped up to a barley and/or wheat fare, and 
even add some stimulating seeds (although this is a low feed phase) if the kit is safely settled to the 
neighborhood, of course, depending on whether they need to be picked up or toned down. This admittedly 
pertains to conditioning, not training, but it does fit in here. In connection with this you should 
familiarize your youngsters with the grains they will later be fed during the “build-up” by giving them a 
few of these grains, (peas, com, rice, etc.) from time to time. At this stage (preparing young birds for the 
Spring-Summer series of contests) the pigeons will be too young to be affected, but later, (and always with 
an old bird team) remember that kafir will make hens broody and reduce their firing tendencies. 

A well trained kit of Flying Tipplers is a perfect example of the “birds of a feather that flock together.” 
They should know, and feel an attachment to, only their team mates (which include the spare and the old 
experienced leader hen that “shows them the ropes”) so that they will not be lured down to join birds on 
the ground or loft, nor to join and follow flocks of strange pigeons passing over the loft. This 
exclusiveness is fostered by having the team do everything (fly. eat and bathe) together, never alone and 
never with strange pigeons. This will go far to effect the team spirit that will send them up, keep them up, 
land and settle them, all together It will reduce disqualifying actions such as birds refusing to start, going 
on a “split,” or overflying 

Besides the leader and the non-flving dropper (Fantail usually), some “ground crews” include a bird or a 
breed capable of some flying (the Nun is popular for this job) that will fly up and join the kit for a few 
turns, then entice them down. 

The opportunity to Like a bath should be given at least once a week. It will be better if a warm sunny day 
rather than a cloudy or rainy day is chosen for this, and early enough in the day for the feathers to dry out 
before the birds are returned to their stalls. Do not give bath after the Iasi training fly. (several days before 
the contest) as this removes the bloom from the feathers which will not be regained in time. 

All authorities do not approve of all parts of this program, but essentially this is the framework within 
which most successful fanciers operate. 
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SETTLING AND FLYING 
YOUNG BIRDS

From the day of hatching, young tipplers must be sub¬ 
jected to a very strict selective process. Never tolerate 
weaklings or sick youngsters. There are no cull-free strains 
and if we fool enough to nurse along cripples, we are 
destined to fail. Young birds, which have survived the initial 
selection, are removed from their parents at 21 days and 
placed in a flying box 14" x 14 ' x 14". Food and water is left 
with them until they are about 4 to weeks old, thereafter they 
are fed on V* measure barley in the evening and watered only 
once after feeding. Because they are confined to a small 
space, they are more manageab e and soon become hand 
tame and obviously regard me as a friend. When they are 
about 4 weeks old. they are put into the outside trap with an 
old trusty Tippler hen. Do not leave them there for more than 
about 2-3 hours per day. After a couple of days, they will 
soon begin to follow the old hen up to the perches In the 
trap. When this occurs, they can see the loft top and the 
other inhabitants of the world outside. The use of the out¬ 
side trap is essential to settle our youngsters — before I 
began to use it my losses were trememdous, especially 
when a gull or a large carrion crow appeared. Young Tipplers 
that have never encountered a menacing crow almost 
always take fright and leave the loft top, never to be seen 
again. When about 5 weeks old, they are able to be called In¬ 
to the loft from the trap. At this stage, a very hungry white 
dropper is used. The old hen will follow the dropper and our 
Tipplers will follow the old hen. After a couple days of this 
treatment, put the Tipplers in the trap with the old hen and 
when call in time comes use the dropper and your call — you 
will find tha* the Tipplers have grasped the idea that the 
dropper means food and security of the main loft. We have 
now reached the stage where it is necessary to bring our 
treasures down In condition to a state when I fee most sorry 
for them. This is attained by reducing their intake of barley 
to to measure (2 teaspoons full). They will now be very keen 
and when you approach them, giving you call, they will raise 
their wings and scurry around looking for food — the old hen 
must also be in the same condition or even lower. This is the 
time when I give them their liberty. Some fanciers prefer to 
wait until the eye develops, but last year I had a young cock 
who retained his nest eye until he was 13 weeks old and had 
flown in competition! It is advantagaeous to use 2 or 3 more 
droppers at this stage. I prefer droppers that are capable of 
flying two or three times around the loft and then dropping 
to the loft. Now with the droppers, the old hen and the ONE 
Tippler, I open the trap and call them on to the roof. I throw a 
few bit of barley around and this captures the attention of all 
birds Then I pause for a couple of minutes and more often 
than not, the droppers will strike up with the old hen and the 
Tipsier will invariably follow. If the Tippler does not follow 
the other birds don't put the brush under him and scare him 
up. Call the droppers down and get the young bird in — then 
try another Tippler. After a couple of evenings, the young 
Tipplers should take flight with the droppers. At this stage, I 
always hold a dropper back to entice the others down and 
detour the youngster from coming down without a signal. 
The young Tipplers are flown singley with the droppers each 
evening and after 2-3 evenings they begin to kit with the 
droppers. The next step is to let our Tipplers and the old hen 
out without the droppers. If I have 6 Tipplers, I split them in¬ 
to 2 kits of 3 to minimize losses at this early stage. They will 
all strike up and I put the droppers under them without delay.

If all goes well after 5-10 minutes, they will come to the loft. 
Each time out after this, they are allowed to fly a little longer. 
Then the olu hen is left out and the Tipplers diet Is increased 
to a full feed one night and a half feed the next night, they 
are also flown on alternate nights and the full feed given af¬ 
ter flying. By using this method, losses are minimized and 
the young birds are under control. When we are sure of 
them, they are given a full feed each night and their flying 
time is extended to 3-4 hours. To improve their training fly, I* 
feed one night V* barley, Vi maples, next night feed V* 
barley, V* small maize (corn) — fly next day 5-7 hours. 


SETTLING YOUNG TIPPLERS 
TRAINING TO DARKNE5S 
ieco, PVy 

At five to six weeks old, I put my squeakers on top of 
the trap, It Is about twelve to fourteen feet off the ground. 
They sit there all day with the droppers moving around them. 
As they get stronger I then bring them inside of the trap with 
a couple of placid droppers. At eight to ten weeks old, they 
are coming under the discipline of the droppers inside the 
trap. When I think they are ready, I then take the corn (feed) 
away for three or four days, if not satisfied. Then I get up at 
about 3:30 a.m. to 4:00 a.m. to start breaking them one at a 
time. The reason for this is because I'm in the middle of a lot 
of Tumbler flyers. After getting them round one at a time, I 
increase the time by four to e.ght minutes. My youngsters 
are in and out of the trap all day after the third day they 
should start kitting up. Then I increase the flying time by 
thirty minutes. The youngsters are then flown twice daily for 
5 to 6 days getting them up to 2Vi hours each time. If suc¬ 
cessful, I train every other day 4 to 6 hours. Then when the 
birds are coming to the trap and getting good corn (feed), 
training Is twice per week. 


First of all, the lights on the shed (loft) should be well 
placed so there aren't any shadows, It takes a bit of sorting 
out. but it can be done. The first stage is then for the drop¬ 
pers. Fix a lamp up over your trap then to an hour before 
darkness put your droppers Inside the trap and get your 
light on. When the droppers are settled down throw a little 
corn in and make them run after it. Then after one or two 
nights when really hungry play with them on top of the shed, 
after that is all practice and patience. Then we come to the 
Tipplers. Put your Tipplers out, later In the day and have 
them flying to the sunset, go gently with the birds and have 
the lights on in daylight at first, so as daylight fades you 
drop your birds. Continue this method at the same time, 
a'ways feed your birds under lights after coming in. You will 
find that the birds will fly longer In darkness as they get 
more practice. Then when you think the birds have had 
enought, you then put on the lights and the droppers out.

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THE MAKING OF A YOUNG BIRD KIT

The lirsi thing lhai one needs to produce a Quality kit ot young Tipplers is a 
quality breeding team Since competition (lying kits are usually small three to 
seven birds, there is no need lor a large number ot breeding pairs The important 
thing is that these breeders be ot quality stock and be in good health It is 
preferable that they be ot the same family or strain so that the offspring are as 
similar in style, etc as possible By style I am in no way meaning lhai they all have 
to be the same color and the like, but rather that the birds have ihe same 
temperament desire and way ot Hying it a kit does not have these the birds will be 
working against themselves at the cost ot time when the goal is the longest 
endurance perlormance 

Now tnat you have your breeders it is time to start making that kit Put the 
pairs together at Ihe same time so that they will all lay and start earning their keep 
at the same time, 'at least within a couple days ot each other that is This is 
accomplished it the breeders are separated by sex prior to the beginning ot the 
breeding season 

Alter the youngsters are about lour weeks old start putting them out on the 
loll root so that they can get acc-siomed to the surrounding and learn how to trap 
Watch these squeakers while they are out on the root Look tor the ones that are 
the most active and alert Look lor that intangible thing called expression Quite 
often you can pick out the besi kit ot the bunch before they even take to wing 

Do not startle the youngsters while they are out Even al this age they often 
are capable ot Hying off but not smart enough to find their way back Usually 
sometime between live and six weeks ot age a few birds will start to take a tew 
brief swmqs around the loll Still do not spook them because to do so will have 
I hem Hying uncontrollably resulting in a high loss percentage By this time the 
birds should be fully weaned and m ihe young bird section where you can regulate 
their diet, keep them hungry but not starved You want them to react correctly to 
the call to trap whistle, droppers and the like but not undernourished to the point 
where they will not develope properly 

Once the kit has all taken a tew ot these brief sorties and returned you will 
notice more ot them doing it together and some staying up more than a couple 
minutes it is now time to Stan them out as a kit Chase them all up together but do 
not be too disappointed when you see at least halt as many kits as you have birds 
up it could be worse they all could be flying singly Whenever they want to come 
down let them show the dropper whistle and let them know that they are welcome 
at home Toss a little grain on the rool and call them in Keep track ot which birds 
are the most reluctant to stop Hying After a lew times out the tirds should be 
killing preity well and Hying a little longer, be sure that there is enough daylight 
ahead ot them because they are capable ot Hying a tot more than you may think It 
is up to you to minimize the overtly through ludicious feeding and a watchlul eye on 


With the kit stock Hying in decent style it is now time to make the decision as 
to which birds are best suited to create your competition kit if you started with an 
inbred strain of brids the wing action of the youngsters all ought to be similar but 
make sure that all the candidates are the same Pay attention to depth and 
Irequency ol stroke Pick birds that always kit properly, you cannot afford to have 
one spin on lly day Hopefully you have a halt dozen or so that have passed this 
preliminary cut These birds should now be llown together separately from the 
remainder ol ihe young birds It is a good idea to keep living the balance of the 
youngsters as there is a possibility that now that you have removed some 
compilable" birds Ihe less dominant remaining birds will be able lo show their 
Stull and produce another good kit with a slightly dilterrnt style in the game o 
Tippler Hying it is always a good idea to have an insurance kit it possible Even i 
you cannot lind that insurance kit. the working with six or so youngsters is some 
insurance itseit 

Now that the potential kit is down to more workable numbers it is time to 
consider using kit boxes so that :ifict control of diet and exercise can be achieved 
II the youngsters are still very young olten it is a good idea lo use a community t 
box instead ol the individual boxes especially .1 tiy day is close at hand As if it Is 
you cannot afford to have the birds down a couple days learning how to adiust to a 
hie ol solitude They will eat better at that age with company The traditional diet at 


this stage is wheat and barley with a tew peas 

Fly the kit every other or every third day always with a watchlul eye to oe 
certain that each bird belongs up there If any one tends to split pull it out Watch 
to see which birds tire first. You may have to adiust that birds diet or it may not 
have lust what it takes to make it with that kit The birds should be doing lour to six 
hours by now and responding properly to the droppers at dusk Do not let the birds 
come down without being invited H they look to want down early spook mem up. 
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SETTLING YOUNG TIPPLERS

From Pigeons and Pigeon World, date unknown 

After the young birds are removed from their parents they are fed as much as 
Ihey wish lo eat on mixed corn for a week. During the next week I commenre 
by feeding them on wheal and gradually culling down on their wheal, addi.tg 
more mall barley lo Ihe feed each evening, until by the end or Ihe week they are 
feeding on mall barley only Now I cul down Ihcir Teed furth'v. making them 
sharp and hungry , and yet in good condition. 

Each day since taking them away from Ihcir parents and whilst this reduction 
of diet has been going on. I have given them full use or Ihe aviary each day 
from mom until dusk, wherein Ihey can see all around and more or less gel 
used lo Ihe surrounds before they arc released I leave my Fantails also In Ihe 
aviary each day with Ihe youngsters 

When this is all done, on a fine day preferably, I release one bird al a lime on lo 
Ihe loP with Ihe Fantails. keeping Ihe other youngsters In Ihe aviary In ftill view 
of Ihe one released Should Hie bird strike up I try lo gel It down as soon as 
possible I always find this firsl lime out is mosl Iricky. as if Ihe bird strikes as 
soon as released for the first lime. Il is very difficult to gel down, as it is not 
used lo Hie lop of lire loft on Ihe outside However. I do this with each bird 
until I have them all used (o walking on lop of the loll and aviary Afler a day 
or two mosl of Ihe birds will have fluttered around Ihe lofl and settled again, 
except, of course, for tire ones which have flown off and nol relumed Now is 
Ihe lime lo gel them flying, but I only let two up a once which are nol 
"nest males." and when I have gol them down I repeal Ihe performance with I wo 
more unlil Ihe lot have lind a short fly After Iwo or three days of this I lei the 
whole kil up together, being very careful nol lo overfeed Ihem Ihe day before, as 
once Ihey gel on lire wing as a kil. even though Ihey are very hungry, they may 
easily gel out of bounds and become lost However, if Ihey do gel lost in such 
circumstances they have a good chance of reluming I find il is a good thing lo 
keep a couple of old birds wilh Ihe kil for a week lo bring Ihem Kick home, but 
Hie old birds must be very hungry otherwise they may fly Hie youngsters away. 

When I have Ihe birds fully used I lei Ihem out al Ihe nine lime every other day 
and drop lliem al dusk, feeding on mall barley and a Hiller linseed Afler having 
done this for a month or five weeks 1 would consider Ihe youngsters trained and 
ready lo be built up for a competilion 


let t" -"-n know thai Ihey are lo My until you want Ihem !o come down Bui do nol 
chas ihem more lhan twice on Ihe same lly or Ihey are liable to hit out elsewhere 
especially H ihey are tired II Ihey are tired call Ihem down, do not give them ihe 
chance lo develope had habits Wilh the early tired weeded out you are probably 
down lo lour or live birds and it is now time lo see how they will react to stress Pul 
Ihem out early and see |ust how long ihey will go Each bird has a different 
threshold, what you are alter is those that have ihe besi endurance Watch lo see 
which bird is turning Ihe kil. stopping H form raking oil as lar as it did early on 
Which bird starts to look al the lott first waiting lor you to snow the droppers? How 
long into the lly beiore this behavior is exhibited? II towards the end you may want 

10 keep the bird in the kit to help guard against an overtly when they are led up. but 

11 It is long beiore the rest ol the kil fires lhai bird is best dropped Irom the kit 

Hopefully you now have at least three capable Hying young birds from which 
your kil is molded It is best lo have lour il possible so that a spare is available 
should the need arise You know from the above that these birds are compatible 
and have comparable capabilities All that remains is to get them to peak on the lly 
date This is done by way ol what is called Ihe "feed-up ' The kit has been trained 
and conditioned on a "low" leed and now they have to be given a lull tank to get 
the most out ol Ihem 

Tippler leed-ups are as variable as the fanciers who use them, wilh many 
being extremely intricately involved An awlul lot ol the old leed-ups were more lor 
keeping Ihe fanciers happy that they were doing something special lhan Ihey were 
nutritionally beneficial lo the birds Bui when one looks al ihe trends ol these 
variable leed-ups Ihey basically involve taking a kit that has been conditioned on a 
low" leed such as wheal and barley and for a week or so beiore Ihe lly date 
building this diet up with high lat content seeds along with a decent dose ol 
protein The amounts vary depending on the strain ol birds and the conditions 
under whicb-lhey must perform 

There is no sure fire "secret" formula that when used in a teed-up will 
produce consisianl winning perlormance limes although some will say this or lhai 
is great and sure to bring you success in the air The path to success is no secret • 
il involves Hying properly trained and conditioned birds with an endurance Hying 
attitude And stress the latter ol these as a bird with the proper endurance Hying 
attitude can more than make ud lor a variety of physical shortcomings lhai it may 
have 
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TRAINING FLYING TIPPLERS 

KWiew, f M80 by Ervin C. Grube 

In the loiiowmg lines I vill deal with the training ol youngsters • birds which 
are to be flown together in kits T he number usually flown together is three birds to 
a kit and the amount ol feed is calculated on this three-bird basis 

When your youngsters are live weeks old lake them Irom the old birds and 
place them in the Hying loll Right then start them out on barley (the whole gram) 

On ihe first night give them all they will eat II they are hungry they will eat it Alter 
the birds have eaten give them a drink ol waiei lo which you have added Epsnm 
Saits lone teasooon lull to a quart ol water) Make sure that every bird gets a 
drink, some timid youngsters you may have lo help a bit by placing their beaks in 
the water Now it's time lo close up lor the night 

"Daily Feeding" 

Feed one and one-hail eggcup ol barley per three birds at a feeding Alter 
your youngsters are well settled you may drive them into flight but keep your 
droppers handy it the birds become loo wild Settle them down to Hying every other 
day il yuu should find that they tail lo do well on straight barley then alternate 
leedmg barley one day and wheal the next day II your birds do three to lour hours 
on barley alone then you need not use wheat One must use his own ludgment in 
this matter 

"Suggestions for Flying" 

Fly your birds as near lo dark as possible and do not leed them until one 
hour alter you have dropped them Always use droppers never letting the birds 
drop without them Once your birds have dropped walk them into the lolt Oo not 
allow them to loiter on the root-top 

The way in which a fancier's birds lly depends almost entirely on his method 
ol handling and feeding in 1939 I Hew a kit of youngsters lor over twelve hours At 
the start ol their lly I told the timer that I was not very hopeful lor it began to ram 
about thirty minutes alter the birds took to the air The ram stopped only to be 
followed by a very miserable mist The night before l had led my kit a mixture 
containing com il ii had been a hot day i have no doubt that the birds would have 
been aown alter the first lew nours 

"Special Care" 

Once your kit is doing three lo lour hours, you may begin lo build it up lor 
longer Hying Start out by giving your kit an eggcup ol mixed bird seed tor three 
birds limshing off with barley Always leed once a day |ust at dusk or at a time 
most suitable after you return from work When your birds have cleaned up the 
leed allow them to have grit and a drink ol water Then remove grit and water (also 
leed spoiled on floor), and your |ob lor the day is done 

There are many special feed-ups used by lanciers who swear by lanciers 
who swear by them, but you must use your own common sense and study the birds 
and the grain they are fond of and which are good lor them Feed moderately or else 
your birds will drop to the loft-top and begin to throw up Your bird is equipped 
with three important organs—heart, lungs, and liver—on these the strain ol Ihe 
long (lying tails The bird tanning his wings in (light puts these organs in action 
The lung takes in the much needed oxygen, the heart carries it to where it is most 
needed and the liver carries off Ihe poison produced by langue II you overfeed. 
you upset the functions of these organs, cuasing a strain on the liver so that the 
bird gets a bad hangover Strong muscles-anolher requisite ol a good-Hyer-you 
help build by giving exercise and sustaining teed. 

Now let us go back to the point where we started giving the youngsters 
canary seed Their mam food so far has been barley and perhaps wheat-if your 
birds need it You have given the youngsters a shot ol canary seed finished off with 
the old stand-by—barley On the following night toast some bread, crush it and 
leed it with pan ol a hardbotled egg. Add a little rape seed to this feeding, give 
them a drink ol water and their grit: this completes another day's work The 
following day return to full barley and set Ihe birds out lor a lly Follow this scheme 
with a leeding of a good pigeon mixture one hour after your birds have dropped. 
Once a week give Epsom Salts in the water to keep Ihe birds cleaned 
"The Use of Rue" 

For birds m training oHen a special drink is suggested I have used rue 
successfully An old fancier once wrote me that he never used rue except to 
condition a oird l continued the use ol rue. lor l felt that l was conditioning the 
youngsters If they refused to drink h then i made a change l buy dried rue from 
ihe drugstore and steep it as l would steep tea I have heard some lanciers say that 
they boil rice, dram the water oil for a change The mghi before a race a lew drops 
ol Pori Wine may be added to the drinking water 

In conclusion l wish to re-emphasiza that a lancier must use ms common 
sense in discovering what leed his birds will lly pn Some birds will lly well on one 
leed while others will not And a lew won't lly on any kind ol leed-they belong in 
the soup pot Please remember that i have not been trying to set up any special 
method ol feeding, but that i have simply ollered you some practical suggesiions

By ihe time these lew lines are published piqeons that have been m training 
lor Easter Fly competition should be giving their owners some idea ol what to 
expect Irom them on lly days Yet it is not always what we expect but what we gel 
The experienced fancier is not infallible to mistakes but his experience generally 
pulls him through and my advice lor what it is worth, is to handle every pigeon 
before turning them out to fly through training Feel lor body condition no two 
pigeons handle the same you will soon lind this out by continual handling Fee 
them when they go out lo lly then again when you get ihem in and notice the 
change in body II your pigeons are in good body condition being tight in tlesh. 
give them more time to lly than i! they are poor Some pigeons handle good even 
being led on barley which is Ihe competition flyers staple leed during training All 
lanciers have their own method o* 'rammg and feeding in preparation for that day 
That day must be competition day Not the day before or the day alter 

Some tram lor a longer period than others but I think three weeks is enough 
longer is apt to get them stale Some ration the barley giving less than others I 
give a little under what they could eat up being a lancier that likes to see his kit fly 
strong and not looking lor the droooers all the time i would sooner take an hour to 
drop them than have to drive them tor an hour No matter what method is used all 
are successful Bui to be successful you must have a method to work to Some 
lanciers change the diet Irom barley sooner than others some ten some six 
others three days before competition No matter which period you prefer the 
pigeons are improved il cleared out with a drink ol Epsom Salt one night and rue 
tea the nexl Some birds are very stupid at drinking either and I find by giving a 
little imseed or crushed bread along with the barley they are glad to a drink to wash 
it down The last two days the birds are led on barley i know an old lancier who 
used to soak his barley tor 12 hours m Salts also in rue tea men dry it gradually 
and pul it in tins until he wanted it He called h his Special Barley This lancier was 
a good Tippler fancier but had a bad Hying position otherwise would have been 
amongst the champions Incidentally, he did lly over 17 and 18 hours and he did 
not wait for his pigeons to drink salts or rue and he never made excuses for his 
pigeons, il they did not do as expected it was too bad His birds were very small a 
good training and with a couple ol feeds ol mixed corn he said they would lly 
grand lor 12 hours It is remarkable how soon a Tippler will improve in body 
condition and it is also surprising how soon they lose that body condition 

if only the novice and beginner would handle his kit every day after he has 
changed from barley to other grains he would not think about those so-called secret 
feeds and tome drinks He would nonce a chanqe every day m their body condition 
Some birds put on body condition sooner than others and some will never pul an 
ounce on but if one or another of my kit do not improve I do not worry It they have 
all eaten what I gave them they will be strong There is nothing to beat good, sound 
maple peas for stamina I have down good times oil two nights maples, one corn 
one corn and wheat next corn, wheat and mixed canary and fly morning bit rice 
corn, wheal canary 

For a tonic nothing is better man Parishes Chemical Food Twenty drops in a 
pint ot water lly morning, clean water that has been boiled and gone cold 

if pigeons, alter a barley training and cleaned out with Saits and given rue to 
drink before giving this simple leed. will not fly 12 hours up to 16 hours, it is bad 
training or birds No one can fly duds, lor remember 18 hour pigeons are not as 
plentiful as cherries on a cherry tree 

To tly 18 hours or more the birds must have favorable weather conditions 
with helping winds There are many Tippler lanciers that never lly times beci ise 
they fly Irom bad positions and it is always hard work lor their kits to fly even 12 
hours These fanciers are true sportsmen never grumble but keep competing with 
fanciers who have better (lying positions I was surprised to read Mr E loach's 
remarks, saying he had been down to leek years ago l and one or two of the 
Hanley Club Members go down to leek several times and t can assure him there 
are no Tipplers down there today of the same type, color or size as he saw there 
years ago The Leek. Congleton and Macclesfield type were all alike, not ihe size 
we see now The size is spoiling the balance and type we older lanciers always look 
lor m a Flying Tippler The old saying, a good big un will beat a good little one 
does not apply to Flying Tipplers Some ol the big pigeons must be 1 '/i pounds in 
weight, but I expect it is everyone to ''is own idea, and as in all other fancies, type 
and size change with the times But in Tipplers I prefer a nicely balanced pigeon as 
a time llyer and this is my opinion ol what to look tor in a Flying Tippler You can 
publish these lew remarks as typed down last year by Mr R Stephenson He 
came to my loft and asked me lo demonstrate to him how and why the diflerence in 
type and what l looked for to be my ideal ot a Flying Tippler l penned him lour 
pigeons and pointed out faults and good points in every one separately and thought 
what a good |ob he had done after receiving his views a lew days later. There 
cannot be any lixed type in the Flying Tippler and we all ha«e different opinions 
but these were and still are my ideas ol a Flying Tippler Hoping these few tines will 
be of interest to Ihe beginner and some other abler pen than mine will write a lew 
remarks 
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TRAINING TO LIGHTS 
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First, fix a good weatherproof light so that It lights up 
the cage and top of the loft. This being the only place you 
wish your birds to drop to. Try to get the light concentrated 
on this point so that your droppers, which you can use either 
in the cage or loose on the top, are clearly seen the whole 
time. With a pair of droppers, I should suggest keeping the 
hen in the cage and have the cock out on top. this should 
encourage him to flap about and so attract your kit. The main 
thing, first of all, is to give your birds confidence to be out in 
the dark. This also applies to your droppers as it is fatal in 
my opinion if your droppers are nervous. Try to avoid having 
to drive them to make them work as in doing so you may be 
scaring your . yers also as they will be watching these birds 
below. I suggest that you train your dropper cocks first of all 
as suggeted previously. Put the hen in the cage and get the 
cock out on top, doing this before dark. When dusk, get him 
used to the light going on without scaring him off, mean¬ 
while throw a bit of seed occasionally just to keep his atten¬ 
tion. Nt. t, you have to teach him to go into the cage when 
required. After progressing this far and the weather permits, 
even if you do not have him out each night, give the droppers 
a feed in the cage after it is dark, for a wee*, they will 
become used to the light quicker. I always feed my flyers by 
artificial light right through the year, as I think *hat this 
makes them realize that the lights mean feeding time. Uo tho 
same with the birds you wish to fly, let them into the cage 
when it is dusk and when dark p':< on your light and throw 
them a bit of corn (feed) or seed and get them confident 


enough to feed In the cage. Whenever you approach the loft 
especially when dark, talk to your birds, you will find that 
they start to coo knowing that it Is you and are not 
frightened, having got your birds used to the light going on 
Before it is dark, have them out one at a time letting them 
flap about and pitch back to the loft. Have the rest of the kit 
in the cage and your droppers out the whole time. This 
method allows them to gel used to their surroundings 
again, leave them out but watch out for cats and when dark 
switch on your lights, make sure to take care and not scare 
the birds at all. After they get used to this, get them back in¬ 
to the cage with a little seed. After a while you will only need 
to open the cage door and your birds will automatically go 
in. After settling them in this manner, turn them out for a 
spin making sure that the birds will be ready to come before 
dark, but remember when you have reached this stage put 
out your droppers and switch on the light even if it is not 
really dark, for preference when the street lights go on as the 
kit can see their surroundings and do not get confused. If 
you are patient enough and can spare the time to persevere 
on these lines and use a little common sense everyting 
should be OK. 

Some birds are different in temperament to others and 
so react in a different way being more unreliable. If you get a 
bird acting awkward In training do not let It spoil the rest of 
your kit but persevere with those that give you satisfaction, 
you will find it will take quite a little time and patience to get 
the results you require but it is worth the effort. Once 
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GOOD DROPPERS ARE IMPORTANT

The use ol droppers ol some kind is essential when we need lo drop our 
pigeons at will The basic rule is that pigeons (and man toot when frightened 
hungry or lost will follow any conspecilic that appears to have conlidence and is 
proreeding with some apparent aim and pu.aose It therelore 'oiiows that alter a 
long Hy and a build up ol nervousness is in evidence — no douot intensified by the 
failing light - then such pigeons may Imp great difficulty m o'oopmg to their loll 
loo Rather than drop at their loll — ihey may very weii drop some distance away to 
be disqualified Now the appearance ol droppers that ve dismaying conticence and 
absolute lack o' tear or nervousness - delmately will inspire conlicence into 
otherwise very nervous and tired birds This ol course -s more noticed when the 
droppers used are ones with which the kit is very familiar Another basic rule is 
that pigeons ieaci nervously towards a strange intruding conspecilic especially 
one ol unusual color or ol peculiar Hying style 

Ot course it is a matter ol degree Some strains are notoriously nervous 
When dropping and require what is termed a Maximum pull Oiner strains 
respond to the < (iqhiesi Muller and in some cases — they resoond to simply the 
' 'call down' ’ given by the owner 

However most pigeons that have done the lime or the distance develop a 
sort ol flying trance Alter this period or even during this period there is generally 
a build up ol very nervous tension and they behave as if the loft too is red-hot or cat 
.nested lor no apparent reason For this reason — obviously — such birds need 
nelp and the best help is Irom well known and extremely confident conspecifics 
Obviously il one's pigeons will drop almost as soon as one stops waving his 
arms or blowing his trombone. Ihen it is rather ridiculous to worry about droppers 
However let us presume that some clear signal of clearance to drop and the 
inspiration ol clearance to drop on demand is reoimed 

First ol all. let us understand that no wori mg animal will operate without 
signals or words of command The horses doos falcons and all of the circus 
animals operate on a sequence of signals, sounds and signs, therefore why should 
we expect pigeons to be different’ 

High Intensity droppers, as used by a certain English fancier, indicate that 
he expects a high degree of nervousness at dropping time His droppers are very, 
very old. extremely tame and no doubt capable of flying m pitch darkness around 
the loft area and trained to drop in the area which is floodlit Such old birds will 
have a very low sex drive and will not sexua'iy confront a freshly dropped Tippler 
whose nerves are as light as violin strings There are droppers that have done this, 
caused a strike up again — with disastrous results 

Howeve'. this fancier knows what he is doing, hence droppers that are old 
enough to be my grandfather He puts up these droppers 6 or 7 of them and these 
will fly and no doubt toin up with the kit What belter influence could he provide’ 
The 6 or 7 will drop with confidence and no doubt letch the kit down too 

He can operate these droppers many limes and he knows very well that ihey 
will not deled and will only droo in the floodlit area This is termed as a “high 
pressure dropping system A great many people operate a lew tantails on the loll 
top and make them flutter with a long thin bamboo cane As you know, it is Ihe 
duller that gives the "pull" Droppers that "freeze are ot no value at all and i 
doubt whether entranced birds or nervously inclined birds will notice them 
However, no matter whether we use droppers lo inspire courage to drop or simply 
as the green ligh*" (clearance to land). I say that droppers are essential — if the 
pigeons are doing lime of any consequence Naturally — il one s birds are clearly 
shagged out" as we say — alter a lew hours and are ready go drop at any price 
— evon facing the trombone or a submachine gun — then of course — I see not 
reason to lead d-oppers Furthermore — il one's birds are steady and readily 
respond loopen clearance there seems to be no case for droppers 

Well — some people, can manage without droppers — they themselves act 
as (he dropper — and their birds respond lo their call down Some signal lor 
clearance to drop has to be made The nervousness and reluctance to droo has to 
be direc.ly proportionally treated by intensified clearance to droo or encouragement 
to drop 

II. 'or example, a call down plus Ihe appearance of a couple of well known loll 


mates on the loft top are sufficient to drop a kit then there is no need to intensify the 
pull 

If. for example one has a very nervous and highly strung strain then ol 
course more droppers and even droppers that can take to Ihe 3" and torn up betore 
droppmq with absolute confidence may be essential II is wen known that some 
pigeons become extremely nervous alter oversiress. in tailing light oi in certain 
abnormal atmospheric conditions Ai such times such buds need additional 
incentive or encouragement to drop To have a lew "Fannies (as we call them) 
stand on the top of the pen as though they were posing lor a photo are of no value 
ai all There is no pu'i from such as ihese The flutter from one end of the loft done 
with conlidence will ocneraliy give a lot of pull 

Maximum pull can only he given by pigeons that are trained lo give it They 
are called High intensity droppers Lei us compare a frightened, over-excited, 
nervous or |ust plain stupid kit of Tipplers that cannot seem to gel down to the 
droppers that are Muttering on the ton of the pen or inside of the wire mesh We wilt 
compare this kit to onp or two stravs that are tired and hungry in a state of nerves 
and terrified ol everything The old stray catchers knew very welt that a few 
fluttering droppers may puli them down but ihey also knew that it may take more 
therefore, out would go the high intensity droppers — low living types that would 
hook onto any pigeon in me area Ol course being joined bv several conspecifics 
— flying low in great confidence — would msoire a sense o' security and at a 
given signal the droppers would dive down to the loft top — very often bringing 
with them ihe strays it this failed these H l d-oppers could he buzzed again 
and again with no fear o causing them to defect In Sheffield we called them 
"Snatchers" Usually crossed Fantait Tumblers — very old and usually blind 
hungry — with ability to see or be aware of nothing but corn Sexless — because 
of their hunger — no aggression whatever — tame — stupid perhaps Example — 

I say 4 teedmg while the filth was carried away by a cat The cat could have 
returned and earned off an 4 one at a lime i m certain 

So. there you go there are your high intensity droppers An even more 
extended type was kept by Bill Pursegiove of Sheffield 

No matter what height the kit was (always three) he would put out 2 print 
hens These would climb and locate the kit and immediately start to puli down 
Very often the enlire kit and Ihe 2 droppers were on the loft loo inside a Quarter of 
an hour 

One observer standing by was so impressed that his cigar ten from his 
mouth and all he could say was Bloody Hell"' Come to think of it tnai s about all 
l could say too — in admiration of course 
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HOW TO TRAIN DROPPERS 

, (VV By: Tim Kvidera

A quick glance at the above title will lead many to think 
that the topic involves the methodology of training a kit to 
respond to the droppers. That is a subject In and of itself 
which has received attention by other authors over the 
years. The purpose of this article is to aquaint the readers 
with some of the aspects of training the droppers them¬ 
selves. If the droppers do not perform correctly you cannot 
expect your kit to respond properly when they are deployed. 

The function of the droppers is to entice the flying kit 
to come down. For this it is a good Idea to use heavily 
splashed or white birds which can be easily seen by the kit 
and immediately recognized as the droppers and not some 
wild birds passing through the area. The breed used is of lit¬ 
tle consequense and in fact many use a variety of 
crossbreeds. It is a matter of personal tastes and 
availability. They all eat about the same so pick something 
that suits you. Pick something that will be active enough to 
attract the kit but not so active as to fly for any extended 
periods of time where they might give the kit a shot in the 
arm rather than drop them. If you use the droppers within a 
cage this latter point may be of little concern. 

The droppers must be thoroughly acquainted with the 
loft. They must be at ease both inside and out. If the drop¬ 
pers are to be used exclusively inside the cage they will not 
have to be settled to the loft, but must be accustomed to the 
cage. Droppers clinging to the wire and banging against the 
top do not convey the tranquil atmosphere needed to let the 
kit know that it is safe to land. The droppers have to know 
that they are caged and not fight it, but move about from 
perch to roof actively. They have to know how to trap into the 
loft to convince the kit that they should too. 

If the droppers are to be allowed freedom outside a 
cage they have to be settled to the loft. They should not be 
allowed to land anywhere you do not want your kit to. If they 
hit out of bounds rest assured the kit is sure to follow when 
you least want, on fly day. At most you want the droppers to 
fly a couple minutes circling the loft. If they strike up 
strongly and join the kit it may be hard to get them all down 
in time. 

The droppers have individual temperments which 
should be used to your advantage. Some will enjoy the 
freedom and fly nicely around the yard. These are the ones 
to use while initially signaling the kit. They are active 
enough to get the attention of the kit. With judicious use 
they will be ready to land about the same time as the kit and 
be a tremendous aid in bringing the fliers down. If the kit Is 
close to landing do not toss this type of dropper or it is liable 
to spook the kit. 

Another type of dropper is a more tranquil soul. When 
tossed It proceeds directly to the loft roof. These are the 
ones to use as the kit is stalled out and about to commit to a 
touch down. They will provide the necessary pull to get the 
kit to land rather than veer off for another pass. But they 
have to be tossed in a manner so as not to spook the kit 
during the release of the dropper. This is more crutial at 
dusk than during daylight. 

From the above it is seen that with free flying droppers 
It is advantageous to have birds of at least two tempermen¬ 
ts. The total number of droppers needed does not have to be 
large. A half dozen should be sufficient, but more than that 
can be advantageous — especially if the droppers double as 
feeders, etc. 


It is a good idea to have a separate section of the loft 
for the droppers. Some even utilize a separate loft. This way 
when the kit sees the droppers they will be recgnized as 
something special and if the kit has been taught to 
associate the droppers with feed and landing clearance they 
will respond properly. If the droppers are constatnly in view 
of the kit in the loft this familiarity will lessen the impact 
when they are deployed. 

Droppers should be kept in a constant state of 
hungriness. The desired action on the roof i3 brought about 
by conditioning them to chase after kernels of grain. An 
overfed bird will be reluctant to chase food and not move 
about as well as a hungry one. The droppers should be put 
Into the Tippler loft and fed there with the Tipplers often 
enough to get the Tipplers to associate the droppers with 
upcoming food and for the droppers to learn that food 
awaits them inside the loft. 

The droppers are trained with a food reward con¬ 
ditioning. They are worked only when hungry and rewarded 
with small amounts of grain when they perform properly. 
The more active loose flying droppers are given a few ker¬ 
nels of grain after they have made their brief flight around 
the area. They are then chased off the roof with a pole, hand, 
or whatever for another spin and again rewarded upon 
return. If the droppers are housed In a separate loft they can 
be taught to fly back and forth between the two. Caged 
droppers can be taught to move from perch to perch and 
then to the floor for their reward. The passive loose droppers 
are rewarded for their quick landing on the loft. Once on the 
roof they can be taught to fly from one end of the roof to the 
other in chase of grain. The purpose of all this training is to 
get them to display the action needed to pull the kit down. 

Two things to be avoided in any dropper are over¬ 
feeding and agresslveness. A fat and happy bird will do 
what't wants to, not what you wish It to. Keep the droppers 
hungry, especially come fly day. It is a good idea to even skip 
their feeding a day or two before the fly. An agressive drop¬ 
per Is of no use to a Tippler flyer. Cocks tend to be more so 
than hens. The droppers are supposed to signify the safety 
and tranquility of home. This cannot be instilled on the kit If 
they are harrassed by some bully when they land on the loft. 
This Is compounded If this bully Is a horny cock and the kit 
Is made up of hens. If he does not spook the hens with his 
agressive behavior he may convince them to subject to his 
amourous advances. In which case the hens may decide 
there Is something more to life than non stop flying for 
hours on end. 

Different strains of birds, varying degrees of 
exhaustion of the kit, weather conditions, amount of light, 
etc., require different degrees of pull to drop the kit. The 
droppers performance should be taylored to these needs. A 
poorly trained dropper Is as bad, If not worse, than no drop¬ 
per at all. It can spook a kit into an overfly or some other 
disqualification. If one is willing to go through all the 
training required to get a kit of Tipplers to fly well it makes 
sense that proper training of the droppers should haave 
commenced prior to and during that of the kit. Although one 
can fly adequate times without droppers the only way to get 
proper control of kit and thereby consistently bring out the 
best in them is through the discipline of training to droppers 
and having these droppers properly trained. 
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BASIC CONDITIONING 
(Feed-up)

The preconditioning before the feed-up (the feed-up itself lasts about one week before the contest) should 
require two weeks or more to determine if the kit is ready for intensive conditioning 

During pre feeding up, the kit should fly about four hours every' other day, on barley in the hull and/or 
wheat. During this time stress barley but during the feed-up, use barley only if the birds condition gets too 
high too quickly. Small seeds should be fed during the first part of the feed-up, only if conditioning is too 
low too long. 

The kit should be flown only two or three times during the feed-up week, successive days if necessary. 
Young birds will fly their last mne up later in the week than old birds, but will usually need fewer flies, 
the successive conditioning flies curing the feed-up should be increased by an additional hour. 

A dose of salts (or one feeding of “greens” only) should be given at change-over from pre-training to feed- 
up, usually the first day. 

Modified by either br.iey or small seeds (canary, hemp, flax, etc.) according to whether the birds are too 
high or too low , wheat will form about half the ration for the first three days of the feed-up The other one 
half will be usually in this order, on successive days; peas, com, and polished rice. 

Almost all of this is subject to variation in proportion and order of application. Hemp is pigeon candy; not 
just stimulating and is, therefore, valuable in the control of the pigeons. 

For the last half of the feed-up the use of wheat will be sharply reduced or eliminated and the peas, com 
and rice, separately or together will be fed along with small seeds, particularly canary, in increasing 
amounts. There is far from complete agreement about this latter. Some say stimulating seeds on the last 
day will make the kit unmanageable. running risk of the birds flying out of sight too long, ano that it is 
best to feed high carbohydrate feeds only. 

About five hours before the start of the contest, give a little rice; three hours later a little seed. Even 
higher, calorically, would be flax. The ultimate, of course, is peanuts, but the difficulty in feeding these 
makes them less pigeon practical. Water should be given about one hour after feeding (an hour before the 
race). 

With exception of race days or if need is apparent on the morning of the last (longest) training fly, birds 
arc never fed before flying. On “off day,” however, seeds are sometimes given in the morning and the 
grain in the evening. This enables the birds to get enough without overeating. 

Low feed should be started early enough to take off all fa so that feed-up will not build too much. 
Sparingly, with great caution, a few small stimulating seeds may be given even during the low feed, if a 
morale boost seems called for 

Once a week, a pinch of ammoniated citrate of iron in the drinking water is recommended. Of course, grit 
and minerals should be give with the feed, but not on the day before the race Salt in grit could cause 
thirst during the race. 

All of this is a rough over-simplification. Many refinements are possible and will suggest themselves.

Shannon's program will help novice and experienced Tippler fanciers and 
inspire many to participate in the flying Tippler competition.

First of all you must determine the quality of your training food. As barley is the 
main constituent, it must be malting quality. 1 use only Belgan by Versalaga or 
Schumacher, they are freely available at home. Some fanciers use a depurative mix 
which is also only the best grain. This can sometimes be too rich if the weather and 

birds are the best. Of course, the amount given each evening must be measured. This 

is found by experience and should be altered depending on flying conditions, 
temperature and time of year etc. It should always be borne in mind that a pigeon will 
eat much more than it requires for 24 hours, and if you hope to get control of gooa 
birds it is here you must concentrate. They should cairy no excess weight without loss 


of feather condition or sharpness. 

When my young birds are ready to fly (about 4 to 5) they would be only offered 
about 1/2 feed. But, this would be of conditioning mixture. I also get them accustomed 
to individual kit boxes where they will eventually be kept. Young birds are happier I 
think if they are in visual contact with each other, and should be at ease with then 
owner. When they are aquainted with their surroundings and flying as a kit always 
bemg dropped by droppers after each fly they are introduced to their barley or 
depurative diet. It is at this stage that careful management is most important and the 
things to be achieved are just enough food with the right quality for birds to fly in nice 
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style and take notice when droppers are released, but not too much to encourage to gain 
weight and drop flights. If you plan to have birds 14 to 20 weeks old for competition 
this gives time to dark train. My method here is simple. If birds are flying too strong, 

£ not attempt to get them to near dark but release droppers to get them down. but 
days when they are not so strong I try to stretch them to dusk before I release the 
droppers This way with patience and perseverance the right result can be achieve 
and birds will respond and stay with droppers on the coop until it is to totaHy dark^ 

Lights are on all of this time and an eye is kept for anything that may spook them. If 
yow coop is so constructed that droppers can be kept in flight m view of flying buds 
you may be surprised how late even untrained birds wiL attempt to drop. I eel buds 
not mind flying at dark and will eventually, providing they are happy in the loft, do 

evervthing their owner strives for. 

' Lfty my young birds at the beginning every day until they are flying as a kit 
could be anything from theu second to fifth fly. Any buds that do not confom, to tins 
are not continued with. From this stage to 3 weeks before theu first competition, I y 
fly them twice weekly from 2 to 7 hours according to wmd and weather. They w„ 

0 L be given the aforementioned barley. This would only be about 1/2 the amount a 

hungry pigeon would eat. They would also have small oil seed. This as mentioned is 

only gamed from expenence of each local flying position. Three weeks before 
competition, I tram the kit every other day when theu management is c ™ c ' a ‘ 0 SUCCeSS 
and any buds showing any weakness are not flown (unless of course you only have 3 
buds)! 1 do not believe it necessary to Py our buds long hours to achieve success. I 
think it can have just the opposite effect especially with youngbuds.Woddwe^ka 
12 year old to run as an adult to run a marathon? 1 think not. In short do notdose th 
natural “bounce” of your youngsters through feeding them to fly too ong or too often. 
Good birds will always enjoy flying and even when on a training diet may-nrt^ways 
respond to the droppers when we consider they should be down. This is where we 
probably weed to give some latitude. It is inconceivable that we can keep our buds 
exactly as we wanfthem for every change of wind and weather, but, we must continue 
Ttry to That is how we can increase our knowledge and unprove our management. 

While training, my buds are given, weekly Epsom salts, 1 teaspoon/pmt (young 
buds) and 2 teaspoons/pmg (old buds). This is not given as a purgative and many say 
its unnecessary but my expenence has been to see improvement when buds on 
occasions become “stale”. Minerals are also offered and gnt of course. 

We must always remember what we are striving to achieve -to have the buds 
bodies^ conditioned "and ready to store the enerjy that we give them in a build up like a 
camel or a bud ready for migration. While all living things need the same nutnentsand 
minerals I’m not so sure we can strictly follow the principles of marathon runners when 
bodies are depleted then loaded with carbohydrates before the race but there are many 

similarities. 
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YOUNG TIPPLER TRAINING AND FEEDING SCHEDULE 


THURSDAY: PM, 50% barley, 25% mixed seeds, water 
FRIDAY: AM, worm capsule, PM, 50% barley, 25% mixed seeds, water 

SATURDAY: PM, 50% barley, 25% mixed seeds, water 
SUNDAY: fly 2-7 hours, 50% barley, 25% nuxed seeds, water 

MONDAY: PM, C.L.O. in mixed seeds (50% feed), Epsom salts in water 

TUESDAY: fly 2-7 hours, 50% grams, 25% mixed seeds, water 

WEDNESDAY: noon, 50% grains, 50% mixed seeds, tonic in water 
THURSDAY: 9-noon, 50% grains, 50% mixed seeds, tonic in water 
FRIDAY: 9-noon, 50% grains, 50% mixed seeds, tonic in water 

SATURDAY: 9-noon, 75% grains, 25% mixed seeds, water boiled and cooled 
SUNDAY: 6 hours before liberation birds should want only about 25% to 50% 

feed of only mixed seeds and water 

TRAINING MIX: barley mixed with 10-15% oil seeds 

FEED-UP MIX: maple peas, maize, dari, tares and small carbohydrate seeds
